SEVERE FIGHTING AHEAD 


Japanese Must Storm Defenses 
to Get Siege Positions So That 
Guns Can Play on Main Forts 
of Port Arthur--Cannot Escape 
Heavy Loss In Final Assault 


London, June 2.—Rumors of media- 
tion in the Russo-Japanese war have 
found no confirmation in diplomatic 
quarters. The foreign office char- 
acterizes the report that mediation is 
pending in the immediate future as 
“rubbish.” Baron Hayashi, who, as 
= = — = = Japan's senior minister and by far most 

powerful representative abroad, would 
oop (AFTERNOON. be the first to hear of any such move, 
says: 

“Not a whisper of mediation has 
reached me, For us to stay our hands 
at this moment would be _ senseless 
folly. Russia appears to be in aserious 
dilemma. She has not enough men in 
the field to cope with our various 
points of attack. If she brings the rein- 
forcements that General Kuropatkin so 
much needs she cannot feed them.” 

No confirmation has yet been re- 
ceived of the reported heavy fighting 
near Port Arthur or with General! Ku- 
ropatkin’s army, although the latter is 
not regarded as improbable. Rumors 
persist that court influence at St. Pe- 
tersburg is being actively exercised to 
induce Kuropatkin to assume the of- 
fensive in an endeavor by a victory to 
retrieve the Russian military reputa- 
tion. 

The Daily Telegraph's St. Petersburg 
correspondent says: “A recent coun- 
cil of war decided that Kuropatkin 
should risk an engagement. The em- 
peror ratified this judgment, even going 
so far as to authorize the dispatch of 
troops from the German frontier to the 
far east on the ground that as Ger- 
many was benevolent she might be 
trusted safely. All hopes are centred 
now in Kuropatkin, who will make 
desperate efforts to save Port Arthur.” 

Against these statements must be 
placed the official contradiction that 
Kuropatkin would move southward.

= Harvard college will not participate 
in the Olympian games to be held in St. 
Louis this summer. The college 
authorities say they do not care to com-

It is a remarkable fact that Southern 
boys carry oft all the highest honors at 
West Point this year. The States at 
tbe head of the list are Mississippi, 
Tennessee, and North Carolina. Evi- 
dently the cadets appointed from the 
Southern states have a full appreciation 
of the advantages which West Point 
offers. 


Some recent Civil Service statistics 
are quite interesting. The whole 
number of employes under the rules is 
150,383. Of these 25,675 are in the 
District of Columbia. There is a great 
range in ages; 101 are overeighty years 
of age, while 3,422 are below the age 
of twenty years. There are but 
clerks who have served more than forty 
years. Out of the whole number 50, 
000 receive salaries of less than $720 
per annum, and 50,000 of more than 
$1,400. 
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If it be Japan's purpose to bring 
about the immediate reduction of Port 
Arthur, as is assumed by European 
military experts, she probably will 
continue to strike hard and fast while 
the iron is hot, and before the Rus- 
sians recover from the lowered morale 
incident to the defeat at Nanshan. The 
Japanese, it is assumed, have not yet 
advanced very far south of Dalny 
toward Port Arthur. They must clear 
the country throughout the Kwang 
Tung peninsula before beginning the 
active reduction of the actual defenses 
of the stronghold. This territory con- 
tains about 300 square miles. 

With Dalny and the junction of the 
Dalny-Port Arthur railroad in their 
possession, they have two routes open 
to their advance. One route is by way 
of the railroad, and the military high- 
way from Kin Chou to Port Arthur, 
Pigeon bay and Liaoti Shan, and the 
other route by way of the wagon road 
which branches off from the military 
highway at To Fang Cheng, 20 miles 
northeast of Port Arthur, runs south 15 
miles to the coast at Talien bay, and 
then along the coast 12 miles to Port 
Arthur. In what condition the Rus- 
sians are to defend these roads is not 
known. 

If the Japanese take the last named 
route for the advance of their main 
force they can be assisted by their 
warships all the way to Port Arthur. 
If the other route is chosen for the 
main advance, as is likely because of 
its greater capacity and possible value 
to the railroad, the fleet can assist them

When the Japanese reach the vicinity 
of the Port Arthur defenses they must 
take by storm some of the outer heights 
for platforms on which to mount their 
siege guns in order to play on the Rus- 
sian main fortifications. When all this 
is accomplished and the Japanese guns 
from sea and land have weakened or 
silenced the Russian big gun-fire then 
must come the taking of the place by 
assault. Then the losses at Nanshan 
will look small in comparison with 
those that will occur on the hillsides 
of Port Arthur. 

The reported disaster to the Rus- 
sians east of Hai Cheng, telegraphed 
from Rome, must be accepted with cau- 
tion, as it is likely to prove no more 
than a clash between Kuroki’s ad- 
vance and the Russian observation 
force in their immediate front. 


DRANK TO JAPAN'S NAVY 


Unusual Incident at Banquet In 
Honor of Prince Pu Lun 

New York, June 2.—At the dinner of 
the American-Asiatic association here 
Jast night, at which Prince Pu Lun 
was the guest of honor, the announce- 
ment was made that China has be- 
‘come a signatory to the Geneva con- 
vention, involving a common agree 
ment as to the rules of civilized war- 
fare and rendering possible interna- 
‘tional co-operation in the care of the 
“wounded. 

Toastmaster Foord aroused the wild- 
‘est enthusiasm of the evening by toast- 
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ing the Japanese navy. Half of the 
diners had gone, but those who re- 
mained cheered and cheered again and 
broke their glasses on the floor after 
drinking the toast. 

Rear Admiral Rodgers, commandant 
of the Brooklyn navy yard, who was to 
have responded to the toast of “The 
navy,” was absent. After announcing 
this, Mr. Foord said: 

“I cannot refrain, even with my no- 
tions of observing strict neutrality, 
from speaking of another navy than 
that which we would have toasted had 
Rear Admiral Rodgers been here. 
Gentlemen, I ask you to drink to the 
success of the Japanese navy, of whom 
we have here a most fitting representa- 
tive, Captain Takeshita, naval attache 
of the Japanese legation in Washing- 


ton.” Prolonged cheering and the 
breaking of glasses followed. 

None of the military men present, 
among whom was General Corbin, 


would discuss the incident after the 
dinner. 


SUBMARINE TESTS 


Torpedo Boat Fulton Does Well 
In Her Preliminary Trial 
Newport, R. L., June 2.—The trial 
board of the United States navy, Cap- 
tain Train presiding, assembled here 


for the first trial of submarine boats 
for which competetive tests congress at 
its last session appropriated $850,000. 

The Holland type torpedo boat Ful- 
ton was the craft which engaged the 
attention of the officers, and Captain 
Train says that the maneuvers were 
entirely satisfactory. The submarine 
was kept busy from 10 o'clock in the 
morning until 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon. A choppy sea and heavy rain 
continued throughout the trial. 

The Fulton went over the Narra- 
gansett bay course twice at cruising 
speed and three times at full speed, 
the boat being on the surface during the 
trials. While submerged she went 
over the course three times and cov- 
ered the same distance awash and ready 
to dive. She was also tested on quick 
turns and made 10 dives. One of these 
dives carried the boat to a depth of 20 
feet in 12 seconds. 

Captain.Train declines to give out 
any figures taken during the tests, but 
says that both the gasolene and elec- 
tric engines of the boat were used with 
satisfactory results. The trials are not 
yet concluded. 


Miles and the Presidency 

Chicago, June 2.—Chairman Stewart 
of the national Prohibition committee 
says: “General Miles would without a 
doubt be nominated by the Prohibition- 
ists if he were known to be identified 
with the Prohibition party. If he 
were to state publicly that in the com- 
ing campaign as a patriotic citizen he 
would affiliate with the Prohibition 
party and support its ticket, my judg- 
ment is that there would be no other 
name proposed in the national con- 
vention.” 


Prosperous Men His Targets 

Chicago, June 2.—Abel Gabiniskia, a 
Russian, 24 years of age, was arrested 
last night after he had attempted to 
shoot a man named Frank Adams 
whom he had never seen before. He 
made a desperate fight against being 
placed under arrest and fired several 
shots at the police officers. He declared 
to the police after being arrested that 
he had been sent to Chicago by a so- 
ciety in St. Louis with instructions to 
“kill fat and prosperous looking men.” 


Gave Yankees the Preference 

Montreal, June 2.—General Manager 
Hays was on the stand before the royal 
commission enquiring into the charges 
that the Grand Trunk Pacific employed 
United States civil engineers rather 
than Canadians. He testified that his 
orders were to give Canadians the 
preference. ‘Testimony that he had 
done so was contradicted by letters 
which showed that United States sur- 
veyors had been engaged in large 
numbers. 


Bankrupt In Contempt 
Philadelphia, June 2.—David W. 
Henderson, a bankrupt, was committed 
to jail in the United States district 
court for contempt in failing to comply 
with an order to pay $5000 into court 
before 10 o'clock yesterday. This is 
the first case in this district under the 
new bankruptcy law in which a man 

has been committed to prison. 


Filipinos on Long Visit 

San Francisco, June 2.—The visiting 
Filipino commissioners have left for 
the east. They will go to Fort 
Leavenworth, then to St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati, Washington, West Point, Bos- 
ton, New England points, Buffalo, 
Niagara Falls, Grand Rapids, Chicago 
and back to St. Louis. The trip will 
occupy about three months.

40 men.

Montreal, June 2.—Bread riots are im- 
minent unless the thousands of Ital- 
fans who have flocked in from Europe 
and large cities of the United States 
can be fed at once. There are at least 
600 without money, food or shelter. 
Others have shelter but no food. The 
police are preparing for trouble,

Pittsburg, June 2.—A man who rep- 
resented himself as a plumber went to 
the home of the Little Sisters of the 
Poor, where an addition to the home 
for the aged is being erected, and rep- 
resented himself as the sub-contractor 
for the plumbing work in the  build- 
ing. When the inmates of the home had 
all gone to the chapel for prayer the 
man went to the office and carried away 
$3000, representing collections made to 
pay for the new building. 


Sheriff Didn’t Serve Order 

New York, June 2.—Jolin R. Platt, 
the millionaire octogenarian, who 
claims that $685,385 was obtained from 
him by Hannah Elias, a mulatto, by 
means of blackmail, obtained from the 
supreme court a civil order for the 
woman's arrest. The order was placed 
in the hands of a deputy sheriff, who 
went to the Elias woman's home and 
was refused admittance by her lawyer, 
who said that his client was too ill to 
see anyone.

Fort Ethan Alien: Making a Rec- 
ord as a Murder Center 

Burlington, Vt., June 2—What is be- 
lieved to have been a cold-blooded mur- 
der was unearthed last night at Fort 
Ethau Allen, when the mutilated body 
of a soldier was found in the rifle range 
hear the targets. The body had been 
cut completely in two at thé waist 
line. It Was badly decomposedg and the 
man had evidently been dead for sev- 
eral days. The officers at the fort re- 
fuse to discuss the case and even de- 
cline to give the name of the dead sol- 
dier. 

Three murders have been committed 
within three weeks, a soldier from the 
fort haying been mixed up in the affair 
in each instance. James W. McGrath, 
a policeman, was shot to death three 
weeks ago while attempting to take a 
prisoner to the police station. Ben- 
jamin Williams, a soidier from the fort, 
is being held in connection with the 
crime. 

Last Saturday Private Frank Bern- 
hardt was killed during a quarrel in 
which several soldiers were involved. 
Bernhardt attempted to quell the dis- 
turbance and during the excitement 
someone stabbed him several! times so 
severely that he died a few hours later. 

It is said that General Corbin intends 
to visit the fort in the near future and 
institute a searching investigation. 


Fire Department on Strike 

Bath, Me., June 2.—The entire city 
fire department, consisting of 55 men, 
resigned last night because the city 
council, at its meeting earlier in the 
evening, failed to grant the men an in- 
crease in wages. Company C of the 
Second Maine regiment has volunteered 
to take the places of the striking fire- 
men. The members of the city coun- 
cil have also volunteered to act in a 
body in case of fire. The local fire de- 
partment is on the volunteer plan and 
the men receive $40 each a year. The 
men desire an annual salary of $100. 


Bates Sends In More Vetoes 

Boston, June 2.—Governor Bates 
has sent two more vetoes to the legis- 
lature, making a total of 18 during the 
present session. His record last year 
was 14. The first veto was on the bill 
giving call firemen in the Cambridge 
department preference in appointment 
to the permanent force.

carpenter or handy man can make one, 
using material which is one and a half 
inches wide and thick. There may be 
either two or three panels, but two are 
usually enough. Each panel should 
be 36 by 18 inches and have two turned 
legs about eight inches high for a sup- 
port. These can be obtained at small 
cost at a woodworking shop or can be 
cut from some old piece of furniture. 
The frame is made exactly like the 
frame of a plain screen door, but the 
crosspieces, which are used as braces 
to strengthen the frame, are placed a 
little above the middle of one panel 
and as much below the middle of the 
other one. 

The frame is painted or stained; then 
a cover is made for theright side, using 
art denim of a pretty shade on which 
have been appliqued sprays of flowers 
and foliage cut from cretonne. It can 
be put on in either one or two pieces 
for each panel, being fastened closely 
with fancy tacks. Before this cover 
is tacked in place the pockets for the 
back of the screen are stitched to it, as 
it is almost impossible to do the work 
after the cover is in place. 

All the pockets are made with a cas- 
ing at the top, in which elastic is run, 
so they are kept tight and snug. The 
deep pocket can be used to hold un- 
finished work or mending. Some dis- 
tance above it a pocket of six inches in 
depth can be placed, to be uged for 
holding patterns. All the pockets are 
made to extend clear across the panel. 
On the other panel there are two pock- 
ets, both shallow, one near the top and 
the other at the bottom.

ADOPTING A BABY. 


Methods of the Society In Charge of 
the Tots In New York. 

It isn’t easy to get a baby for adop- 
tion from the organization which has 
charge of them in New York. On re- 
ceipt of the application a blank is sent 
back containing some twenty printed 
questions, to be filled out by the would 
be parents and a request for three ref- 
erences. If the answers are satisfac- 
tory, further blanks go to the persons 
referred to, asking information on the 
applicant’s character and _ circum- 
stances, and reliable citizens of the 
neighborhood are privately consulted. 
Then the agent comes and inspects the 
family. If the home seems a good one, 
a baby as near the requirements as 
possible is sought. There is even an 
attempt to select a suitable tempera- 
ment—a placid baby for a nervous wo- 
man or one who is not bored by atten- 
tions for the demonstrative. The visit- 
ing agent has to be something of a 
psychologist. Every one calls for curly 
hair of course, and blue eyes are much 
in demand, but the new mother gener- 
ally forgets all her specifications when 
she is confronted with the living can- 
didate. The baby is taken to the home 
by the agent, who leaves written di- 
rections about food and care and comes 
back twice a year to note progress.

Dg@"The Providence Public Library 
finds that while the circulation of books 
from the library was greater in 1903 
than in any previous year except one, 
1897, the percentage of fiction circu- 
lated was the lowest in the history of 
the library. And this is credited to the 
crusade of education which the library 
has been making, through the schools 
and the clubs, in behalf of better read- 
ing. The graduating classes of fifteen 
grammar schools have been especially 
instructed in the use of the library’s 
catalogues, reference books and general 
resources, and pains are taken that the 
children who come to the library do 
not go away without having had their 
visit made worth while. It is through 
its work for the young people that any 
public library is going to get its best 
results. It is not an easy matter to 
make readers out of grown people un- 
used to books. But a host of young 
people guided into an interest in good 
reading will continue to be constant 
patrons of the library. To make a li- 
brary of real value to the children, 
special facilities for them must be pro- 
vided.—New Bedford Standard.

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RACE NOT SETTLED 


Parker’s Lead Does Not Assure 
His Nomination 


NEARLY 200 INSTRUCTED 


Neither of Candidates Has Any- 
thing Like a Two-Thirds Vote 
-Bryan May Make Speech of 
His Life at St Louis 


Washington, June 3.—Reports from 
the four Democratic conventions, which 
on Wednesday selected delegates for St. 
Louis, do not perceptibly change the 
outlook, as viewed in political circles 
here. Georgia’s 26 votes go to the Par- 
ker column, while Michigan's 28 votes 
go to the uninstructed column. The 
conventions of Nebraska and Oklahoma 


present an element in the equation not 
before formally announced; they send 
delegates under the direct control of 
Mr. Bryan. This in Oklahoma was a 
defeat for the Hearst forces as well 
as for the Parker men. 

Parker now has squarely pledged to 
him New York, Indiana, Connecticut, 
Alabama, Tennessee and Georgia, all 
operating under the unit rule, and cast- 
ing 194 votes in convention. The ex- 
tent of his strength among the unin- 
structed delegations cannot be ac- 
curately estimated, but that it is con- 
siderable is shown by the newspaper 
pollings which have been made. The 
“uninstructing” states thus far are 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Ohio, Mich- 
igan, South Carolina, Florida, Montana 
and Kansas, casting in all 220 votes, 
although the preferences of many of 
their delegates are well known. Cer- 
tain district conventions in other states 
have been held which have sent unin- 
structed delegates, or delegates whose 
instructions are likely to be overridden 
by the decision of state conventions yet 
to act. 

The third element in the St. Louis 
convention will be the Hearst support. 
He already has carried California, 
Iowa, Nevada, Arizona, New Mexico, 
South Dakota, Rhode Island and Wash- 
ington, aggregating 90 votes, besides 
having scattered support in other states, 
most of which will, however, be snuffed 
out by the unit rule. In addition to 
these three primary groups, there are 
four of secondary importance: Olney 
wil have Massachusetts; Wall will 
have Wisconsin; Gorman will liave, to 
do what he pleases wita, Maryland, the 
greater part of West Virginia and the 
District of Columbia, and Bryan will 
hold in his hands Nebraska and Okla- 
homa of the delegation already elected. 
Considerably more than half of the 994 
delegates to the convention have been 
elected, without giving any candidate 
anything like a two-thirds vote. The 
race is thus regarded here as open, in 
spite of Parker’s pronounced lead. 

Geographically certain general ten- 
dencies are already showing them- 
selves. Parker’s candidacy, starting in 
New York promptly, attracted the con- 
servatives of adjoining New England 
states, except Massachusetts, and has 
made a strong appeal to the south, but 
a great block of middle states, begin- 
hing with New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania, and moving westward, have 
hesitated. Of the five states north of 
the Ohio and east of the Mississippi 
Parker has thus far carried only In- 
diana. The others, with Illinois yet to 
act, will probably go into the conven- 
tion free to express their preferences. 
Gorman’s immediate following 1s local. 
So is Bryan’s. Hearst apparently has 
no delegates from states which stand 
a chance of giving the Democratic 
candidate for the presidency their 
electoral votes, aside from Nevada, and 
some extreme southern support, which 
will probably be kept under cover by 
the unit rule. 

While the Bryan and the Hearst dele- 
gates combined will number fewer than 
a third of the convention, their lead- 
ers still hope to make some trouble for 
the “reorganizers.” Bryan will be Ne- 
braska’s representative on the commit- 
tee on resolutions, and as such, he will 
doubtless draw the minority report on 
the platform. This will give him an 
opportunity to address the convention, 
when he hopes to make one of the great 
speeches of his life, attacking yigor- 
ously the reorganizers. 

The aspirations of the “favorite 
son” candidates, Olney and Wall, and 
possibly several others yet to be put in 
nomination, will remain in abeyance 
until the two great blocks of dele- 
gates—the Parker men and the unin- 
structed conservatives—have had a 
chance to demonstrate whether they 
ean get together or not. If Parker 
does not steadily draw strength from 
the uninstructed column, there will be 
an effort to attach it with the Gor- 
man following, to one of the favorite 
son candidates, making a conservative 
combination against Parker. There is 
also the prospect that Hearst will be 
willing to use bis delegates in making a 
selection from among the conservative 
candidates, helping to shape a conven- 
tion which he could not control. The 
situation is thus shrouded in complica- 
tion, and full of possibilities,

BIG MILLS TO CLOSE 


Textile Depression Throws Many 
Operatives Out of Work 
Boston, June 3.—Orders have been 
{ssued by several cotton mill man- 
angers instructing agents to curtail pro- 
duction on account of the depression in 


the textile industry. Many mills in 
southern and central New England 
have been running on short time all the 
spring and at present about 50,000 op- 
eratives are affected. The employes 
of the Pemberton mills of Lawrence 
have been notified that the plant will 
be shut down tomorrow for two months. 
Notices were posted at the Methuen 
milis in Methuen that they would be 
closed for a similar period at the same 
time. About 1000 hands are employed 
by the two concerns. The Arlington 
mills cotton department at Lawrence is 
on short time. 

The mills of the Wamsutta corpora- 
tion, the largest in New Bedford, were 
closed last night for the balance of the 
week. It is understood that three of 
the mills operated by the corporation 
will remain closed for some time, while 
the others will run only four days each 
week. The Wamsutta company elm- 
ploys about 3000 hands. 

The Edwards Manufacturing com- 
pany of this city will close its mills at 
Augusta, Me., in July for two months. 
There are about 1400 operatives in 
Augusta. Numerous mills in Rhode Isl- 
and, Connecticut and southern and 
western Massachusetts are on a short 
time basis. 


Caught by Marked Bills 

Lynn, Mass., June 3.—Miss Lottie 
B. Walsh, aged 26, was arrested here, 
charged with the larceny of goods the 
value of which will approximate $4000. 
Miss Walsh was a saleswoman for 
Mendlow Bros., dealers in jewelry, 
books, stationery, etc. Her rooms were 
found filled with property which the 
police believe to be stolen. The young 
woman was caught by means of marked 
money, it being thought that she has 
taken about $2000 in cash from the 
firm. She walved examination and was 
held for the superior court, bonds being 
placed at $1000. 


Harvard Men Going Abroad 

Cambridge, Mass., June 3.—It is of- 
ficlally announced that Harvard unl- 
versity has accepted the challenge of 
Oxford and Cambridge universities for 
a track meet in London between Ox- 
ford and Cambridge on the one side and 
Harvard and Yale on the other. The 
Harvard authorities, before accepting 
the invitation to go abroad, waited un- 
til assured that funds sufficient for the 
expenses of the trip would be con- 
tributed by Harvard graduates and stu- 
dents. This has been done. 


Father and Son Perjurors 

Salem, Mass., June 2.—Samuel Rob- 
inson and his son, A. H. Robinson of 
Lawrence, pleaded guilty here to a 
charge of perjury in making false state- 
ments of the liabilities of the Globe 
Worsted company of Lawrence to the 
secretary of state.

men employed in that capacity for the 
purpose of ascertaining what percent- 
age of them Is infected with tubercu- 
losis. 


Freight Handiers Get $10,000 

New York, June 3.—President Cur- 
ran of the International Freight 
Handlers’ union said last night that 
during the day he had paid out $10,000 
from a fund of $13,000, which he has 
on hand with which to ald the men while 
they are on strike.

A DREADFUL PEST. 


The Cape Sable Horsefiy of the 
Lower Florida Swamps. 

A dreadful pest of the lower Florida 
swamps is the Cape Sable horsefly. 
Specimens measure an inch and a quar- 
ter in length. Their bite draws blood 
like the thrust of a knife. Imagine 
a swarm of them darting around one 
like so many humming birds! Fortu- 
nately they are not, at least early in 
the seasou, particularly inclined to at- 
tack man. The only domestic animal 
that can live in this country is the 
mule, and even his tough hide requires 
a filyproof stable for his protection and 
a suit of armor when outdoors. One 
day I engaged a mule and tipcart to 
Save several miles of weary lugging 
along the strip of prairie before we 
struck off into the interior to visit a 
gteat rookery. When the guide brought 
the animal, it presented a truly re- 
markable appearance, clad in a suit of 
burlap that would have afforded com- 
plete protection, save that the legs of 
the “trousers” had been slit down, as 
the animal could hardly have been in- 
duced to put them on. So the flaps 
hung dangling about the legs, the ears 
projected above, and the calm eyes 
gazed out through the loopholes, sur- 
veying the swarm of files and the 
stranger. We left him tied to a palm 
tree for the day. At dusk when we 
returned the legs of the poor beast 
were dripping with blood, and he was 
fairly frantic with pain. We had a 
stormy experience in harnessing him, 
having to be very spry to avoid being 
killed by the flying hoofs.—Country 
uite In America.

The Standard’s correspondent at 
Tien Tsin, sending the same news, 
says: “The railway is fairly intact 
from the north to Wafangtien, but is 
completely destroyed from there to 
Pulantien.

Hot Meal Without a Fire. 
Readers of the war news will have 
noticed one or two references to the 
fact that tinned meats for the Russian 
troops are prepared by a process which 
enables the contents of each tin to be 
served hot without a fire. This boon 
is secured by having the ordinary tins 
filled with food “jacketed” in patent 
tins, says London Truth. The patent 
tin contains water, together with a 
chemical mixture, by means of which 
the water can be raised to boiling point 
in ten minutes or a quarter of an hour. 
All that it is necessary to do when it is 
desired to heat the food is to puncture 
the top of the patent tin, the chemical 
mixture be thereby forced into the 

water, which soon begins to boil.

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SAGE RAPS VACATIONS 


Financier Opposes Them and 
Discusses System’s Injustice. 


SEES NOTHING LEGITIMATE IN IT 


Thinks the “Vacation Habit” Is the 
Outgrowth of Abnormal or Distort- 
ed Business Methods—If There Is 
Any Obligation, He Claims, It Is on 


Clerk's Part— Believes Change of | through 


Work Best Recuperation. 


During the eighty-eight years of my 
career I have not once taken a vaca- 
tion, says Russell Sage in the Inde- 
pendent. 

A young man said to me the other 
day, “Mr. Sage, would you not have 
taken a vacation if you had worked 
for some one else?’ 

I replied that I would not. 

I have never been an advocate of 
what some term the “vacation habit.” 
When I was a boy the practice was not 
in vogue. As a matter of fact, I was 
so glad to get a chance to learn busi- 
ness that the idea of asking my em- 
ployer to make a present of two 
weeks of the time that belonged to him 
because he had paid for it would have 
been preposterous. Besides, I was 
eager to advance in business and 
could not see how I could do this by 
wusting vasuable time. 

Neither did any of my youthful asso- 
ciates take vacations, and I am sure 
you will agree with me that the fact 
did not retard their progress when I 
that among them were Thurlow 
Weed, the king maker; Horace Greeley, 
Governor Seward and George Jones, 
the founder of the New York Times. 
These men were constantly at work, 
and they were history makers. 

I think the “vacation habit” is the 
outgrowth of abnormal or distorted 
business methods. I fail to see any- 
thing legitimate in it. 

Let us assume that an employer and 
his clerk make an agreement to ex- 
change just remuneration for reasona- 
ble services, and each one keeps his 
part of the agreement. Are they not 
then quits? if there is any obligation, 
I think it is on the part of the clerk, 
who avails of the credit, skill and or- 
ganization of the employer to learn a 
business and advance himself along a 
path which has already been prepared 
for him. What right has he, then, to 
demand or expect pay for two weeks’ 
time for which he renders no equiva- 
lent, not considering the serious in- 
convenience to which he often puts his 
employer? 

Suppose we were to reverse the con- 
ventional order of things and instead 
of the clerk demanding two weeks’ pay 
gratis the employer should demand 
two weeks’ work without pay as a con- 
dition of retaining the clerk in his em- 
ploy. What a tremendous howl would 
go up! 

It may be urged that the clerk by 
his vacation gains in health and vigor 
and is thus enabled to render better 
service to his employer. If this claim 
were true, he would be justified in ask- 
ing for a vacation. In fact, he would 
not have to do so, as his empleyer 
would for his own gain and of his own 
accord send him away thus to recu- 
perate, 

But is it not absurd to suppose that 
a man who can work for eleven and a 
half months cannot as well work the 
whole year? Is it not equally absurd 
to suppose that a man can in two 
weeks recuperate from the wear and 
tear of a year’s work, if there be such 
wear and tear? On the contrary, I 
have too often observed that men will 
while on their vacations make inroads 
upon their vitality and purses that can- 
not be repaired in the following eleven 
months and two weeks. 

Then, again, the loss of time, the dis- 
organization of business, thn result 
from the absence of a valuable man 
from his desk are difficult to repair. 
A man sometimes must spend weeks 
eatching up with work that has ac- 
cumulated while he was away for a 
fortnight. 

If a man will only take an interest in 
his work, love it, he will not need any- 
thing else to recuperate him, and men 
who learn to love their work invariably 
succeed. 

A man should work “easy,” be eco- 
nomical of his time, conserve his forces 
and not worry. It’s worry and not 
work that makes the hair gray. 

The doctors may recommend a change 
of air for a man when he’s sick, but 
why be sick? Sickness is an irrepa- 
rable loss of time. If I had a thousand 
tongues I’d preach “Save time” with 
them all. It’s infinitely more valuable 
than money. 

We read of Gladstone, who got all 
the recuperation he needed by simply 
changing his work. He didn’t quit 
work and go idling about. Time was 
the most precious thing in the world 
for him, and by availing of every min- 
ute of it he practically did the work 
of an army of men.

To Study Mining. 
Carle R. Hayward will receive the 
degree of S..B. from the Institute of 


Technology next Tuesday, and on 
Wednesday will leave with other 
students under very favorable circum- 
stances to obtain practical knowledge 
of the operation of mines, being absent 
until October. Many students were 
anxious for this opportunity, and tbe 
fact that Mr, Hayward was one of 21 
selected from the institute speaks well 
for his scholarship. They will go ina 
special tourist car, which will run 
to Denver, via. Buffalo, 
Detroit, St. Louis, Kansas City, Pueblo 
and Colorado Springs. 

The outline of the work includes 
practical mining, study and sketching 
of mine, study and preparation of flow 
sheets, underground surveying, and 
excursion of three days. There is also 
a supplementary course to include mine 
sampling, stamp milling, diamond 
drilling, testing explosives, mine book- 
keeping and mine surveying. 

A dispatch from Georgetown, Colo- 
rado, gives further information: The 
joint summer school of mining of Co- 
lumbia university of New York, the 
Massachusetts institute of Technology, 
the Lawrence scientific school of Har- 
vard, the Sheffield scientific school of 
Yale and the state schools of mines at 
Golden, Colo, will be held here. 

The Pelican Dives group of mines 
will be the principal scene of operations. 
The decision was made today by Prof. 
H. S. Munroe, professor of mining in 
Columbia university, who is here ac- 
companied by Inspectors J. N. McClel- 
lan, M. R. Stewart and E. L. Kurtze. 

The summer school willopen June 13 
upon the arrival of 40 students from 
Columbia university and 20 from the 
Massachusetts institute of Technology. 
They will be followed by delegations 
from Yale and Harvard on Jone 25. 


Conductor Sears Resigns. 


After over 48 years of service Nathan- 
iel Sears, a conductor on the New York 
New Haven and Hartford railroad, has 
resigned on account of bis general ill 
health, mainly his defective hearing. 
Mr. Sears bas been conductor on the 
‘Dude’? fora number of years. He 
first went on as a conductur on the 
road Feb. 1, 1856. 

The ‘*Dude’’ made its first trip on 
Saturday morning. Contrary to the 
time schedule, the train left the Matta- 
poisett station a few minutes before it 
should haye done so. While no damage 
resulted, it was considered necessary to 
discipline the train crew, and the en- 
gineer, fireman and baggageman have 
been suspended for a short period. 

Mr. Sears felt that he was equally re- 
sponsible with the engineer and on ar- 
riving in Boston he stated that he 
should resign.

Notice of Milk Inspector. 


[Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.) 


Sect. 3.—‘In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otherwise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereafter be licensed by the Inspec- 
tor of Milk of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shali pay to such 
fifty cents each to the use of the city.” 


Sect. 4.— Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an 
Inspector or Inspectors of Milk are appointed 
shall register in the books of t 
Inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register, shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars. © .

London, June 4.—No further light 
has been thrown on the mysterious ru- 
mors concerning General Kuropatkin’s 
intentions. Dispatches from Shanghai 
and New Chwang repeat the reports of 


the movement of 15,000 Russians to 
Kaiping. The correspondents assert 


that five days’ fighting took place at 
Wafangtien and that the Russians 
are employing 4000 carts to remove miu- 
nitions from Liao Yang to Kai Yuen, 
70 miles north of Mukden. 

It is not conceivable that St. Peters- 


any determined attempt to relieve the 
Port Arthur garrison. Such a move- 
ment would result in disaster to the re- 
heving force, and possibly to Kuro- 
patkin’s main army, and do Port Arthur 
no good beyond giving it a few more 


| days in which to prepare itself for at- 


tack. To even suggest success, a re- 
lievitig force, together with the be- 
leaguered garrison, must at least ap- 
proximate the enemy’s force to be en- 
countered, and should be large. 

Thus no operations toward Port Ar- 
thur should be begun with an army of 
less than 40,000 or 50,000 men. Kuro- 
patkin absolutely cannot spare them. 
He has too few men now with which 
to take the offensive against Kuroki’s 
army, which is stretched along his 
front. 

As previously pointed out, this front, 
which faces east from Mukden to New 
Chwang, 100 miles away, is parallel to 
the Russian line of communication and 
supply, which also is the only line of re- 
treat, and it cannot be weakened by a 
single regiment without placing that 
point in imminent danger of being 
pierced by the Japanese. If a large 
force is detached and sent south, Ku- 
roki is likely to spring at the weak 
spot, cut off the relieving army and 
destroy it.

There are, then, two Japanese lines 
of occupation—one at Kin Chou, facing 
south, or toward Port Arthur, with 
base at Dalny, and the other extending 
from the Yalu river by way of Fung 
Wang Chang, Siu Yen and Takushan 
to Kin Chou, facing north. If the Jap- 
anese capture Hai Cheng and New 
Chwang their line will extend from 
Wiju, on the Yalu, along the Pekin 
highway 160 miles to the crossing of 
the Liao river west of New Chwang. 
The Russians, however, by a sudden 
movement, may compel the readjust- 
ment of Japanese lines, or the Japanese 
may fortify their line and force the 
Russians to attack. Whatever may 
the greater

ther north. 

The stoutness of the Russian defense 
at Nanshan is indicated by the re- 
vised estimate of Japanese losses. 
They admit 4304 killed and wounded, 
of which 744 were killed.

Until a year ago he lived 
in Portland, but was compelled to seek 
a sunnier clime on account of his 
health. For the past year he has lived 
en the summit of a hill on the out- 
skirts of Los Angeles, Cal. He does 
not occupy a house nor even a tent 
The sole habitation of which he can 
boast is a bed that consists of a hole 
in the ground of about 7 by 4 feet and 2 
feet in depth. In that peculiar place, 
wrapped in blankets, he seeks rest. He 
is an ardent lover of nature and be- 
lieves that by his method of living he is 
able to cgimune more closely with its 
invisible rorms and at the same time 
build up his constitution, which was 
shattered by disease. 

“Good health is the first requisite for 
religion anything else,’’ he says, 
when questioned concerning his novel 
ideas. ‘4 firmly believe that if we take 
perfect care of our health, avoiding all 
accident or disease, we shall live eter- 
nally in these bodies of ours. Every 
person should learn gradually to live 
outdoors and to live on natural food— 
that is, food just as it comes from the 
hand of nature. 

“The objects 
food are: 

“First.—To make us more 
thought and in action. 

“Second.—From an economical stand- 
point, it is far cheaper where these fruits 
grow. It is well Known by travelers in 
the tropics that we can live on $l a 
month or less. 

“Third.—There is a very decided human- 
itarian issue in this diet. No animal has 
to suffer imprisonment and final slaugh- 
ter in order to feed the fruitarian.

When he left Portland a year ago 
Mr. Darling weighed ninety pounds, 
while now he weighs in the neighbor- 
hood of 175 pounds.

He rises at daylight, takes a quick 
cold shower bath, then runs half a 
mile or so, throwing off superfiuous 
clothing. Then he goes through a se- 
ries of calisthenic exercises before eat- 
ing breakfast of fruit. He declares 
that he eats regularly three times each 
day and always has a good appetite.

London, June 6.—That the curtain 
is drawn again over the progress of 
the war probably indicates that im- 
portant events are .zmpending or afoot. 
Explosiens heard at Port Arthur sug- 
gest that the Russians have renewed 


their attempts to remove obstructions 
in the mouth of the harbor. All kinds 
of rumors are current, few of which 
appear to have any reliable basis. 

Various special correspondents in St. 
Petersburg report increasing depres- 
sion in Russia over the prospect of the 
fall of Port Arthur and that wild re- 
ports are in circulation over dissen- 
sions between the generals and the 
highest officials over questions of policy 
and strategy. 

The Daily Mail gives great prom- 
inence to a statement “from a Russian 
correspondent,” declaring that Russia 
will stand or fall by Port Arthur as 
far as the government's prestige with 
the lower classes is. concerned. “In- 
ternal troubles are inevitable,” the cor- 
respondent says, “should the fortress 
fall. Count Lamsdorff displays a 
strong personality, but his position is 
precarious and he is likely to be 
sacrificed as a scapegoat to popular in- 
dignation at the way the war has been 
conducted.” 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
Reuter’s Telegram agency says that 
increasing anxiety is felt over the rest- 
lessness of Chinese troops on the Man- 
churian frontier, The Morning Post's 
correspondent at St. Petersburg goes so 
far as to say that l.ussia is preparing 
to cope with a serious Chinese in- 
vasion. 


Tokio Report of Battle 

Tokio, June 6.—The Japanese and 
Russian forces located north of Pulan- 
tien, which were in a series of brushes 
during the early part of last week, had 
another encounter on June 3 near Chu 
Chia Tun. On that day the Japan- 
ese cayalrymen met the Russians at 
noon. The Russians numbered 2000 
men and were composed of infantry, 
detachments of cavalry and artillery. 
They were pressing the Japanese 
cavalry when the Japanese assembled 
their entire force and engaged the 
enemy. The Russians drew off grad- 
ually and at 5:30 in the afternoon they 
retired to Telishu. The Japanese suf- 
fered the loss of four men killed and 
four men wounded in this fighting. 

A report has been received here from 
General Kuroki saying that on Friday 
last a detachment was dispatched from 
Ai Yang Cheng to the east of Feng 
Wang Cheng to make a reconnaissance 
toward Chaimatsi. This detachment 
encountered 600 Cossacks and after a 
brisk engagement the Russians re- 
treated. General Kuroki reports that 
the Russian loss was heavy. The 
and three wounded. 

It is suspected in Jajanese circles gen- 
erally that the Russians at Port Ar- 
thur are communicating with points on 
the Chinese coast by means of wire- 
less telegraphy. It was reported that 
a wireless station had been erected 
secretly at the village of Pch Wang, on 
Takin island, situated in Pe Chi Li 
strait, and the Japanese cruiser Chi- 
tose visiteu the island to investigate. 
She did not, however, find anything. 
It is reported that another such sta- 
tion has been erected near Shan Hai 
Kwan, and the Japanese are inyesti- 
gating this matter. 

Yesterday the Chitose steamed in 
close to Liaoteshan promontory and 
discovered four masts and a watch 
house near the coast. One of these 
masts evidently was fitted for wireless 
telegraphy operations. The Chitose re- 
ported having heard a series of explo- 


sions at Port Arthur and believes them 
to have resulted from blastings pre- 
paratory to the emplacing of new bat- 


ST 


teries. 

The Japanese torpedo boat destroyer 
Ikazuchi discovered and destroyed a 
large mine off San Shan island, at the 
entrance to Talienwan bay. 

The Japanese naval authorities en- 
gaged in clearing out the mines in the 
vicinity of Talienwan bay are employ- 
ing Japanese shell divers from Kushiu 
province for the purpose. These divers 
volunteered for this work and are 
wouderfully expert. It is said that 
with their diving paraphernalia they 
can stay under water for half a day at 
a time. Hundreds of Japanese fisher- 
men are volunteering to assist in clear- 
ing away Russian mines and it is prob- 
able that some of them will] be used 
for this work. These voluntary offers 
are taken to illustrate the unity of the 
Japanese people in the war.

Cap- 
tain Burroughs of the Lorberry was 
carried down with his vessel and 
drowned, but the balance of the crew 
of four men managed to reach the 
steamer. The Tallahassee had a large 
hole stove in her bow and ran into 
Menensha Bwht for safety. Later she 


came here an& her passengers were 
sent to Boston by rail. 
The accident occurred within a 


quarter of a mile of the lightship. The 
Lorberry was the stern barge of a tow 
of three behind the tug Gettysburg, 
and was proceeding slowly; when the 
Tallahassee, which was hunting for the 
lightship under slow speed, came sud- 
denly upon her. ‘Ine Lorberry was 
struck on the starboard bow and sank 
within a few minutes. 


Panic on a Yacht 

Boston, June 6.—Twenty-seven men, 
women and children, pleasure seek- 
ers on board the sloop yacht Venture, 
were thrown into a panic off the navy 
yard by the boat’s sudden careening 
and filling. ‘The piercing shrieks and 
cries for assistance resulted in the po- 
lice boat Watchman putting to the 
scene and taking off all excepting the 
skipper of the boat and landing them. 
Three of the women fainted from the 
shock. Meanwhile Thomas J. Goslin, 
owner and skipper of the boat, had 
baled his craft and quickly returned to 
the pier. He claims that there was no 
cause for the excitement and states that 
he will never take women on a cruising 
expedition again.

Notice of Milk Inspector, 


[Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.] 


Sect. 3.—In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otherwise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereafter be licensed by the Inspec- 
tor ot Milk of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shal! pay to such Inspector 
fifty cents each to the use of the city.” 


Sect, 4.—‘ Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an 
Ins ror Inspectors of Milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such Inspector or 
Inspectors, ard shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register, shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty

Raisuli Has Twice Defied Eu- 


rope and Sultan of Morocco 


OUR FLEET AT TANGIER| 
e 


{nspires a Feeling of Temporary 
Security--Spanish Newspaper 
Thinks That It Means That We 
Want a Port on West Coast 


London, June 6.—The Times corre 


spondent at Tangier, under date of June 
5, says: “The sultan’s authorization 
to comply with Raisull’s demands can- 
not be received for a day or two. If 
the sultan fully acquiesces in the de- 
mands the release of Perdicaris and 
Varley may be expected shortly, but 
that by no means settles the situation 
for, having twice succeeded in defying 
Europe and the sultan, Raisuli’s - suc- 
cess will tempt tribesmen to further 
outrages. 

“The presence of the American fleet 
affords a temporary feeling of security, 
but the moment the fleet is withdrawn, 
unless some permanent form of protec- 
tion is substituted, the danger will be- 
come greater than ever, The European 
population is most grateful to the 
Americans for having promptly sent 
warships. Full confidence is felt that 
the American government will not 
withdraw until, some guarantee shall 
have been given that Europe recognizes 
the situation and demands energetic 
action.” 


What Spaniards Think 

Madrid, June 6—The newspapers 
are anxiously discussing the Morocco 
situation. The Epoca thinks that the 
precipitation in sending a fleet to the 
Morocco coast gives force to the re- 
port that the United States has asked 
the Sultan of Morocco for a port on 
the west coast. 

La Corespondencia De Espana gives 
a rumor that an exchange of notes is 
taking place among the European 
chancelleries with a view to obtaining 
an assurance that American action 
shall be confined strictly to measures 
for securing the liberation of the cap- 
tives. 


Hurt Mormons’ Feelings 

Salt Lake, June 6.—As a result, It is 
said, of an alleged anti-Mormon resolu- 
tion passed by the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs a few weeks ago, 
the Authors’ club of this city, composed 
chiefly of Mormon women, has re- 
signed from the federation. The resolu- 
tion in question declared against any 
women’s club affiliated with any sect 
the doctrines of which are “inimical 
to the constitution of the United 
States or opposed to the principles of 
American womanhood.” 


The Page Murder Case 

Cambridge, Mass., June 6.—The case 
of Charles L. Tucker, charged with the 
murder of Mabel Page at Weston, 
comes before the grana jury of Middle- 
sex county today. During the past 48 
hours there have been rumors of sensa- 
tional developments in the case, and 
counsel for Tucker have claimed that 
new witnesses had been found who 
would give all important evidence for 
their client. 


Police Think They Have Bad Pair 

Kansas City, June 6.—A woman who 
is said by the police to be a partner of 
Clara Leach, whose name _ several 
years ago was connected with a $5000 
diamond robbery in Baltimore, and Wil- 
Ham Gilbert, who was with her, are 
being held by the police for investiga- 
tion. Valuable jewelry and goods 
found in their rooms were confiscated 
by the police. 


Too Much Rain In Black Hills 

Deadwood, S. D., June 6.—As a result 
of the heavy rainfall throughout the 
Black hills, which has continued for 
nearly a week, three streams passing 
within the city limits have left their 
banks, carrying away a number of 
houses, barns, sidewalks and lumber 
yards. One large bridge was carried 
away. Two lives are known to have 
been lost. 


Probable Murder and Suicide 
Philadelphia, June 6.—W. H. Dorry, 
aged 60, and his wife, 40, were found 
dead at their home last evening, death 


‘Yn each case being due to a_ bullet 


wound. Dorry had been out of employ- 
ment for some time and this fact is 
believed to have led him to end the 
lives of both. 


Killed by Lightning 

Johnstown, Pa., June 6.—Jacob 
Wurm, a miner, and his nephew, Leo 
Wurm, were instantly killed by light- 
ning, while another nephew, Henry 
Wurm, was seriously injured. The 
three men, during a storm, took refuge 
in a tool house, which was struck by 
lightning. 


Set Fire to Dead Body 

Des Moines, June 6.—Charles W. 
Graves, accused of wife murder, who is 
alleged to have saturated his victim 
with kerosene after the murder had 
been committed and to have set fire to 
the woman’s clothing, pleaded guilty 
to manslaughter. 


Parker Leads In Texas 
Fort Worth, Tex., June 6.—Returns 
from 150 counties that held primaries 
Saturday in Texas show that 56 coun- 
ties instructed for Parker, 10 for Hearst 
and the remainder uninstructed. There 
are 200 voting counties in the state, 


Honored by the Gc Government and 
Grand Army Men 
Washington, June 6—In the pres- 


; ence of thousands of ex-Confederate 


and ex-Union soldiers and a number of 
officers of the United States army and 


the G. A. R., the first formal me- 
@orial exercises ever held over the 
graves in the Confederate section of 
Arlington cemetery were held yester- 
day. As a result of a movement 
initiated by the late President Mce- 
Kinley, the Confederate dead now have 
been gathered in one large and beauti- 
ful circle in the southern part of the 
cemetery, where the graves have been 
marked with separate stones. 

The exercises were opened with 
music by the Fifteenth Cavalry band. 
In a spirit of good will and fraternity, 
after the exercises over the graves of 
the Confederate dead, those in charge 
of the services repeated them over the 
gravs of the 200 unknown soldier dead 
at Arlington and decorated the graves 
with flowers. 

Rev. A. W. Pilzer, pastor of the 
Southern Presbyterian church in this 
city and an ex-Confederate soldier, was 
the orator of the day. He referred to 
the fact that the government of the 
United States was participating in the 
exercises and that the government of 
the United States hau collected the re- 
mains of the Confederate soldiers and 
had erected suitable stones to mark 
their graves. He asked the ex-Con- 
federates present if they should not 
recognize this as true magnanimity. He 
feelingly referred to the interest Mr. 
McKinley, while a member of congress, 
had taken in the proper care by the 
government of the graves of the Con- 
federate dead and how the establish- 
ment of a Confederate section in Ar- 
lington was a fulfillment of McKinley’s 
cherished hope. 


Explosion Caused Fourteen Deaths 

Peoria, llls., June 6.—An explosion 
which occurred in the 11-story ware- 
house of the Corning distillery, the sec- 
ond largest in the world, completely 
wrecked the building. The ruins im- 
mediately took fire and communicated 
to three adjoining buildings, burning 
them to the ground. Fourteen men 
were burned to death and six others 
were seriously injured. The loss will 
approximate $1,000,000. The fire 
spread to the stock yard district, where 
a dozen barns, filled with cattle for 
market, were burned. The cause of the 
disaster is unknown. 


Told a Little Too Much 

St. Petersburg, June 6.—Zenobia 
Goluezky has been sent to Galicia, be- 
cause she was wielding too much influ- 
ence over the czar. She is a handsome, 
buxom little soothsayer, and used a 
radium compound, she claimed, to 
place between the czar and his minis- 
ters, and a white screen. Then she 
would tell their inmost thoughts and in- 
terpret dreams. When she got so far 
as telling how the czar and his minis- 
ters were feeling gloomy and inwardly 
abandoning hope for Russian success 
against Japan, she was ordered to get 
out. She went. 


Killed Two Old Foes 

Lexington, Va., June 6.—Edward 
McCormick, a young farmer of Brown- 
burg, shot and instantly killed John W. 
Wade and Arthur Blackwell. Bad feel- 
ing had existed between the men for 
three years. It is asserted that Wade 
and Blackwell had been drinking and 
waylaid McCormick and his father on 
thelr way home and stoned them, 
whereupon young McCormick fired. 
MeCormick was arrested. 


Smashup of Street Cars 

Ithaca, N. Y., June 6.—Two  per- 
sons were seriously hurt and 18 others 
injured in a collision between two 
street cars on a curve near Cornell's 
campus. Both cars were demolished. 
The passengers saw the impending ac- 
cident and all but four jumped. Two 
women were caught by the dashboard 
and their legs were broken. The others 
were cut and bruised as the result of 
falling to the ground. 


Crops Damaged by Storm 

Elmira, N. Y., June 6.—An electrical 
storm caused great damage to crops 
north and south of this city. There 
were severe hall storms and at Pine City 
the worst flood in years occurred. 
There are numerous washouts and land- 
slides on the Northern Central rail- 
road and the whole division has been 
inoperative. 


Four Automobilists Burned 

Hartford, June 6.—Four men in an 
automobile were burned as the result 
of the Liowing out of a cylinder head 
on the machine. The injuries of F, A. 
Sedgwick may prove fatal. Soon after 
the accident the whole machine was in 
flames and it was necessary to call out 
a chemical engine to put out the flames. 


Mutilated Body In River 

Knoxville, June 6,—The decomposed, 
dismembered body of a woman was 
taken from the Tennessee river near 
this city, parts of the body having been 
found in different places. The police 
are inclined to think that the body 
had been placed in the river by med- 
ical students. 


Vacation For Two Thousand 

New Haven, June 6.—In order to cur- 
tail expenses on account of the depres- 
sion in trade, four of the large steel 
plants in this city will lay off 2000 men 
July 1. There has been little important 
work in this line here lately, making 
that step necessary. -

FOOD VALUE OF MILK. 


Its Nutritive Substances, All of 
Which Are Digestible. 

In certain sicknesses, says a scientist, | 
such as typhoid, life may depend on/ 
milk, which may not only postpone the 
final issue in certain kinds of senile de- 
cay, but may contribute to the stability 
of vigor in maturity. 

While the food value of milk is gen- 
erally recognized, there is a popular ig- | 
norance of the exact nature of its nu-| 
tritive properties. 


Milk similarly boiled leaves a solid res- 
idue weighing from twenty to twenty- 
three ounces. This substance chietly 
consists of sugar, fat, the fat of butter, | 
casein—a material with feeding prop- | 
erties resembling those of the white of | 
egg, of the lean of meat and the gluten 
of wheat—and certain mineral sub- 
stances which are essential in the man- 
ufacture of the bones and teeth. Un- 
like almost all other foods, these milk 
substances are all digestible, and, what 
{s more, they exist in almost precisely 
correct proportion to each other. 

The once famous analyst Letheby 
demonstrated that whereas 100 pounds 
of quite lean beef without bone con- 
tained seventy-two pounds of water 
and twenty-eight pounds of feeding 
matter—not all of which ts digestive— 
100 pounds of good milk contained 
fourteen pounds of feeding matter—all 
digestible. 


THE INCENSE TREE. 


It Is Squatty and Thorny, Like the 
Myrrh and Acacin. 

Incense is the resinous gum that ex- 
udes from a tree found in British So 
maliland from near Berbera to Cape 
Guardaful. Some incense comes from 
a region adjoining Maskat, near the 
Arabian coast. Inferior incense is 
found in India, but the best and great- 
est quantity comes from British So 
maliland. 

The incense tree is squatty, thorny 
and unsightly, like the myrrh and aca- 
cia, and seldom reaches a height of fif- 
teen feet. 

Incense is not only used in worship, 
but many orientals use it to sweeten 
the breath and burn it in their houses 
to kill disagreeable odors, The crop va- 
ries from 2,240,000 to 3,360,000 pounds 
and is gathered in the autumn and 
brought to market by the Somalis dur- 
ing the winter months. The price 
ranges from 2 to 6 annas (4 to 12 cents) 
per pound, according to quality. 

Incense is extensively used all over 
the orient, and last year 1,493,744 


is a great distributing point, and 1,426,- 
S880 pounds to Europe, the greater por 
tion going to Marseilles and Triest. 


THE FIRST SKY MAP. 


It Was Very Probably the Chart 
Made by Hipparchus. 

The Chaldeans were probably the 
first to cultivate astronomy, which, 
with its sister science, astrology, ap- 
pears to have been evolved independ- 
ently by Egyptians, Chinese and Chal- 
deans, who had all distinguished the 
planets from the fixed stars and group- 
ed these into constellations, 

Drawings of the heavens were prob- 
ably common to the observers of all 
three nations, but owing to the whole- 
sale destruction of records it is impos- 
sible to say whether any charts upon 
plane surfaces, which alone can strict- 
ly be called maps, were made by them. 

In more recent times the first to 
project a chart of the heavens was 
Hipparchus, who:upon the appearance 
of a new star decided to record the 
stete of the sky in his time and to com- 
pile a catalogue of all the stars vist 
ble above his horizon. He enumerated 
1,080 stars and in order to fix accurate- 
ly their positions invented the plantl- 
sphere, a projection of a sphere upon 
a plane surface, which is for most pur- 
poses more useful than a globe. 


¢ Weatherwise Birds and Fish, 

’ The sea gull makes a splendid living 
barometer. If a covey of sea gulls fly 
seaward early in the morning, sailors 
and fishermen know that the day will 
be fine and the wind fair, but if the 
birds keep inland, though there be, no 
haze hanging out toward the sea to 
denote unpleasant weather, interested 
folk know that the elements will be 
unfavorable. Of aH weatherwise fish 
the dolphin is the ‘most remarkable. 
During a fierce gale or a storm at sea 
the mariner knows that the end of it 
is near if he can see a dolphin or a 
number of that fish sporting on the 
high sem waves.

Several bodies dropped into the pit 
made by the explosion, but heads, legs, 
arms and trunks were strewn about on 
all sides. Pieces of tlesh were found 
on buildings 50 feet away, while 
splashes of blood were found on eyery- 
thing within a radius of 50 feet. The

out the camp, and awakened everybody. 
The approaching train was stopped and 
the trainmen rushed ahead to the 
scene of the disaster. ‘They were 


joined in a few minutes by hundreds 
of persons and relief work was begun 
at once. 

A special train was sent from Cripple 
Creek carrying physicians, nurses, of- 
ficers and many others, but when it 
reached Independence the injured had 
already been placed on board a_ su- 
burban train and removed to a hospital 
in Victor. The mangled bodles of the 
dead, pieced together as well as pos- 
sible, were removed to the coroner's 
office. 

Amputations have been performed 
on a few of the wounded and it is al- 
most certain that several of them will 
die. Most of the dead and wounded 
were unmarried. 

The infernal machine was similar to 
the one exploded in the Vindicator 
mine on Noy. 21, 1903, killing two men. 

That the crime was carefully planned 
and perpetrated there seems small 
cause for doubt. The end of the wire 
furthest from the explosion was un- 
covered by a railway construction 
gang, who also uncovered a pile of 
mangled remaing of human bodies, 

The authorities are at sea fora clue. 
There is much excitement and a good 
deal of talk of burning the perpetra- 
tors at the stake if caught. Groups 
of determined men carrying clubs are 
to be seen in all portions of Inde- 
pendence. The usual rowdy element is 
not in evidence. 


Riotous Acts at Victor 

Victor, Col., June 7.—Deadly rioting 
broke out in Victor while a mass meet- 
ing was being held to discuss the mur- 
der of 12 non-union miners by means 
of an infernal machine at Independ- 
ence. Forty shots were fired into a 
crowd in the street. R. McGee of Vic- 
tor was shot dead and at least six per- 
sons were injured. 

William Hoskins, a union miner from 
Goldfield, threw up his hand and 
shouted: “Let me talk.” At this the 
crowd began to hiss Hoskins, and cried: 
“Put him out.” A free-for-all fight fol- 
lowed, and shooting began. Most of 
the shots were directed skyward.

The Japanese Army May Have 
Reached City’s Defenses 


AEAVY FIRING REPORTED 


Unconfirmed Rumors of Sink- 
ing of Japanese Battleship and 
Two Torpedo Boats--Quicker 
Land Movement by Japs Then 


Had Been Expected 


London, June 7.—A dispatch from 
Paris says that the St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of The Matin reports that a 
naval officer repeats the story already 
in circulation at Liao Yang that the 
Russian squadron at Port Arthur has 
made a sortie and sunk two Japanese 
torpedo boats and a battleship of the 
Shikishima type. 

A cable from Tenchow says that there 
was firing at Port Arthur last night, 
beginning at 11:30 o'clock and con- 
tinuing for several hours. A junk, ar- 
riving during the nignt from Dalny, 
reports that there was heavy firing all 
day yesterday in the vicinity of Port 
Arthur. When the junk left Dalny 
Monday morning all was quiet there. 
The arrivals on the junk deny the 
story of the sinking of a Japanese 
ship off Talienwan, 

Reports of the advance of the Japan- 
ese army towards Port Arthur are 
, credible enough, though they are un- 
confirmed officially, and show a quicker 
movement than was expected. Talien 
bay is still encumbered with mines, 
and Dalny is therefore not yet service- 
able as a base. The story of an engage- 
ment on the road from Dalny to Port 
Arthur, 15 miles from the latter, is 
likely enough, but the result of the 
battle is not yet known. This eastern 
road, though not good for transport, is 
especially available because it is much 
of its length near enough to the sea to 
be commanded by warships; the Japan- 
ese force on this road is undoubtedly 
so protected.

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HELD FOR MURDER. 


Young Woman Arrested for Killing 
Her Babe. 


Bessie L. Moody, aged 25 years, of 
River street, was arrested by, Inspectors 
McKay and Bradley at the home of a 
friend at South Boston Monday after- 
noon for the murder of her infant child 
at Quincy May 26, almost immediately 
after its birth. 

On the evening of June 3, the body 
of a female child, wrapped in a news- 
paper, with a hankerchief tied about its 
neck, was found at the foot of River 
street. The body was taken to Hall’s 
undertaking rooms where Medical Ex- 
aminer Jones held an autopsy. 

Dr. Jones found that the child had 
been born alive and that it had been 
strangled. He further found that it 
had not been in the water. 

The matter was reported to the police 
and Inspector McKay and Bradley who 
were detailed upon the case, made a 
searching investigation. It was a deli- 
cate matter and required careful hand- 
lind.. As the result of their investigation 
they visited the home of Miss Moody 
and found that she was visiting friends 
at South Boston. It was there she was 
placed under arrest and brought to 
Quincy. 

According to the police the young 
woman admits tying the handkerchief 
about the child’s throat and that she 
did it for fear her condition would be- 
come known. It is claimed that she 
kept the body in her room for five days 
before placing it on the beach where it 
was found. 

The young woman was arraigned in 
court this morning. 

During the preliminaries of opening 
the court and while the civil cases 
were being called, the girl sat with 
downcast head on the officers’ bench 
with her father. Her face was thus 
shielded from the view of curious spec- 
tators. When her name was called by 
the clerk she appeared to be in a 
kind of trance; and apparently did not 
hear what was said, and it was not un- 
til Inspector McKay touched her on the 
shoulder that she stood up and walked 
towards the clerk’s desk. Here she 
stood with her back to the audience 
and with tears streaming down her 
face while the clerk read the warrant 
charging her with assaulting and mur- 
dering her infant child. In a voice 
that was hardly above a whisper she 
waived a hearing in the lower court 
and was held without bail for the grand 
jury. Immediately afterward Inspect- 
urs McKay and Bradley led ber from

Fourth of July Restrictions. 

Last year in ‘‘celebration’’ of the 
Fourth of July at Pittsfield, windows of 
stores were shattered by giant crackers 
and considerable other damage done. 
This together with agitation by the 
Berkshire Medical Society has caused 
the Aldermen to adopt these rules: 

‘*That licensed dealers shail be al- 
lowed to sell explosives not otherwise 
prohibited, on July 1, 2 and 4 only; that 
the sale and use of giant and cannon 
crackers more than six inches in length, 
or more than one and one-quarter inch- 
es in diameter, be prohibited; that no 
dealer or apy person shall sell or give 
to any minor under the age of 15 years 
any revolver or toy pistol in which me- 
tallic cartridges may be exploded, nor 
shall any dealer or other person sell or 
give to any minur under the age of 15 
years any metallic cartridges containing 
gunpowder or other explosive compound ; 
that permission to set off or explode 
fireworks berestricted to July 4 only, 
at any hour of the day or night.’’

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Cripple Creek Officials Forced 
Out oy Citizens’ Alliance 


THREATS AGAINST THEM 


Wealthy Mine Owner In Charge 
of Hundreds of Deputy Sheriffs 
and the Militia--Union Mev In 
Durance and Many Deported 


Cripple Creek, Col., June 8.—Under 
the regime of hundreds of deputy sher- 
iffs and about 150 militiamen, receiving 
their orders from Edward Bell, a 
wealthy mine owner, who succeeded 
Sheriff Robertson when he resigned 
under threats of lynching, this gold 
mining district passed a comparatively 
peaceful day. 

Throughout the day deputies and sol- 
diers searched the hills for union min- 
ers, and the total of the day’s arrests 
were 19. This swelled the number of 
men confined in the bull-pen to con- 
siderably over 200, and last night 24 of 
them were placed aboard a special train 
and deported from the district. <A 
guard of deputies rode out of the dis- 
trict with them. The men were all 
active unionists and served as leaders 
in the strike now peuding. 

Three additional city officers were 
forced to resign their offices, namely, 
Chief of Police Graham, Night Marshal 
Hardy and Justice of the Peace Har- 
rington, Their reputed sympathy for 
unionism led to this action. In each 
case a committee of the Citizens’ alll- 
ance waited upon them and compelled 
them to act immediately under pain of 
violence. 

Sixteen deputies, armed with sawed- 
off shotguns, visited the union store 
and made a thorough search for weap- 
ons. They were rewarded with finding 
a rifle and shotgun concealed behind a 
large ice box. Subsequently they went 
to union headquarters and overturned 
everything in an effort to find the union 
records. Their efforts were unavailing. 

All of the injured in the explosion at 
Independence and the rioting in Victor 
are reported doing well. No definite 
clue, it is understood, has been ob- 
tained through the bloodhounds which 
were started on the trail of persons 
who placed the infernal machine under 
the station at Independence. 

The whole district has taken sides 
in the bitter feeling existing between 
the Mine Owners’ association and the 
unionists, but it is thought a clash will 
be averted for the reason that most, if 
not all of the union leaders, are in 
durance. The streets of this city are 
being constantly patrolled by deputies 
and soldiers. 


Oregon Republicans’ Majority 

Portland, Ore., June 8—That the 
Republican party in this state scored a 
great victory is being made more ap- 
parent as the count comesin. Returns 
from isolated counties are coming in 
slowly. Congressman Herrman has 
been re-elected in the First district 
with a majority of about 7000, while J. 
N. Williamson, the Republican nominee 
in the Second district, rolled up a ma- 
jority of 10,000 and later returns may 
swell this estimate somewhat. The 
next legislature will be Republican by a 
large majority. 


Japs May Have Bought Protector 

Bridgeport, Conn., June 8.—The re- 
port has reached this city that the sub- 
marine boat Protector has been shipped 
to Japan from New York and that four 
boats modelled after the Protector are 
now under construction at the works 
of the Newport News Drydock and 
Shipbuilding company. Captain Lake, 
the builder of the submarine boat 
named after him, refused to deny or af- 
firm the report. He simply said that 
the Protector had gone from here, 


Arkansas Crops Ruined 

Little Rock, June 8.—Cessation of 
rain brought immediate comfort to the 
flood-stricken localities along the 
Arkansas river. Reports of irrepar- 
able damage to cotton and corn crops 
in the lowlands multiply. The result 
will be disastrous, because it is now too 
late for replanting. Thousands of 
acres of rich bottom lands are under 
water. Much live stock has been 
drowned. No report of any loss of life 
has been recelved. 


Dominion Company Closes Piant 

Sydney, N. 8., June 8—The Do- 
minion Iron and Steel company has is- 
sued orders to stop the manufacture 
of iron and steel and to close down the 
works because of the strike of 1800 em- 
ployes of the company and because of 
the present state of the iron and steel 
market. The closing down of the works 
will have a very serious effect on 
business. 


Will Reclaim 100,000 Acres 

Washington, June 8.—The sum of 
$2,500,000 of the irrigation reclamation 
fund has been conditionally set apart 
by the secretary of the interior to be 
used in connection with the Uucom- 
pabgre irrigation project in Colorado. 
It is estimated that 100,000 acres of 
land will be reclaimed by this project. 


Middies Lost a Torpedo 

Annapolis, Md., June 8.—The torpedo 
boat destroyer Worden, aboard which 
were midshipmen on their summer 
cruise, lost a torpedo in the Chesa- 
peake, and has returned for diving ap- 
paratus with which to recover the lost 
explosive. It cannot be said just 
where the torpedo sank. 


§ TRUCE IN 


PLANT FIGHT 


Heirs Will Allow Assets of Es- 
tate to Go to New York 

New Haven, June 8,—Attorneys rep- 
resenting the heirs of the late Henry B. 
Plant announce that a_ settlement, 
preparatory to the transferting of the 
assets of the estate to New York, has 
been reached. ‘The details of the agree- 
ment are not made known. The fight 
against a transfer was made by several 
of the heirs, principal among them be- 
ing three children and a half-brother 
of the late millionaire. Attorneys for 
the latter admit that a compromise 
had been effected. At the present time 
the estate is worth $22,000,000. 


Complaint of Oystermen 

Providence, June 8.—Narragansett 
bay oystermen appeared before the 
state shellfish commission complaining 
that oysters, clams and quahaugs in 
the bay were spoiled for the market by 
gaseous and oily material in the water. 
They centered the blame therefor upon 
fluid which they said was leaking from 
the refuse tanks of the Providence Gas 
company. A committee of three ex- 
perts was appointed by the commission 
to devise means of stopping the dan- 
ger and to find the cause of the trouble. 


Big Parade at Northampton 

Northampton, Mass., June 8.—The 
climax of the three days’ celebri tion of 
the 250th anniversary of this city was 
reached yesterday in the form of an 
historical, military and civic parade, 
with music by several bands and sing- 
ing by school children. The celebration 
closed last night with a display of fire- 
works and a reception in the city hall. 
Governor Bates and other distin- 
guished guests attended the closing 
features of the anniversary. 


Drowned While Bathing 

Haverhill, Mass., June 8.—The body 
of Chester Davenport, 42 years of age, 
of Newton Center, N. H., was found last 
evening in Country pond, South 
Kingston. Davenport went fishing 
last Sunday with Peter Leoux of this 
eity. Leoux went to sleep while 
Davenport disrobed with the intention 
of going in swimming. When Leoux 
awoke he could find no trace of his com- 
panion. 


Mackerel! Seiners’ Big Hauls 

Boston, June 8 —Three _ seining 
schooners last evening brought fares 
that realized upwards of $18,000. The 
Lena and Maud landed 15,000 fresh 
and 350 barrels of salt mackerel, stock- 
ing $4500; the Ralph Hall’s catch was 
sold for the same figure, and the 
Natalie J. Nelson had 14,460 fresh and 
840 barrels of salt mackerel, for which 
the craft stocked $4361. 


Successful Submarine Test 

Newport, R. I, June 8.—The sub- 
marine torpedo boat Fulton, which was 
sunk to the bott6m of the ocean for a 
test, remained there over 12 hours. 
Hitherto only six men had gone below 
for any length of time, but on the Ful- 
ton there were nine men and they 
could have stayed in the boat under 
water 10 days without coming to the 
surface. 


Supposed Incendiary Fire 
Boston, June 8.—A fire believed by 
the firm to have been of incendiary 
origin caused $15,000 damage to the 
stock of Pinkham & Smith, dealers in 
optical and photographic goods, at 288 
Bolyston street last night. The fire 
was confined to the basement, but 
smoke caused a considerable damage 

to the stock of two other firms. 


Prisoner Killed Himself 

Providence, June 8.—Daniel Kelly, 
28 years old, employed as a hostler, 
committed suicide by hanging in a po- 
lice station last night. A necktie tiled 
around one of the bars and then about 
his neck caused death. Kelly had 
been arrested on an assault charge. 


Mistook Wife For Burglar 

Putney, Vt., June 8.—Sidney Bailey, 
who shot and killed his wife Friday 
night, was arraigned on the charge of 
murder and, after a preliminary hear- 
ing, discharged. Bailey established 
that he shot his wife through mistaking 
her for a burglar. 


Strikers Forced to Yield 

New York, June 8.—Three hundred 
striking freight handlers on their way 
from Manhattan to the Westchester 
yards to investigate a rumor that a 
number of the men formerly employed 
at Westchester had gone back to work 
were stopped by the police and pre- 
vented from reaching the yards. When 
ordered back by the police the strik- 
ers refused to go. They were finally 
driven back and kept at a distance 
from the yards. 


Bondholders Get a Bargain 

Barnesville, Ga., June 8&—The big 
cotton mill of the Barnesville Manufac- 
turing company was sold at public sale 
here and was bid in for the pbond- 
holders at $50,000. The capital stock 
amounts to $150,000. The bondholders 
get the mill with their first mortgage 
bonds, aggregating $75,000, while the 
stockholders and other creditors get 
nothing. The mill cost $215,000, but has 
not been operated since 1901. 


Many Months In Morgue 

Chicago, June 8.—Next Sunday the 
remains of one unidentified victim of 
the Iroquois theatre disaster will be 
buried in Montrose cemetery. The 
body is that of a woman about 50 years 
of age, and has been kept at the 
morgue since the first week in January. 


An Actor’s Double Crime 
New York, June 8.—Morris Finkel, 
an actor of this city, last night shot his 
wife at Vailsburg, N. J., and then shot 
and killed himself. Mrs. Finkel is so 
seriously wounded that she may die. 
The cause of the shooting is not known.

Marine Firemen’s Union Or- 


ders Strike Along Coast 


NOT A SYMPATHETIC ONE 


Declared to Be Against a Sys- 
tem of “Crimping,” Which Is 
Declared to Take Thousands of 


Dollars Out of the Firemen 


New York, June 9.—Five thousand 
coast marine firemen, members of the 
Marine Firemen’s union in New York, 
have been ordered on strike by Secre- 
tary Sullivan of the national board of 
the marine firemen’s council. The 
strike is expected to extend to all the 
coast cities from Portland, Me., to 
Galveston. According to the expecta- 
tion of Sullivan about 15,000 men will 
be out on strike within the next two 
weeks, 

The firemen declare that their strike, 
although called while the freight 
handlers are out, is not sympathetic; 
neither is it for increased wages or 
shorter hours, but to do away with 
what the members of the union con- 
sider their greatest grievance, “the 
crimp” system. Secretary Sullivan 
last night gave out the following 
statement as to the firemen’s  griev- 
ances: 

“The crimp is a fellow who goes to 
the high officials of the coastwise lines 
and gives them money to control the 
shipping of firemen. These crimps 
make anywhere from $4000 to $5000 a 
year out of the poorly paid and hard 
worked firemen. This money is taken 
out of the wages of the firemen on 
every trip and then the crimp meets the 
head of the line and shares with him 
the blood money he has taken from 
the firemen. 

“A fireman cannot make a kick, for 
if he does he loses his job, and he 
finds himself out of a position and un- 
able to secure another one, as the crimps 
control the shipping. 

“Our organization has swept the 
crimp out of existence in the ports of 
Boston, Philadelphia and Norfolk, and 
we are going to do the same thing here 
in New York. We want the publie to 
| know That this criinp System eXists, 
| that the shippers know of it, that the 
directors of these companies know of 
it and that they are all in favor of 
the system.” 


Firemen Called Out at Boston 
Boston, June 9.—At a meeting of the 


local branch of the Atlantic Coast 
Firemen’s union here last night a 
strike was declared against three 


steamship lines having terminals here, 
with thé prospect of the strike being 
extended to a fourth line immediately. 
The lines against which the strike was 
declared are the Merchants and Miners’ 
Transportation company to Baltimore, 
the Joy line to New York, and the 
Clyde line to Jacksonville. Unless 
the Metropolitan Steamship company 
agrees to the demands of the union a 
strike will be declared against that line. 
At the present time it is impossible to 
tell how many men will be ordered out. 


Against Sympathetic Strike 

Detroit, June 9.—Secretary-Treasurer 
Barter of the International Long- 
shoremen’s Marine and ‘Transport 
Workers’ association is outspoken in 
declaring that there is no probability 
of the longshoremen declaring a sym- 
pathetic strike in ald of the masters and 
pilots. He alluded to the fact that 
there Is an agreement in existence be- 
tween the longshoremen and the Lake 
Carriers’ association for this season. 
“TI challenge President Gompers or any- 
one else to order us out ona sympathetic 
strike,” he said. “The American Fed- 
eration of Labor has no power to order 
us out. I would advise withdrawal 
from the federation in preference to 
submitting to auch an order if it were 
issued.”

Washington, June 9.—The Navy Re- 
lief society, having progressed suf- 
ficiently in its investigation of the needs 
of the surviving relatives of the Mis- 
sourl dead to warrant a partial dis- 
tribution of the fund subscribed for 
their relief, announces that it has dis- 
tributed $8986. The remainder of the 
fund will be distributed as soon as 
communication can be established with 
other surviving relatives and their 
comparative needs ascertained. 


Old “‘Weather Clerk’ Dead 
Scranton, Pa., June 9.—Frederick M. 
Clark, forecast official of the weather 
bureau, was found dead in a chair in 
hig office. Death was due to heart fall- 
ure. Clark was the weather observer 
on one of the Greely relief expeditions 
and spent a year at Point Barrow and 
afterward three years in Alaska. He 
had been in the government employ for 

more than a quarter of a century.

Said to Have Been Acceded to 
by Sultan of Morocco 


OUR MARINES ATTANGIER 


Admiral Chadwick Lands Guard 
to Protect Belgian Legation-- 
Careful Use of Diplomacy May 


Restore Perdicaris to His Home 


Washington, June 9.—The state de- 
partment has received unofficial assur- 
ance, through Consul Gummere, who 
had it from the British consul at Fez, 
that the Suftan of Morocco will accede 
to all of Raisuli’s terms. The bandit’s 
demand that Great Britain and the 
United States shall guarantee the ex- 
ecution of the sultan’s promises, how- 
ever, is the sticking point, and this 
probably can be gotten around only by 
the acceptance of this obligation by 
Great Britain or France or from some 
other country not so strongly bound as 
the United States by its traditions not 
to entangle itseif in the internal affairs 
of other countries. It is stated posi- 
tively that under no conditions can the 
United States government execute 
these guarantees. 


ION PERDICABRIS. 


American marines have landed i 
Africa. Admiral Chadwick yesterday 
afternoon cabled the navy department 
IPUUL Aa@iipiva + oe 

“I have placed a guard at the Bel- 
gian legation, having been asked to do 
so by our consul general here.” 

It is said at the state department 
that there is ample precedent for the 
employment of American naval force 
for the temporary protection of the ex- 
posed interests of another party which 
has no available force at hand. A few 
years ago it was the common under- 
standing that British vessels should 
protect American interests in South 
American ports where the United 
States had no warships, and that the 
United States gunboat should look 
after British interests in San Domingo 
and elsewhere. 

It is stated that Admiral Chadwick, 
in landing his marines in Africa for the 
first time in half a century, therefore, 
is but meeting the requirement of in- 
ternational comity. It is supposed 
here that the Belgian legation is an 
outlying section of the city, easily ac- 
cessible to the tribesmen of the interior. 

Spanish Minister Ojeda was the repre- 
sentative for eight years of his goy- 
ernment in Morocco and is considered 
the best posted man in Washington on 
conditions there. He is a warm friend 
of Perdicaris, of whom he sp2aks in 
the highest terms, 

“I feel very sure,” said Ojeda, in an 
interview, “that Raisuli will not sur- 
render his captive until his ransom has 
been paid over to him and his terms 
agreed to. He is a bold fellow, intel- 
ligent and clever, and wields a strong 
influence in certain parts of Morocco. 

“When one calls to mind the para- 
mount Spanish interests in Morocco, no 
surprise will be felt that severa] Span- 
ish warships have been dispatched to 
Tangier for the sole purpose of pro- 
tecting these interests in the event of 
trouble. I do not feel, however, that 
things will get worse there. The care- 
ful handling of the situation by your 
government and the use of diplomacy 
I hope will result in the restoration of 
Perdicaris to his home without dis- 
turbing conditions in Morocco.” 

Baron Moncheur, the Belgian minis- 
ter, was greatly surprised to learn that 
Rear Admiral Chadwick had landed 
in armed force to protect the Belgian 
legation in Tangier. The minister will 
call at the state department officially 
to express to Secretary Hay the thanks 
of his government for this courtesy. 


Orders From the Suitan 

Tangier, June 9.—The sultan’s letter 
in reply to the diplomatic representa- 
tions made in regard to the kidnapping 
of Messrs. Perdicaris and Varley has 
arrived here. It is said by a person in 
the sultan’s confidence that the sultan 
has given orders to grant all of the 
conditions demanded by Raisuli, in or- 
der to expedite the release of the cap- 
tives.

ABSOLUTE SECRECY 


Nothing Known as to Actual 
Happenings In Manchuria 

London, June 9.—The sudden inter- 
ruption of the cable between Korea and 
Japan is considered significant of the 
imnifnence of important operations at 
Port Arthur, the Japanese having taken 
psecautions, as usual, to cut the only 
means of communication with the out- 
side world and thus enable her naval 
and military forces to work with abso- 
lute secrecy. 

Ne attention is paid in London to 
rumors that the storming of the fortress 
has already begun, because it is known 
that at the battle of Kin Chau General 
Oku had exhausted his ammunition and 
an insufficient period has elapsed dur- 
ing which the stores of ammunition 
could be renewed and siege guus 
brought into position. 

It is considered likely that Admiral 
Togo is not averse to Port Arthur wast- 
ing its ammunition in constant en- 
counters with his gunboats. This may 
explain the rumored bombardments, 
while the firing on the land side may be 
due to preliminary operations toward 
driving in the Russian forces. 


Draft Raised From $10 to $10,000 

New York, June 9.—ThomasF. Ken- 
nedy is charged with having raised a 
draft of $10 to $10,000. He waived ex- 
amination and was remanded to the 
Tombs. According to the complaint 
Kennedy went to Buffalo and after 
obtaining letters of introduction to the 
officers of the German American bank 
deposited a draft of $10,000. The com- 
plaint states that Kennedy, before the 
draft had gone through the clearing 
house, drew out $800. The draft came 
back marked “N. G.” and it was found 
that the original draft was for $10, it 
having been subsequently raised to 
$10,000, 


The Phipps Family Troubles 

Denver, June 9.—Judge Palmer has 
issued an order giving the absolute care 
and custody of the Phipps children to 
their father, Laurence S. Phipps, the 
steel magnate, until further notice. 
Judge Palmer also signed writs of in- 
junction not only preventing the United 
States Steel corporation, the United 
States Trust company and J. P. Mor- 
gan from paying further dividends to 
Mrs. Phipps, but ordering them not to 
allow a transfer of any of the Phipps 
securities in their possession. Mrs. 
Phipps has engaged Judge Rogers as 
her counsel in the divorce proceedings. 

Miss Taylor In the Wrong 

Washington, June 9.—The court of 
appeals of the District of Columbia 
aflirmed the decision of the court below 
in refusal to compel the secretary of 
war to reinstate Miss Rebacca J. Taylor 
asa clerk in the war department. Miss 
Taylor was the author of a newspaper 
acucie Which the defense claimed to be 
a severe reflection on the President of 
the United States. For this she was 
dismissed. Reinstatement was sought 
through the courts on the ground that 
Miss Taylor was removed because of 
her political belief and that this was 
contrary to the civil service law. 

Politicians All at Sea 

Philadelphia, June 9.—After a long 
day of conferences among party lead- 
ers, candidates and other persons in the 
matter of filling the vacancy in the 
United States senate caused by the 
death of Senator Quay, the question ap- 
pears to be far from solution. The 
candidates still in the field are W. A. 
Flinn, a Pittsburg leader; Francis L. 
Robbins, president of the Pittsburg 
Coal company; former Attorney Gen- 
eral Elkin, party nominee for justice of 
the state supreme court, and Richard 
RK. Quay, son of the late senator. 


Woman Suspected of Forgery 

Pittsburg, June 9.—A sensation was 
caused in court here during the hear- 
ing of the suit of Mattie W. McLean, 
former Stenographer for Recorder 
Brown, deceased, to recover 88 shares 
of valuable stock from Brown's estate. 
A handwriting expert testified that the 
stub checks submitted by Miss Me- 
Lean to support her claim were bogus 
and that the paper on which the checks 
were made and that of the alleged stubs 
came from two different printing 
houses. 


To Cost a Hundred Guineas 

New York, June 9.—Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton has notified the Brooklyn Yacht 
club that the cup for the ocean race 
from: Gravesend bay to Marblehead, 
Mass., which is to be held July 2, 1904, 
under the auspices of the club, is being 
made at a cost of not less than 100 
guineas,

AN OLD, OLD MAXIM. 


One That Women Would Do Well to 
Heed In Doing Housework. 

To make your head save your heels 
is an old, old maxim, but it is one that 
women do net follow as strictly as 
they should. Particularly where a 
woman does her own work, or most of 
it, with a day’s help once or twice a 
week, is the saving of one’s steps im- 
portant. Yet how many housewives 
are prodigal of their strength! To sit 
down as much as possible, to lie down 
for a few minutes whenever a little 
pause occurs in the procession of du- 
these make an appreciable differ- 
ence in the sum total of fatigue which 
one carries with one to bed. Most 
women who work, work beyond thelr 
They are inclined to take 
things hard, while men take things 
easy. Women wear out faster and 
earlier than men, and one reason seems 
to be not that they work harder than 
men, but that they do not take such 
good care of themselves. 

The man who works eight or ten 
hours a day is satisfied to let it rest at 
that, but most women who have a 
home and children to look after work 
from twelve to fourteen hours a day, 
and they have no Saturday hal? holi- 
days either. Sunday, so far as work 
goes, often brings little chance for re- 
laxation. No wonder that fatigue ac- 
cumulates on the wife and will not be 
shaken off or that the wrinkles form a 
tiny network around her eyes and the 
hair shows gray on the temples. It fs 
easier and better to rest as you go 
along than to have a severe fit of sick- 
ness or degenerate into a wornout, 
neryous invalid.

UTILIZING A RECESS. 


How to Fit It Up as a Wardrobe and 
Dressing Table,

pegs, and underneath is an enameled 
chest of drawers fitted with a looking 
glass. The space between the chest of 
drawers and the wall is filled in with 
deep shelves destined for bonnet boxes 
and boots and shoes, while from a 
brass rod fixed under the pottery rall 
hangs a long linen curtain. This cur- 
tain will hide all the usefulness behind 
it and look most artistic. 


Kitchen Knives, 

A complete assortment of good 
knives should form the stock of every 
well appointed kitchen and dining 
room, and the hest of care should be 
given them. Kitchen knives arc, as a 
rule, treated as if it were the chief ob- 
ject in Hfe to blunt the blades and 
break the points as soon as possible. 
One way in which knives are destroyed 
is by putting them in a pan of hot wa- 
ter and allowing them to soak until the 
handles are loosened and split and the 
blades fall out. All knives should be 
washed as soon as possible after they 
are used. Grease, acid, salt, etc., all act 
opon the steel and impair its sharp- 
ness. When ready to wash the knives 
take a knife in one hand and a soft 
cloth in the other. Dip the blade in 
warm (not hot) water, wash thorough- 
ly and quickly, passing the wet cloth 
over the handle; then with a soft, dry 
cloth wipe until thoroughly dry. 


Velveteen May Be Washed. 

Not every owner of a velveteen gown 
is aware that velveteen stands wash- 
ing. Yet this can be very successfully 
done. Have ready a warm, soapy lath- 
er, immerse the velveteen garment in 
it and gently rub until the dirt disap- 
pears, After rinsing press as dry as 
possible and iron damp on the wrong 
side with hot irons frequently changed. 
Then hang in front of the fire to finish, 
and the pile will come up like new. To 
be successful this treatment must be 
carried out with extreme care, other- 
wise it is far cheaper to send the cos- 
tume to a cleaner’s. 


Grated Horseradish. 

Grated horseradish can be kept on 
hand ready for use and yet retain its 
fresh flavor if well covered with vine- 
gar and put into an airtight jar imme- 
diately after grating. When it is to be 
used take out quantity desired, dilute 
slightly with cold water and mix with 
one teaspoonful of sugar to two table- 
spoonfuls of horseradish. 


Scrub Cloths, 

Nothing makes better scrub cloths 
than old stockings or socks. When too 
far gone to mend, cut them open, lay 
two seams together and run by hand 
or machine till you have made a 
square. Cut off all loose ends. They 
are excellent also for use with a mop 
handle, taking up the water thorough- 
ly and with little exertion.

ENGLAND’S PATDN SAINT. 


He 


Was Born In Palkdine and Was 
Beheaded 1502. 

St. George, the patrc saint of Eng- 
land, was born at Ly@, but brought 
up in Cappadocia. Hwas a tribune 
in the reign of Dioaian and, being 
a man of great couray, was a favorite, 
but as he complaind to the emperor 
of his severities tow.d the Christians 
pnd argued in theiidefense he was 
‘put in prison and theaded April 23, 
302. St. Jerome medions him in one 
of his “Martyrologie’ and in the fol- 


lowing century thre were many 
churches named toiis honor. In re- 


gard to his connectn with England, 
Ashmole, in his “Htory of the Order 
of the Garter,” sayshat King Arthur 
in the sixth century)laced the picture 
of St. George on iis banners, and 
Selden tells us he ws patron saint of 
England in the Saxa times. 

It is quite certai that the council 
of Oxford in 1222 ommanded his fes- 
tival to be observd in England as a 
holiday of lesser rnk, and in 1330 he 
was adopted as th patron of the Or- 
der of the Garter. The dragon slain 
by St. George is slaply a common al- 
legory to exwess te triumph of the 
Christian hero oye evil, which John 
the Evangelist belkeld under the im- 
age of the dragon. 

Gibbon, fn his ‘Decline and Fall,” 
asserts that the satron saint of Eng- 
land was Georg, of Cappadocia, the 
turbulent Arian bishop of Alexandria, 
but the characte: of this assertion has 
been fully disproved by Papebroch, 
Milner and others.—-Exchange. 


ARTIST AND ARTISAN. 


What It Is That Measures the Dif- 
ference Bernveen Them, 

“My son is goirg to be an artist,” 
sald a proud father. “He does not 
need to study a ot of scientific rub- 
bish.” 

Perhaps this father does not know 
that what he calls “scientific rubbish” 
measures the difference between the 
artisan and an artist, the difference 
between the common and the superb, 
between mediocrity and excellence. It 
was what this man called “scientific 
rubbish’ which made the difference 
between the works of Michael Angelo 
and those of a hundred other artists of 
his day who have gone into oblivion. 
It was this “scientific rubbish’—study- 
ing anatomy for a dozen years—that 
gave immortality to the statues of 
Moses and David and to his paintings 
the “Last Judgment” and “The Story 
of Creation.” 

Many an artist of real ability has 
failed to produce any great work of art 
because of his ignorance of just such 
“scientific rubbish.” Of what good Is 
an artistic temperament or genius to 
the sculptor who does not know the 
origin, the insertion and the contour 
of the various muscles, who is not 
anatomy? Michael Angelo thought it 
worth while to spend a great deal of 
time upon the anatomy of a horse and 
upon abstruse mathematics.—Success,

WILL FIGHT UNIONS 


Plan of Citizens’ ‘Alliance In 


the Cripple Creek District 


THE VICTOR RECORD RAID 


iditor Thinks Union Men Not 
to Blame--Closing of Portland 
Mine by the Military Brings 
Up Case For Federal Courts 


Cripple Creek, Coi., June 10.—“Death 
to unionism in the Cripple Creek dis- 
tric.” is the new slogan of the Citizens’ 
alliance which has sent a decree broad- 


cast that every person connected with 
any union here must either sever his 
or her connection with such organiza- 
tion or leave this district. 

The latest stand of the anti-union- 
ists was vaguely hinted at two days 
ago, but the movement on the part of 
the alliance seemed so absurd to three 
or four thousand unionists in the camp 
and its enforcement fraught with so 
many difficulties, that it was not taken 
seriously. 

Tyson S. Dines, a Denver attorney 
and one of the executors of the Strat- 
ton estate, is here in conference with 
Citizens’ allfance leaders and it is an- 
nounced that he is preparing a form 
which will be presented to every mer- 
chant and business man and other em- 
ployers of labor in the district, pledg- 
ing them not to employ any person who 
is affiliated with a labor union. 

No person who works for a living 
will be exempt and the absolute an- 
nihilation of unionism in this country 
is predicted by members of the Citi- 
zens’ alliance and the Mine Owners’ 
association. This is considered the 
most drastic step yet taken by the alll- 
ance since it secured the upper hold 
in the district and its enforcement will 
affect 3000 men and women now afiill- 
ated with the various unions. Among 
the unions that will feel the new move- 
ment are the Clerks, Cooks and Waiters, 
Bartenders, Carpenters, Electricians, 
Trainmen and Stone and Brick Masons. 
The unionists assert they will fight the 
movement to a finish, 

Subsequentiy two committees 
posed of members of the Citizens’ alll- 
ance started out with identical forms 
of agreement to secure signatures. 
With two exceptions all business 
houses visited signed. The agreement 
read: 

“We, the undersigned merchants of 
the Cripple Creek district and em- 
ployers of help, hereby agree not to 
employ help of any sind that is in any 
way connected with a trades assembly 
of the American Federation of Labor 
or the Western Federation of Miners, 
or kindred organizations.” 

Every clerk employed in stores in 
Bennet avenue, the principal street, be- 
longs to some union, but all will be re- 
quired to surrender their cards, ac- 
cording to the agreement made by their 
employers. 


General Bell has issued the following 
statement regarding the raid on the 
Victor Record office and the destruc- 
tion of the newspaper plant: 

“I cannot be too emphatic in my 
condemnation of this unmerited act. 
Such action as this reflects upon the 
military, because martial law prevails. 
As military commander I am solely re- 
sponsible for the cleaning up of this 
crime if it is possible. 

“I am aware that Editor Kyner was 
bitterly denounced and threatened and 
accused of selling out when his edi- 
torial appeared asking the Western 
Federation to call off the strike. The 
socialistic element of the federation 
were the ones who took the principal 
stand in this thing. However, who- 
ever the perpetrators of this crime may 
be, they will land in the bullpen {f ap- 
prehended.” 

“Do you think that union miners 
wrecked your office because of your edi- 
torial on Wednesday advising that the 
strike be called off?” Editor Kyner 
was asked. 

“I unquestionably do not,” he re- 
plied. “I do not think the editorial 
was the cause of this at all. We had 
hints and rumors of a plan to wreck 
the office three days ago, before this edi- 
torial was published. I asked Major 
Naylor, the city marshal, for protec- 
tion. He was willing to give it, but 
sald it would not be necessary and 
not to fear. As a matter of fact, the 
union men agree with the sentiment in 
the editorial. After its publication all 
the union men I saw commended my 
position and many came to me for that 
special purpose.” 


Mine Temporarily Closed 

Victor, Col., June 10.—In a bloodless 
nssault made by 150 militiamen and 
deputies, led by General Bell, on the 
Portiand mine, the mine was in- 
definitely closed, to be reopened later 
on terms which wiil prevent any work- 
men securing work without presenting 
satisfactory working cards from the 
Mine Owners’ association. General 
Bell says the mine was closed because 
of “military necessity,” as the men 
working in it were contributing to the 
support of the strikers and thereby 
continuing the present conditions in the 
district. His proclamation also states

YMCA. NEEDED 


Quincy Behind Without an 
Association. 


Several Speakers En-; 


dorse Work. 


Effort to be Pushed to Raise the 
Building Fund. 


An enthusiastic meeting of those in- 
terested in the proposed building for 
the Y. M. C. A. was held Thursday 
evening at Colonial hall. 

Owing to death in the family of 
President H. B. Bailey, George H. 
Brown presided and in opening the 
meeting reviewed at length the history 
ofthe Y. M. C. A. movement in Quincy 
up to the present time. 

The first speaker was Dr. E. R. 
Johnson of the building committee, who 
explained in detail the plans of the 
proposed building which were displayed 
on the wall. 

President Bowles of the Fore River 
Ship & Engine Co. was then introduced 

President Bowles opened his remarks 
by saying that the Fore River Ship and 
Engine Co. was here to stay. The 
Y. M. C. A. was a necessity, and it was 
a shame to Quincy if the citizens do 
not furnish it and do it in good shape. 


His company find it difficult to 
keep good young men for lack of 
amusement. They live as far away 


from Quincy as they possibly can and 
get here to work. You have no saloons 
here but have nothing in their place. 
It is like taking playthings away from 
achild and give nothing to take the 
place. He hoped to make the Fore 
River what it should be, and that the 
Y. M. ©. A. building would be erected 
inthe near future, as it would aid 
them in doing this 

Williams Knowles Cooper, general 
secretary at Springfield, when intro- 
duced, said he was surprised that a 
city of 30,000 population and with an 
industry like the Fore River, should_be 
without a Y. M. C. A. He theu took 
up the several branches of the Associa- 
tion work. Of the physical exercises 
he said, that after fifteen years of 
study of the problem of young men, 
there was nothing eqaal to the gymna- 
sium to lead young men to live pure 
lives. 

He touched upon the social side of 
the Association work, and the educa- 
tional classes which did a grand work 
for the intellectual and economical 
needs of young men in our cities, The 
Y. M. C. A. was one of the most fruit- 
ful opportunities for philanthropist. 
The conditions which exist in boarding 
houses make it almost impossible for 
young men to live pure lives, The Y. 
M. C. A. building will supply one of 
the needs of the city, for boys need a 
religious as well as a physical life. 
This Y. M. C. A. is a fascinating sub- 
ject, about which enough could not be 
said. In closing he said he felt sure 
that Quincy would fall in line with 
other cities in this work. 

Chairman Brown said it was not 
possible to build this summer anless 
the pledges of money needed are raised 
inamonth. We need the cooperation 
of everyone and if those present would 
interest their friends who are not 
present the amount necessary can be 
raised. 

Rev. William E. Gardner thought a 
great deal of the Y. M. C. A. and its 
work. He had recently been making a 
practical investigation of the needs of 
such an association. 

He referred to some conversations of 
young men. Out of eighteen he had 
heard there was but one that 
would bear repeating. At Brewers 
corner things are being said by boys 
that he did not dare to repeat. He re- 
lated the one conversation that could be 
repeated. 

This was between two young men, 
It was a cold drizzling night. One of 
the young men had been driving a team 


all day and the other had been plugging | 


stone all day. This conversation only 
went to show the need of some amuse- 
ment for these young men who had no 
place to go for an evening's recreation. 
In closing he said he knew of no place 
that needed an Association more than 
Quincy and no institution would pay a 
better dividend. 

Richard D. Chase spoke of what a 
splendid thing it was to have a share 
in such a pleasure as this Y. M. C. A. 
He was sure if people who at heart love 
boys and things tbat are good could 
take hold of such an opportunity as 
this they would have a lot of enduring 
fun. 


Amos D. Albee of Wollaston said 
must look at the building as to its pos- 
|sible needs as well as to the present 
needs. Io the natural growth of things 
we must look ahead five or ten years. 
In order to avail ourselves of the 
generous offers it is necessary to raise 
money. We ought not to do anything 
to cut down the building, 

Jobn L. Miller said he had been 
acquainted with the Y. M. C. A. since 
boyhood. Then the young men were in 
the background. Now it is the old men

He was 
glad it was so. The Y. M. C, A. work 


was the greatest work going on in the 
United States today. Quincy is pecu- 
liarly situated. We are a_ set of 


villages, each with its own whims and 
environments. Quincy was one of the 
coldest cities in the United States. He 


could find a better reception in two 
days in any city he had visited than in 
two years in Quincy. There was no 
place to go. He only wished he had 
the funds. If I had you would have a 


building. There was money enough in 
Quincy. It was only necessary to get 


the enthusiasm and the money would 
come. 
Secretary Gay, the last speaker, said 


that he believed fully in the needs and 
possibilities of a Y. M. C. A. building 
in Quincy. He felt sure that ina few 
months we will be able to do what the 
business men want usto do. He be- 
lieved the people meant business, but 
not sufliciently enthused. You 
do not know how badly young men of 
Quincy need the association. We need 
courage, and faith in this matter. He

IS FACING SERIOUS TASK 


Must Be Well Prepared to Re- 
duce One of the Most Strongly 


Force Not Large Enough to 
Fortified Places In the World} 


Inefliciency In Korea 


London, June 10.—Little news of im- 
portance has reached London from the 
seat of war during the last 24 hours 
and reports that Chinese refugees from 
Port Arthur have given to the Chefoo 
correspondents of English papers do not 
agree sufficiently to carry much weight. 
According to one account the Chinese at 
Port Arthur have been given three 
days in which to depart. Thereafter 
none will be allowed to leave. 

It probably is not true that there 
has been any attack by the Japanese 
on the immediate land defenses of Port 
Arthur. The invading army is not as 
yet sufficiently strong to begin this 
most serious work, which will not be 
attempted until every possible prepara- 
tion has been completed. First siege 
guns must be at hand. 

If the Russians have benefited by the 
mistakes of the Chinese 10 years ago, 
which they probably have, it will be 

jnecessary for the Japanese to storm 

and take positions upon which to mount 
these cannon. Not until the Russian 
works have been subjected to a fire that 
has greatly weakened their offensive 
power will the Japanese think of trying 
to carry them at the point of the 
bayonet. 

If the hastily constructed defenses 
at Nanshan inflicted a loss of more than 
4000 on the Japanese, the 
sidered fortifications 
would make the loss in such an assault 
many times larger.

The object 
in sending the boats in probably was to 
ascertain just the conditions as regards 
the navigability of the channel, and 
perhaps to sow more mines. 

Friends of Japan will be foolish to 
harbor any illusions in regard to the 
magnitude of the task which confronts 
that country in the proposed reduction 
of Port Arthur. It is one of the most 
strongly fortified places in the world. 
It has a formidable armament, un- 
doubtedly is well provisioned, and is 
defended by the most stubborn of 
fighters, as the battles of the Yalu and 
Nanshan testify. A long and bloody 
siege, conducted by overwhelming 
forces assisted by the heaviest of siege 
guns from the land, and steady and 


will be necessary before the Japanese 
flag is planted on the brow of Golden 
Hill. 

The Japanese minister at Seoul, about 
to return to Tokio temporarily, de- 
clares that Japan must establish her 
control of Korea in such a way as to 
end the existing corruption and inef- 
ficiency of the native government.

NEW SUNDAY LAW 


Amusement Bill Passed by the 
Massachusetts Legislature 

Boston, June 10.—The great and gen- | 
eral court brought the year’s work 
to a close Iast night, after a session 
of 155 days, by amending the Sunday 
amusement law and overruling the gov- 
ernor’s yeto on a bill providing for the 
payment of a bounty of $120 to Civil 
war veterans who had not received one. 
The yote in the senate on the bounty 
bill was 25 to 8, and in the house 157 
to 47 in favor of the bill. 

The governor sent 14 vetoes to the 
legislature last year and 15 this year, 
and bis objection to the bounty bill 
was the only one that was not sus- 
tained by substantial majorities. 

The amendment to the amusement 
law was the cause of prolonging the 
session several days. A recent de- 
cision of the supreme court permitting 
entertainments of all sorts on Sunday, 
providing a portion of the receipts went 
to some religious or charitable or- 
ganization, called forth from the gov- 
ernor a message urging a speedy 
amendment to the law. 

After several measures had been 
proposed both branches reached an 
agreement-on a bill late yesterday 
afternoon. The new measure requires 
that all Sunday entertainments shall 
be Licensed by local authorities and 
that 75 percent of the gross receipts 
shall go to some charitable or religious 
organization, 

The bounty bill was not returned to 
the hot the veto until late in 
the afternoon and two hours was spent 
in its discussion and the overruling of 
the veto.

Knox Willi Succeed Quay 

Philadelphia, June 10.—Philander C. 
Knox of Pittsburg, attorney general! of 
the United States, was selected to fill 
the seat in the United States senate 
made vacant by the death of M. 8. 
Quay. He will accept and serve by 
appointment of Governor Pennypacker 
until March 4, the date of the expira- 
tion of the late senator’s commission. 
Unless political complications should 
arise as a result of this action, he will 
be elected for the full term by the 
legislature which meets in January.

Chicago, June 10.—The four years’ 
fight here against “unsightly bill- 
boards” has failed, the appelate court 
having declared the city’s bill-board 
ordinance invalid and unreasonable. 
The court holds that owners, if they 
do not imperil others, have the constitu- 
tional right to erect on vacant property 
any structure they please, no matter 
how unsightly.

Gyangtse, Thibet, June 10.—Eleven 
hundred Thibetans attacked the Brit- 
ish post at Kangna, on the road to 
Lhassa, with great ferocity. They 
were repulsed, the British loss being 
one Sepoy killed and several wounded.

Springfield, Ills., June 10.—The Na- 
tional Travelers’ Protective assocla- 
sion spent a day in secret session con- 
sidering the case of Louls LeBeaume, 
national secretary-treasurer of the or- 
ganization, who was suspended some 
time ago because of an alleged short- 
age. One firm of experts found that 
there was an apparent shortage of 
$4200, another found a $400 shortage, 
while two experts who went over the 
books together found that the books 
balanced within 60 cents.

Effeet of the ae of Silence 
Upon Human Beings. 

“The silence of the desert has a m ud- 
dening effect upon the human brain,” 
said a traveler whose

more severe than anything else deriy 
ing its entire pain from mental effect 
The monotony of silence is worse than 
any other kind. 

“Take a man away from: the hum of 
the work of men and send him out on 
the alkali deserts, and the deep silence 
becomes awful and {s sometimes un- 
bearable.

“He must be disarmed and bound at 
once or he will deal death to the whole 
party. He ts possessed of ‘desert mad- 
ness,’ brought on by the monotony of 
Silence. He suffers excruciating men- 
tal anguish. He needs to be relieved 
by being brought back to his accus 
tomed surroundings. 

“On this account men used to the 
desert refuse to go out with those with 
whom they are well acquainted. The 
mad man is not likely to attack a 
stranger. If there is no friend in the 
party his madness is likely to assert 
itself in running rather than in fight- 
ing. It is a fearful disease not yet un 
derstood.”—Birmingham News.

FEMININE LANGUAGE. 


An English Criticism of the Use of 
Words by Women, 

You may talk to a woman for an hour 
or more and understand every word 
she says. Meat, bread, money, motor 
cars, drains, the ace of trumps—there 
is really no space at my disposal to 
give a list of the words that are com- 
mon to both languages. In fact, most 
of the solid, concrete things of life 
may be left out of the question. It is 
when we pass beyond the concrete that 
the real misunderstanding arises. Take 
@ couple of very common words used 
equally by both sexes. A man will say 
that So-and-so fs a “nice” girl. I should 
know what he meant. A woman will 
reply that the girl is pretty, agreeable 
and all that sort of thing, but that she 
is “not quite nice.” The two are using 
the same word to express different 
ideas, and they will never agree as to 
whether that girl is nice or otherwise 
until they can talk the same language. 

Again in the feminine dictlonary the 
opposite of “nice” is “horrid.” A man 
will talk of a “nice scoundrel” and a 
“horrid bore,” and I can understand 
him. But when a woman tells me that 
a man is wealthy and clever and good 
looking—“‘but I’m sure he’s horrid’— 
she has dropped into her foreign lan- 
gungo. [ can only bo oure that oho 
does not mean what I mean when I 
speak of a “horrid girl.”—London Out- 
look. 

The Name Tibet. 

Many forms of the name Tibet sprang 
from the Chinese T’ubar (fifth century) 
through the variations of Tuebet, To- 
boet, Thibet (1165), Tebet (1298), to 'Ti- 
bet (1730). The origin of the name has 
been variously accounted for, but the 
weight of historical evidence indicates 
that the word is derived from Tubat, a 
famous family name proper to several 
ancient Tartar dynasties, extensively 
used in the sense of “chief.” 

Hodgson asserts that before the ar- 
rival of Indian teachers the people had 
no name for themselves or their land, 
and, though the present name is not, as 
some say, unknown In the country it- 
self, the modern Tibetans call them- 
selves Bod-pa and their land Bod-yul, 
Bod being a Buddhist appellative sug- 
gested by the Sanskrit b’ot, or bat, so 
working back to the Tartar name.— 
London Spectator. 


Irish Nomenclature, 

Irish names have often a knack of 
being frankly pugnaclous, so that even 
a peaceful lord chief justice has had to 
bear the inciting to murder sobriquet 
of Killowen. But the mountains from 
Lismore to Clogheen, known as the 
Knockmealdown range, are capable of 
an entirely pacific interpretation, for 
we commonly say we are knocked 
down all in a heap by this or that 
which takes us by surprise, and these 
mountains surprise all by thelr beauty. 
There is no loveller sight in Ireland, 
and if an air of melancholy prevails it 
is because the scene is “somehow sad 
by excess of serenity,” to use a phrase 
of Henry James it would be difficult to 
better.—London Chronicle.

The Toys Louis XIV. Played With In

An extraordinary plece of mechanism 
Was constructed for the amusement of 
Louis XIV. when a child. It consist- 
ed of a small drawn by two 
horses in which was the figure of a

lady, with a footman and page be- 
hind. According to the account giv- 


es. by M. Camus, the constructor, this 
coach being placed at the extremity 
of a table of a determinate size, the 
coachmgn smacked his whip, and the 
horses ‘nmediately set out, moving 
their legs in a natural manner. When 
the carriage reached the edge of the 
table it turned on a right angle and 
proceeded along that edge till it arrivy- 
ed opposite to the place where the king 
was seated. It then stopped, and the 
page, getting down, opened the door, 
upon which the lady alighted, having 
in her hand a petition, which she pre- 
sented, with a courtesy. After waiting 
some time she again courtesied and re- 
entered the carriage. The page then 
resumed his place, the coachman whip- 
ped up his horses, which began to 
move, and the footman, running after 
the carriage, Jumped up behind it. 
Louis XIV. had also an automaton 
opera in five acts, with fresh scenes for 
each. It measured sixteen and a half 
inches in breadth, thirteen inches four 
lines in height and one inch three lines 
in thickness for the working of the ma-

RESURRECTION PLANTS. 


The Curious Rose of Jericho and the 
Mexican Fern Ball, 

fe rose of Jericho is perhaps one of 
> most familiar of the curiosities of 
lant life known as resurrection plants. 
It is said to be imported from the val- 
ley of the river Jordan and is the resur- 
rection plant mentioned in the Bible. 
The plant when received from its na- 
tive home {fs simply a bunch of leafless 
and seemingly lifeless sticks or 
branches clustered tightly together. 
When placed in a glass of water, how- 
ever, the branches expand, seed buds 
unfold, and the green foliage 
starts out, and the plant grows. 

The Mex! resurrection plant is 
the fluffy, fernlike variety often no- 
ticed in saucers of water in the florist’s } 
window. When it is dormant it is a 
shrunken, rounded ball of tightly fold- | 
ed leaflets, dry and dead. 

It is dropped in a bowl of tepid wa- 
ter, and soon one frondlike tip curls 
slowly outward, then another and an- 
other, and in a short time there {is float- 
ing in the dish a beautiful metallic 
green plant, a great, loose, expanded 
rosette of fine fernlike leaves, odd and 
beautiful. 

This experiment can be repeated 
many times, the plant curling together 
tightly when dry and expanding into 
new life when soaked in water.— 
Young People’s Weekly.

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GAS AS AN ILLUMINANT. 


It Has Been Asserted, Used 

It Centuries Ago. 

It has been asserted, but never prov- 
ed conslusively, that China used gas 
for lighting purposes centuries before 
its use in the western world. If this 
Was so it was doubtless natural gas. 

Clayton, at the end of the seven- 
teenth century, stored gas in bladders 
and played with it at times, and Lord 
Dundonald in 1787, in working a patent 
for coal tar, stored up the gas and oc- 
casionally used it for lighting up the 
hall of Culross abbey. 

It is to the genius of a Scotsman, W. 
Murdoch, that we owe our bright il- 
luminant. In 1792 he was living at 
Redruth, Cornwall, and after experi- 
ments in gasmaking he lit up his own 
house, much to the astonishment of 
his neighbors. 

Called to Birmingham, he erected a 
large plant for lighting up the Soho 
works, This drew attention to the 
whole matter, and in 1803 London be- 
gan street lighting. The Royal so- 
ciety in 1808 gave Murdoch its Rum- 
ford gold medal for his invention.— 
London Standard.

Elias was discharged late 
j afternoon on motion of Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Rand, acting for District 
Attorney Jerome, at the conclusion of 
the testimony of John R. Platt, the aged 
millionaire, who caused her arrest for 


extortion.

Mr. Platt had proved a disappointing 
witness. To questions bearing di- 
rectly on the charges on which the 
Woman’s arrest had been made he had 
answered repeatedly “I don’t Know.” 
His helplessness and his weak and ap- 
parently unreliable memory surprised 
those who attended his examination. 
He did not remember whether he had 
given Mrs. Elias large sums of money 
during the past 10 years, as charged, 
and did not remember signing certain 
of the papers in connection with his 
charges against her. 

Mr. Platt testified that he was 83 
years old and had resided in this city 
since 1865. He'tirst met Hannah Elias 
about 15 years ago. Some time later 
he again met the woman ata ‘Third 
avenue massage establishment through 
an advertisement and had kept up the 
acquaintance since. His _ relations 
with her had been of a tender char- 
acter and be had bought for her a house 
and had given her large sunmis of money.

“She was not ny mistress,” replied 
Platt. Asked if he had not signed a 
paper several days ago in which he 
stated that Mrs. Elias had extorted hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars from him 
he replied that he could not remember. 
He would not give a direct answer toa 
question as to whether he had paid 
the woman more than $600,000 since 
January, 1896, but did remember that 
he gave her $7500 last month. This 
payment was made, he said, because

bring suit against her. She did tell

London, June 11.—A St. Petersburg 
dispatch says: ‘The Japanese have 
taken Siuyen, driving out the Russians, 
The enemy appears to be advancing on 
Hai Cheng. 

“News of the tighting at Siuyen fur- 
nishes food for considerable specula- 


tion regarding the real Japanese ob- 
jective. Whether the advance to 


Siuyen constitutes a forward movement 


in force, military authorities in St. 
Petersburg do uot pretend to know, 
Its character depends largely upon 


whether General Kuroki has the num- 
ber of troops with which reports credit 
him. If he has, it is considered possible 
that the Japanese may attempt to push 
across the peninsula and establish a 
new base at New Chwang. 

“The direct road to New Chwang 
passes south of Hai Cheng. Such a 
movement on the part of Kuroki might 
precipitate a serious engagement in the 
neighborhood of Hai Cheng, if General 
Kuropatkin considered the time ripe 
to contest the advance seriously. But 
it is also pointed out that the Japan- 
ese movements to Saimatze and Siu- 
| yen may be either feints or merely a 
continuation of an effort to distract the 
Russian attention from Port Arthur. 

In spjte of the many rumors to the 
contrary, there is no convincing evi- 
dence that the Japanese have as yet 
attacked even the outer defenses of 
Port Arthur, let alone the fortress it- 
self. Willing as the Japanese are to 
sacrifice life to obtain their object, they 
will not begin their serious operations 
against the Russian stronghold until 
every tool is at hand with which te 
work. In the meantime, Port Arthur 
is preparing itself for the shock of at

FIRST PIANO MAKER. 


Two Specimens of Cristofori'’s Work 
Still In Existence, 

It was a harpsichord maker, Cristo- 
fori, in the employ of the Duke of Tus- 
cany, who in 1711 made the first 
cessful piano. As curator of Ferdinand 
de Medici he had a splendid collection 
of Belgian, French and Italian instru- 
ments to look after, and this undoubt- 
|edly aided him, though the model was 
| so crude that the inventor could never 
have dreamed a monument would ever 
| be erected in his memory. There are 
only two grand pianofortes of Cristo- 
fori in existence. 

One decorated in gold and Chinese 
figures is in Florence, and the other is

THE EARLIEST COMEDY. 


it Was Played at Athens by the 
First Traveling Actors, 

The first recorded comedy was play- 
ed at Athens, B. 0. 578, when Susarion 
' and Dolon, the earliest traveling ac- 
tors, performed a comedy of Susarion’s 
composition on a movable stage mount- 
ed upen four wheels. The new form 
of play was so successful that the ac- 
tors were rewarded by the grateful 
| populace with a cask of wine and a 
basket of figs. 

Susarion belonged to Megaris, a state 
of ancient Greece, whose inhabitants 
| were celebrated for their coarse hu- 
| mor, and who, in their villages during 

the evenings, were wont to hold what 
| they called a comus; really a revel, in 
which impromptu acting, coupled with 
buffoonery, played a considerable part. 
From this word we have our comedy.

mere farces, but the first purely Eng- 
| lish comedy was one by Udall, an as- 
| sistant master at Eton, and subse- 
| quently head master of Westminster 
school. It was entitled “Ralph Rois- 
ter-Doister” and seems to have been 
| performed in London about 1551, being 
| published in 1566, ten years after its 
| author’s death. 


STRANGE RAT TRAPS. 


| The Way Ostrich Eggs Are Utilized 
| In Coptic Churches. 
| Ostrich eggs are regarded by the 
| Copts as the natural emblem of watch- 
| fulness, and practical effect is given to 
| this idea among these people by the 
| very curious use to which they put 
| them in their public buildings, particu- 
larly in those devoted to the celebra- 
| tion of divine worship. Whoever en- 
ters a Coptic church cannot fail to 
notice the numerous ostrich eggs which 
hang above and around him. 

The explanation is simple. The 
churches are much infested by rats, 
and these animals, as experience has 
shown, have been in the habit of crawl- 
ing down the cords by which the lamps 
are suspended, for the purpose of get- 
|ting at the oil and drinking it. To 
hinder these four footed thieves the 
| cord belonging to each lamp is passed 
through the shell of an ostrich egg, 
| which is thus ffxed at a moderate dis- 
tance above the lamp. The smooth 
polished surface of the shell offers an 
impassable barrier to the wily and ad- 
| Venturous rodents, so that they in- 
variably slide off and tumble. to the 
ground if they attempt a passage. 


TRUE BLUE. 


First Used as a Political Term by 
Scotch Presbyterians. 

Blue is an emblem of fidelity, and in 
Britain for several centuries it has 
|been so esteemed. Coventry was 
formerly famous for a biue dye that 
would neither change color nor 
Wash out, and thence the epithets 
“Coventry blue” and “true blue” 
were figuratively used to signify per- 
sons who would not change their party 
er principles on any consideration. 

“True blue” is said to have been 
first used as a political term by the 
Presbyterians of Scotland against-the 
Episcopalian church.

Signal guns fired by three 
Kabyles, leaged in defense of their 
rights under Raisuli’s leadership, an- 
nounced the arrival of this welcome re- 
lief expedition which we saw later cn 
winding along the hillside. Moulai Ali 
himself has remained with us ever 
since. Indeed, he and Raisuli dined 
with us every evening in the tent. The 
climate is admirable and a better site 
for a camp would be hard to find. Our 
release will be very welcome, but it is 
at hand now so you must not pity us 
too much.”

| ty, to antagonize Christian Science, and 
never to allow your opposition to it to 
j cease until either you cease yourself 
or Christian Science ceases My reas- 
onable demand is that you make the in- 
vestigation before you make the assault. 
It is much easier to express an opinion 
after you have formed it. 

I remember years ago asking a juror 
for the purpose of testing his qualifica- 
| tion, this question:—‘‘ Have you formed 
or expressed any opinion on the merits 
of this case?’’? He evidently wanted to 
serve, the .sntest between his ambition 
and his conscience was fierce for a mo- 
ment; then he turned to the court and 
said, ‘‘Well, judge, it ’pears to me I 
hev expressed an opinion about it, but 
before God I baint never formed any.’’ 

The physical benefits of Christian Sci- 
ence, its medical virtue, its healing pow- 
er, are but incidents of what it is, of 
| its reality, and yet these incidents must 
not be undervalued, for all the world 
knows today thatthe healing which 
Jesus did, the surcease he brought to 
human sorrow, the hope he rekindled, 
were but incidents of the abounding re- 
| demption be brought, and the sweet gos- 
pel he preached of God’s unfailing love. 
Yet these benefactions to men, though 
but incidents of a mighty mission, pro- 
claim trumpet-tongued, demonstrate in- 


just as certainly the healing incidents 
of Christian Science indisputably estab- 
| lish the co-existent relationship of Chris- 
| tian Science and the teaching of Jesus. 

Wherefore Christian Scientists have 
the keenest appreciation of the prophy- 
lactic and therapeutic virtue of their 
religion and earnestly contend, and in- 
deed mauy of us do know, know as cer- 
| tainly as Paul knew, that his Redeemer 
lived, that Christian Science does bring 
surcease to the heart-ache and _ heart- 
break of men, gives roses for ashes to 
men, peace for pain, love for hate, hope 
for despair, health (rosy-cheeked) for 
gnawing disease, gives life for death to 
men. Yet neither of these benefactions, 
nor all of them combined, is Christian 
Science in its essence, its infinite good. 
They are the results of Christian Sci- 
ence; they are the inevitable product, 
the unavoidable fruitage of Christian 
Science understood and lived; and un- 
derstood only when lived. 

From what I have said, it is apparent 
that our contention is tbat Christian 
Science is a religion pure and simple, a 
religion of worksa nearer approach than 
men have known for seventeen hundred 
years to the religion that Jesus taught 
in the temple,that he preached through- 
out all Judea, that He so lovingly and 
tenderly practiced among all His peo- 
ple; and if itis all of this, then you 
want it, every one in the world wants 

it; and if it is less than all this, we do 
not want it, 00 one in the world wants 
it. Wherefore this contention of ours 
is the only debatable question _respect- 
ing Christian Science. Is it the relig- 
ion Jesus brought, taught and practiced? 

In the discussion of this question we 
are somewhat embarrased by inheri- 
ted religious opinions; by that peculiar 
and almost universal condition of,mind, 
best known as pride in ancestral reli- 
gious belief. It isso much easier to 
have someone think for you than to 
think for yourself; to have a religious 
belief, doctrine, or creed handed down 
to you as a garment, decoration, title, 
or jewel might descend from father to 
son, instead of earning your own gar- 
ment, winning your own decoration, de- 
serving your title. Itis so very easy 
and therefore inviting, te put aside the 
whole matter with a sweep of filial 
pride, ‘‘My fathers were good and pious 
people, and the religion that was good 
enough for them is good enough for 
me.’ 

But the religion of your father is not 
good enough for you, and if good 
enough for your fathers, it was only 
because they had the best that the time 
in which they lived and the locality in 
which they lived afforded. You livein 
a brighter day than ever gladdened your 
fathers—at a period in the world’s pro- 
gress that your fathers never knew. A 
moment’s consideration should satisfy 
you that there is no reason why the re- 
ligion of your fathers should be good 
enough for you any more than the wood- 
en shoes and leather clothing of your 
fathers are good enough for you; or 
that your fathers’ ignorance of the laws 
of gravitation, the formjof the earth, 
the rules of navigation, the power of 
steam, compressed air, and electricity 
is good enough for you.

BIRTH OF THE ROSE, 


Two Legends of the Origin of This 
Beautiful Flower, 

There are two traditions as to the 
origin of the rose. According to Sir 
John Mandeville, a Jewish maid of 
Bethlehem (whom Southey names ZiI- 
jah) was beloved by a brutish sot 
named Hammel. The maiden rejected

THE MAN NA TREE, 


It In a Species of Ash Which Is Tap- 
ped For Its Gum. 

Few know that manna is a species 
of gum which exudes from the ash. 
The true manna ash is the Fraxinus 
It is a beautiful tree and has 
much handsomer flowers than any oth- 
er ash. In some parts of Sicily trees 
are planted especially for these sub- 
stances which they yield, just as in 
some parts of our country the sugar 
maple is planted for its sugar. The 
ash trees are tapped when about ten 
years old. A transverse cut is made 
| about one-third of the circumference of 
| the tree, a number of these transverse 
cuts being made one above the other. 
as forty-five cuts are fre- 
quently made in one large trunk. 

In some countries where manna is 
collected it is done by inserting tubes, 
just as is the case of collecting the 
maple sugar, but where these cuts are 
made the gum runs down the trunk 
and hardens. The following season 
cuts are made just above those of the 
previous year. After this has been 
three years in progress the stems are 
cut down and the new crop of shoots 
Sometimes, how- 
ever, the stems are left standing four 
years before being finally cut away.

Montreal, June 14.—The Turbinia, 
the first turbine passenger and cargo 
steamer to cross the Atlantic, passed 
Low point, in the St. Lawrence, on her 
maiden voyage, bound from England to 
Hamilton, Ont. The vessel left New- 
eastle-on-Tyne June 1. The vessel is 
260 feet long, 83 feet wide, and 20 feet 
9 inches deep. She is of 1000 tons 
burden and has accommodations for 
over 1500 passengers. 


Ocean Liners’ Rate War 

London, June 14.—The White Star 
line announces a cut to $12.50 in third- 
class fares for steamships sailing from 
Liverpool to New York the same week 
as the Carpathia and the Aurania of the 
Cunard line, which has cut the steer- 
age rate to these figures for the vessels 
named. The Cunard Hine announces 
that the fare from Liverpool to New 
York or Boston is cut to $15.

after referring to me as “the chief of- 
fender,” you say that in my case “the 


corruption took the form of  favor- 
ing get-rich-quick concerns and similar 
schemes; in other words, the criminals, 
whom it was (my) sworn duty to prose- 
cute paid (me) for permission to fleece 
the public unmolested.” 

After thus giving you official opin- 
ion as chief magistrate of the nation 
as to my guilt, you referred to the fact 
that there were three indictments pend- 
ing against me, and you called upon a 
jury to do its duty. 

No verdict of jury nor sentence of 
judge could have had such far-reaching 
or irremediable consequences for me as 
this extraordinary official proclamation 
of guilt by you, and the ordinary ma- 
chinery of justice is probably powerless 
fully to rectify the injustice done. Im- 
mediately upon seeing your charges in 
the press, I addressed you a letter, 
protesting that on the mere say-so of 
Mr. Bristow, you had no right, without, 
at least, first giving me a chance to be 
heard in my defense or without con- 
fronting me with the charges or the 
evidence, thus prematurely and rashly 
to prejudice me and perhaps forever 
blast the good name and character 
which for nearly 80 years I had en- 
deavored to establish. 


When I wrote this letter I had little 
hope that a merciful and just God 
would spare my life long enough to en- 
able ry of my peers, and 
I wished merely 
lieved to be a death-bed protest against | 
your unusual, unjust and arbitrary ac- 


me to face a ju 


tion. Fortunately, I have now had my 
day in court, and I have established 
my innocence of any crime or of any 


misconduct in office.

The jury were

physical condition. The jury pro- 
nounced me “not guilty’’ on all the in- 


dictments. Their verdict, I am advised 
and believe, expresses the unanimous 
sentiment of every member of the bar | 
and of the community who followed 
the case. 

Such a verdict in a trial brought in 
good faith would ordinarily be a suf- 
ficient vindication of an accused party, 
but unfortunately in this case your of- 
ficial proclamation of my assumed 
guilt has such weight that to many it 
practically over-rides the verdict of the 
jury. Against such injustice I have 
no recourse, except by appealing to 
your sense of right and fair-dealing. 


In my letter to you of Dec. 2, 1903, I 
intimated briefly that your action was 
unjust and wrong, and that you would 
not have taken the course you did 
if you had not been misled and de- 
ceived by Mr. Bristow’s report. I 
charged that his report suppressed the 
facts; garbled the evidence; misquoted 
the records; made untrue statements 
and was in every way calculated to wmis- 
lead and deceive you as well as the 
public. I now reaffirm these charges. 

I do not mean for a moment to ques- 
tion the good faith and entire sincerity 
of your proclamation; I wish merely to 
emphasize the fact that you have been 
deceived and that your laudable zeal 
for public and official decency has been 
imposed upon. Youaccuse me of “gross 
corruption;” the attorneys for the gov- 
ernment constantly disclaimed any 
such charge before the jury. You 
charge that I was “paid by criminals 
not to prosecute them;” not a scintilla 
of evidence was offered to sustain such 
a charge, nor was a single witness nor 
a single document produced to show 
special favors to “swindling schemes” 
or a single violation of duty. Every 
charge in the Bristow reportin any 
wise reflecting on me has been dis- 
proved by the recent trial—disproved 
not by virtue of the verdict, but by 
sworn evidence of the government's 
ewn witnesses. 

In my letter to you, I prayed that my 
life and mental powers might be spared 
uptil I bad convinced the American 
public and you as chief magistrate that 
all my acts have been honest, and 
straight-forward, in the sight of God 
and man. My remaining hours are few 
and though my house is in order and 
with clear conscience I await from day 
to day the irrevocable summons, never- 
theless, I cannot close my eyes without 
first appealing to you, Mr. President, 
as my chief accuser, to endeavor, insofar 

as you can, to right the great wrong 
which you have unwittingly done me.”

losses in California. The cherry shot 
hole fungus was injurious in New York 
and Pennsylvania and prevailed de- 
structively in Iowa and Nebraska. 
Crown gall is becoming more serious 
every year as a nursery pest through- 
out the country. The black rot of grape 
was more general in Connecticut and 
Rhode Island, the loss being 40 percent. 
Strawberry leaf blight is less preva- 
lent. Corn smut caused heavy loss in 
Maryland and was common in New 
York. Corn leaf blight was general in 
Connecticut, Defaware, western Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey. 

Tomato bacterial wilt was found in 
Connecticut and it was widespread in 
the south. The fusarium wilt in Florida 


caused a loss of $500,000 and large areas 
of land also had to be thrown out of 
cultivation. 

Cucumber downy mildew caused 
large losses in Florida and the trucking 
section near Charleston, where the esti- 
muted loss was $100,000. It was also 
unusually destructive in West Virginia, 


Pennsylvania, New York and Michigan. 
The bitter root of apples has been wide- 
spread. 

Apple scab was much less injurious 
in New England, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Michigan than last year, but 
it seems to have been more destructive 
in the west. It is on the increase on the 
Pacific coast. Apple canker or brown 
rot was prevalent in Connecticut, Ohio, 
New York and Michigan. Black 
heart, a disease affecting the wood of 
apple trees, was reported from west- 
ern states. 

Pear blight was more than 
prevalent this year in the east. In the 
south it is universal and little effort is 
made to control it. There was an epi- 
demic of pear blight that defoliated } 
trees from Maryland southward.

Cripple Creek Crimes Laid at 


Door of Citizens’ Alliance 


“WORK OF HIRED THUGS" 


Forcible Resignation of Officials 
Declared to Show That Explo- 
sion and Subsequent Outrages 


Were Planned In Advance 
Denver, June 15.—The executive 
board of the Western Federation of 
Miners has issutd a statement regard- 
ing the strikes in Colorado and the re- 
cent disturbances in Cripple Creek 
district. 

The statement declares that, “not- 
withstanding persistent reports to the 
contrary,” every local union yoted upon 


the proposition before any strike was 
called; that the recent convention sent 
a committee to Cripple Creek to in- 
yestigate the situation and that the 
committee found che representatives of 
the mines ready to listen to a proposi- 
tion of settlement. 

“Before any further conference couid 
be held,” it is asserted, “the Citizens’ 
alliance interfered in such a manner as 
to frustrate further efforts in the direc- 
tion of settlement, the interference of 
the alllance being no doubt prompted 
by the bitter hatred of the merchants 
against the four co-operative stores 
established and maintained in the dis- 
trict by the federation. 

“We are fully convinced that the 
original explosion and subsequent out- 
rages were not only the work of the 
Citizens’ alliance, but are thoroughly 
of the opinion that the whole matter 
was planned in advance. Perhaps no 
single occurrence bas so much bearing 
on this conclusion as the forcible resig- 
nation of various regularly elected of- 
ficials in the district. 

“What publie necessity justified the 
mob to compel the resignation of those 
otlicers we will leave the reader to 
judge. To set aside the expressed will 
of the people, to depose officials named 
by the majority to conduct public af- 
fairs, is of itself a crime against citizen- 
ship that we cannot pass without se- 
vere criticisin. Beside this all other 
crimes are puny—are parlor jokes or 
comic opera. 

“The very fact that union men are 
deported by the military is of itself suf- 
ficient to show that no evidence could 
be obtained againstthe men. What evi- 


dence there is acquits the miners. but 
appescuuy Lusiens tle crime upon the 


leads of hired ussussins and thugs in 
the pay of the Citizens’ alllance. 

“The apparent success of this line of 
auction at Telluride has evidently 
prompted the recent acts of violence in 
the Cripple Creek district. The lawless 
mob at all times lind access to the state 
orms and ammunition. When the mob 
had committed outrages without num- 
ber the power of the great state of 
Colorado steps in, takes up affairs 
where the mob left off, deports union 
men, abuses others, and brazenly her- 
alds to the world the palpable lie 
that the miners’ unions are crimina!] or- 
ganizations and must be wiped out. 

“We denounce the verdict of the 
coroner's jury who holds the federation 
responsible for the death of the vic- 
tims of the Independence explosion as 
unjust and ridiculous, and we assert 
that when the truth is known it will 
be found to be the work of detectives 
and thugs hired on purpose to commita 
deed that might be laid at our door, 
and offer the excuse for the reign of 
terror that followed.” 

The statement concludes with an ap- 
peal for funds to sustain the deported 
miners and their families. 


Another Batch Deported 

Victor, Col., June 15.—Thirty-six 
men were deported yesterday afternoon 
by the military. The destination of 
the exiles was given out unofticially as 
New Mexico. The report was current, 
however, that they would be taken 
through that territory to the old Mexico 
line and made to pass over to Mexican 
soil. A strong guard of military will 
accompany the men until they are 
finally released. The men sent out are 
nearly all union men or union sym- 
pathizers. Other deportations will be 
made, but just when the next train will 
be ready to be sent out is not stated 
at military headquarters.

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LOW STEERAGE RATES 


Likely to Bring Heavy Influx of 
Undesirable Aliens 

Boston, June 15.—Transatlantic 
steerage rates haye now been placed 
at such a small figure by the leading 
steamship lines that the immigration 
officials look for a heavy influx of 
aliens, With the likelihood that many 
of them will prove undesirable. The 
cut has come at a time when the au- 
thorities were congratulating them- 
selves that immigration was on the 
Wane, and now it is likely to reach 
record-breaking figures. 

White Star rates from Liverpool to 
this port are $14 by the cut, while the 
Cunard met the cut with one still lower, 
going from $27.75 to $13.75. The North 
German Lloyd is expected to reduce the 
fare to $10, in which case the other 
companies will have to follow suit. 

So far as Boston is concerned, Im- 
migration Commissioner Billings has 
made up his mind that if he can help 
it, no undesirable immigrants will gain 
admission to this country, no matter 
what the rates. 


London, June 15.—The American line 
announces a 5 shilling cut in third-class 
fares on the same conditions as those 
announced by the White Star Hane, 
namely, for steamships sailing from 
Southampton to New York the same 
week as the Carpathia and the Aurania 
of the Cunard line. 


Passenger Steamer Punctured : 

New York, June 15.—The sound 
steamer Chester W. Chapin, with 200 
passengers on board for New London, 
Conn., struck a reef off Nigger point, 
off the south end of Ward's island, last 
night, and stove in her forward bulk- 
head. Her condition was such that 
Captain Rowland decided to put back 
and, with the aid of a tug, brought the 
Chapin to her dock in North river. It 
was found that the Chapin’s injury 
consisted only of a small leak about 
three feet below the waterline in her 
forward compartment. The vessel con- 
tinued her trip to New London, leay- 
ing shortly after 11 o'clock, most of 
the passengers remaining aboard. 


Masters and Pilots Yield 

Cleveland, June 15.—After six weeks 
of tieup on the Great Lakes that has 
directly involved only a couple of 
thousand men, but indirectly more than 
100,000, Who have been idle because of 
its existence, a cessation was brought 
to the strike last night by the our- 
render of the masters who, with the 
pilots, have been holding out for a more 
uniform scale of wages than was of- 
fered by the Lake Carriers’ association. 
Paul Powell, district captain of the 
Masters and Pilots’ association, said 
that it was deemed advisable to make 
the best of a bad situation.

‘The last 
congress authorized such promotion 
where chaplains have served 10 years in 
the army and have been specially 
recommended for promotion by their 
superior officers on account of meri- 
torious service.

If 
you return by way of Liverpool you 
will be quite apt to leave London the 
day before sailing, as did our party so 
as to spend some time at quaint old 
Chester. 

When we reached Liverpool we were 
met by an agent of the Dominion line. 
He was given our hand baggage. Each 
piece was already marked with the 
name of owner, number of stateroom, 
etc., but the agent also tagged each 
piece with the Dominion Company 
label, writing the name, stateroom etc., 
so that each piece was doubly marked. 
We left to spend the night in Chester 
with the assurance we would find every- 
thing in our staterooms the next after- 
noon. 

We were aboard a full hour before 
the Commonwealth sailed and our lug- 
gage arrived piece by piece, till we had 
all but one hat box. We interviewed 
the proper officials who said, ‘‘It will 
come aboard,“don’t worry about it,’’ 
but it came not. A letter was sent 
back at Queenstown and the steamer 
thoroughly searched. On arriving at 
Boston the loss was reported to the 
proper authorities, who were confident 
the box would come by the next steamer. 

Nine months have passed and still no 
hat box, nor has the company shown 
any disposition to continue the search 
or to reimburse the loser, who is out 
about thirty dollars by the carelessness 
or dishonesty of the Company’s em- 
ployes.

Such a one does not ven- 
ture to pass clean shaved through our 
streets. Let each one of us present in 
all candor such features as are his.

But to conceal it with a huge 
and bushy beard and thereby to pre- 
sent the appearance of a man endowed 
with great strength of will is surely a 
false pretense.” 


BENEDICT ARNOLD. 


Tragic Ending of the Life of 
the Talented Traitor. 

The last twenty years of the life of 
Benedict Arnold were probably the 
most unhappy that ever fell to the 
lot of man. The British were willing 
to use him to promote their own plans 
and to pay him for his disgraceful 
services, but everywhere he was held 
in such scorn and contempt that for 
years he scarcely ventured to appear 
in public. Before his treachery he 
stipulated for a fortune in cash and a 
commission as major general in the 
British army. . 

He got both and soon spent the 
former in speculation, while the dat- 
ter did him no good, as no officer in 
the army would serve under him, and, 
although his talents and bravery were 
unquestioned, he remained to the end 
of his days a general without com- 
mand, even at a time when the British 
government was sorely pressed for 
officers and men. In 1798, during the 
French war, when the country was 
anxiously gathering all its resources, 
he applied to the Duke of York for a 
command, but was refused. 

He want home in despair and said 
to his wife, “They will not let me find 
a soldier's death.” He never rallied 
after this blow, and soon after his 
mind appeared to wander. He ordered 
his Continental uniform to be brought 
and put it on, including the sword he 
had worn when in the American servy- 
{fce, and so he died a raving maniac 
in 1801 at his residence in London. 

Judge Shea Posed. 

Some years ago Judge Shea, a New 
York lawyer, became chief justice of 
what was then the marine court and 
what is now known as the city court 
of New York. He went to England 
once and was registered at a hotel as 
“Chief Justice of the Marine Court, 
U. S. A.” The lords of the admiralty 
and the judges of all the great British 
courts called upon him, put him up at 
their clubs, invited him to dinner and 
treated him with as much considera- 
tion as if the tribunal of which he was 
the head had been, as they supposed it 
to be, one of the great courts of the 
United States, instead of a purely city 
affair. 

Judge Shea was never tired of re- 
counting to his cronies here how he 
had been treated in England on that 
memorable trip.

What “proof” means as applied to 
the quality or the measurement of the 
strength of whisky is not understood 
by many people. As explained by a 
man who knows the correct use of the 
term it is simple enough. The stand- 
ard of the United States revenue is a 
liquor half of which, by volume, is 
alcohol. This is 100 proof. If a whisky, 
then, is described as 90 proof it means 
that it contains 100 measures of water 
and 90 measures of alcohol. Whisky 
of 100 proof contains equal measures 
lor each. Whisky of 120 proof contains 
100 measures of water and 120 meas- 
ures of alcohol.—Philadelphia Record.

‘Tugs are arriving 
hourly with bodies from North Brother 
dsland. 

Approximately 500 bodies have been 
recovered and are now being tagged at 
morgues. Divers are still busy taking 
bodies from the hold of the vessel, 
which they say is choked with bodies, 
and those of hundreds who leaped or 
were thrown into the river have not 
been recovered. 

It is the season of Sunday school 
excursions in New York harbor and 


bay and Long Island sound. Great 
preparations had been made for the 


17th annual excursion of the Sunday 
school of St. Mark’s German Lutheran 
church, the congregation of which is 
drawn from the dense population of 
the lower East and West Sides, and the 
General Slocugn had been chartered to 
earry the excursionists to Locust Grove, 
one of the many resorts on Long Isl- 
and sound. 

It is variously estimated that there 
were between 1500 and 2500 persons 
on board the General Slocum when she 
left the pier at Third street, East river, 
though the Knickerbocker Steamboat 
company, which owns the steamer, of- 
ficially states that the number of pas- 
sengers was 873, that being only one- 
third of the vessel's capacity. It is 
thought, however, that there were sev- 
eral hundred of young children, for 
whom fares are not usually charged on 
these excursions. 

There are storles of rotten life pre- 
seryers and of life preservers placed 
out of reach, of the failure of the crew 
to fight the fire and of the captain's 
mistake in not heading for the nearest 
land; but few know exactly what hap- 
pened in that terrible scene of suffer- 
ing and death, for many of the sur- 
vivors are practically insane and bun- 
dreds of others are in the hospitals. 

At 2 o’clock this morning the cor- 
oners announced that the total number 
of bod.es recovered was 485. 

Before leaving North Brother island 
about that time Coroner Darlington said 
there was probably hundreds of corpses 
still in the wrecked hull of the Slocum. 


DETAILS OF DISASTER 


Overturned Pot of Grease Said 
to Have Started the Fire 

The scene on the decks of the steamer 
as she proceeded up the East river was 
one of harmless merrymaking cus- 
tomary on such occasions. The massof 
flags on the vessel fluttered in the 
June breezes, the bands were playing 
and the children were singing or danc- 
ing or waving handkerchiefs and flags 
in answer to the salutations of those on 
shore or on passing steamers. 

At the extreme eastern end of Ran- 
dall’s island, off 135th street, there isa 
stretch of water known as the Sunken 
Meadows. At this point, just as crowds 
were watching the gayly decorated 
steamer from the shore, the General 
Slocum took fire and as the age of the 
yvessel—she was built in 1891—had re- 
sulted in the drying of the wood with 
which she was almost entirely built, 
she was soon a mass of flame. 

The fire is said to have broken out 
in the lunch room on the forward deck 
through the overturning of a pot of 
grease. The wind was high and all ef- 
forts to subdue the fire were futile.

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Russians Overwhelmed by Japs 


North of Port ‘Arthur 


LOST A THOUSAND MEN 


Had No Time to Save Guns, 
Which Fall Into the Hands of 
the Enemy--The Russian Fleet 
Port Arthur, 


Showing That Channel Is Clear 


Emerges From 


--Large Reinforcements to Be 
Dispatched to Aid Kuropatkin 


London, June 16.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Express from Tokio, dated June 
15, suys news has been received there, 
but has not yet been officially pub- 
lished, of a great Japanese victory near 
Fu Chou, on the railway, 70 miles north 
of Port Arthur. The Russians, it is 
added, were overwhelmed, lost 1000 
men, left all their guus on the field and 
retreated In disorder. 

The Daily Chronicle's correspondent 
at Tokio cables the same news, adding 
that the Russians, to the number of 7000 
men, are vow in full flight towards 
Vshi Chaiuo and Kaio Chow. 


Morc 7: vops For Kuropatkin 
St. Petersburg, June 16.—The ap- 
pointment of Lieutenant General Dem- 
bowski as commander of the Fifth 
East Siberian army corps is evidence 


thut large reinforcements are to be 
placed at General Kuropatkin’s  dis- 
posal. The four corps originally formed 


of Siberian troops are mobilized in 
Manchuria, and other drafts have been 
sent to the fur cast. The or- 
ganization of the new corps inde- 
pendent of the Russlan corps, now or- 
dered out from European Russia, shows 
that Kuropatkin now has almost 200,- 
000 troops, irrespective of frontier and 
railroad guards, and that probably he 
has an effective army of 160,000 men 
at Liao Yang. 

The dispatel of divisions southward 
is not entirely attributed to a desire to 
relieve the pressure on Port Artbur, 
us it is considered that the fortress 
would lose most of its importance to 
Russia, from a strategical standpotnt, 
if the squadron there suceeeded in 
escaping and effecting a juncture with 
the squadron commanded by Vice Ad- 
iniral Skrydiloff. Stakelberg’s purpose, 
it is learned, is matnly Intended to dis- 
courage the landing of a fourth Jap- 
auese army, Which the authorities have 
reason to believe is planned, on the 
west coast of the Liao Tung peninsula, 
near New Chwang, whence It could co- 
operate with General Kuroki’s advance 
upon Liao Yaug. 

The Japanese faliure to follow up the 
bombardment of the Kai Chou and 
Suenchen coast by a debarkation is be- 
lieved to be in consequence of the de- 
velopment of Stakelberg’s position. Al- 
though the Japanese forward moye- 
ment from Siu Yen to take Stakelberg 
in the rear looks extremely dangerous, 
the war office does not manifest anx- 
jety at the prospect of Stakelberg’s 
communications being cut, saying that 
at least six days’ march of the Japan- 
ese Will be necessary to reach a position 
commanding the railroad, over which 
the Russians in case of necessity could 
easily retire.

Port Arthur Channel Is Ciear 

Tokio, June 16.—A flotilla of torpedo 
boats and torpedo boat destroyers, co- 
operating with the army, made a recon- 
nalssance in force near Siaoping isl- 
and Tuesday and bombarded the Rus- 
sian outposts on the coast to the west 
of the island. At noon the Russian 
crulser Novik, conveying 10 torpedo 
boat destroyers, stenmed out from Port 
Arthur. The Russian shore batteries 
protected these vessels with a heavy 
cannonade. 

The Japanese flotilla retreated slow- 
ly, firing as it went, for the purpose of 
decoying the enemy to sea. At3o’clock 
in the afternoon the Russian ships re- 
turned to the entrance of Port Arthur. 

The fact that the Novik came out of 
Port Arthur makes it certain that the 
Russians have succeeded in blasting a 
channel through the cement-laden 
merchantmen sunk by the Japanese in 
the entrance to the harbor. 

This freedom of egress comes too late 
to permit of any effect on the operations 
of the Japanese army, for men, guns 
and stores have practically all beer 
landed, and Admiral Togo is capable of 
keeping the remnants of the Russian 
fleet imprisoned in Port Arthur. 

Last Monday night Japanese vidette 
boats, protected by torpedo boats and 
torpedo boat destroyers, succeeded in 
reaching the entrance to Port Arthur 
and planted a series of mines. The 
darkness of midnight favored the op- 
eration. The Japanese vessels were 
not observed and they returned to the 
rest of the squadron without having sus- 
tained any damage. 


Russian Squadron Aggressive 
Toklo, June 16.—The Vladivostok 
squadron evidently attacked the Japan- 
ese transports Hitachi and Sado yes- 
terday off Iki island. The details of the 

attack have not been received here.

PRESBYTERIANISH 


Now Twenty Years Old in This 
City---Anniversary Celebrated. 


There was no room to spare Wednes- 
day evening in the hall of the Water 
Street Presbyterian church, the ceca- 
sion being the twentieth anniversary 
the organization of the church society. 
At half past seven the members and 
their friends sat down to a banquet, 
which was followed by an address by 
the pastor, the Rev. N. J. Sproul. He 
read from a copy of the Patriot, dated 
Jane 1884, requesting all who were in- 
terested in establishing a branch of the 
Presbyterian church in Qnincy to meet 
in Faxon hall on a certain date. 

The notice was responded to by 43 
men and three women, and that meet- 
ing marked the birth of Presbyterianism 
in this city. It being found by reference 
to the minutes of the meeting that it 
was closed by the singing of the hymn 
commonly known as ‘‘Old Hundred’’ 
(the one hundredth psalm) the audience 
were asked to join in singing it, which 
they did heartily. 

A brief prayer of thanksgiving fol- 
lowed, and then the house was turned 
over for a while to John Robertson of 
Boston, a well known humorist. Most 
of his jokes were at the expense of the 
Scottish race and were received with 
uproarious applause. He defined a 
Scotchman as one who kept the Sabbath 
and everything else that he could lay 
his hands on. 

Returning to seriousness the attention 
of the congregation was called toa pro- 
ject for remodelling the manse at a cost 
of over two thousand dollars and mak- 
ing an up-to-date dwelling house of it. 
A call for contributions was responded 
to quickly and in substantial forms, 
more than a thousand dollars 
pledged in a short time.

ALBERT GRANGE. 


Quincy's Benefactor in Exciting 
Runaway at Stamford. 


A Stamford, Conn., paper of June 9 
reports an exciting runaway in which 
Mr. and Mrs. Albert Crane of that city 
had a narrow escape. Mr. Crane is the 
son of the late Thomas Crane, and has 
very generously executed the wishes. of 
his father in erecting in Quincy a beau- 
tiful Pablic Library building. Only a 
few weeks ago Albert Crane presented 
to Quincy an estate adjoining the 
Library for an enlargement of the 
grounds, and is constantly showing an 
interest in the institution. 

The report says: Frightened by a 
broken strap, a spirited team of horses 
owned by Albert Crane of Strawberry 
Hill took fright coming down Straw- 
berry Hill, about ten this morning, and 
dashed uncontrolled through the center 
of the city to Atlantic and Manhattan 
streets where the steeds slipped on the 
pavement and fell. Mr. and Mrs. Crane 
were in the coupe the team drew, and 
Carl Johnson, their coachman, sat on 
the box. Johnson was hurled from his 
seat when the team fell, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Crane tumbled out, but beyond a 
slight shaking-up and the nervous 
shock occasioned by the wild flight, 
none suffered any injuries. 

The Cranes were coming in to the 
center to do some shopping when the 
strap broke. One of the pair of horses 
is considerable younger than his mate, 
and much more fractious. The broken 
strap annoyed this animal and caused 
him to bolt and drag the other steed 


with bim. In a second both horses 
were speeding toward the center of 


the city. At every stride their speed 


increased and when they dashed 
through Atlantic Square the horses 


were travelling at top speed. 

Once or twice Mrs, Crane grasped the 
knob of the coupe door, and was on the 
point of leaping out, but the warning 
cries of people on the street and the 
presence of mind of ber husband pre- 
vented her. As the swaying coupe 
whirled through Atlantic street and 
swept on towards thedepot, pedestrians 
stood and followed its course witb their 
eyes expecting every second to see it 
collide with one of the many vehicles 
passing over Atlantic street or with the 
curbing or trees thatskirt the highway. 

The danger of acollison was increased 
by the muddy condition of the roads. 
The driver’s face was besmeared with 
the slimy substance scattered in a 
shower by the rapidly beating hoofs of 
tbe team and he was half-blinded by it. 
Though his strength was unequal to 
the task of bringing the team toa stand- 
still, Johnson was able to guide it, 
His dexterity asa driver was in evidence 
three or four times on the mad flight, 
when, by a sudden twist of the reins, 
or a shout, he directed the runaway 
from another vehicle. 

Going up Atlantic street hill, the 
horses slackened their speed noticeably, 
but so worn out was the driver by bis 
previous exertion that he was unable to 
stop them. Once over the summit, the 
team tore along at increased speed. It 
was terrifying to behold them. dash 
down the south slope of Atlantic street 
hill. Had there been a trolley car 
standing on the network of tracks be- 
neath the railroad bridge, the conse- 
quences might have been serious. 

Fortunately there were no car or other 
vehicle in the vicinity of the bridge. 
When the horses slipped and hurled 
Johnson from the box, he was not 
stunned by the fall, but was quickly on 
his feet, and at the team’s heads. The 
frightened team continued to struggle 
for a minute or two, but Johnson and 
men who went to his assistance were 
able to control the horses. 

Notwithstanding their experience, 
Mr. and Mrs. Crane were anxious to 
re-enter the carriage and drive home, 
and undoubtedly they would have done 
so had not the horses been cut so badly 
as to require the attention of a veterinary 
surgeon. The horses were led to Dr. 
Hexamer’s stables, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Crane returned home in another con- 
veyance, They had nothing but words 
of praise for the courage and skill 
shown by the coachman.,

New June 18.—Despite the un- 


tiring work of the divers and grapplers, 


York, 


and the watchfulness of scores of men 
who bave given themselves over to the 
task of searching for the missing, but 
few bodies of those who perished in the 
Slocum disaster were recovered yester- 
day. It was stated by divers who went 
down into the wreck at dawn that there 
are many bodies still under the en- 


tanglement of timbers and paddle- 


wheels, and that it would be necessary 
to dynamite the hulk or raise it before 
they could be reached. 


City officials communicated with a 


wrecking company, and an announce- 


ment was made that the company 
would undertake the work of bringing 
the wreck to the surface. Later, how- 
ever, a conference between the marine 
insurance companies and the wrecking 
company ended in a disagreement, with 
the result that for the present, at least, 
the matter is in abeyance. 

At this conference it was stated that 
the Knickerbocker Steamboat com- 
pany, which owns the General Slocum, 
had resigned all claim to the boat on 
the agreement that it should receive 
£70,000, the amount for which the boat 
was insured. The insurance com- 
panies and the wrecking company failed 
to agree on terms and if the boat 
raised at all the cost probably 
come out of the city treasury.

B. F. Conklin, chief engineer of the 
General Slocum, is at his home in 
Catskill, ill from the effects of his ter- 
rible experience in the disaster, but 


he has so far recovered that he is able 


to talk about it. 
He does not know how the fire 
started, but says that while he was 


talking to his assistant, Everett Bran- 
dow, when opposite 138th street, the 
first mate reported tue fire. Conklin 
continued; 

“I at once ordered him to lay the 
hose while I went to the pumps, first 
notifying the captain, who was in the 
pilot house, by calling to him through 
the speaking tube. I told Brandow to 
stand near the engine and not to leave

Officials of the coroner’s office have 
made considerable progress in the way 
of gathering evidence which will be 
presented on Monday, when the cor- 
oner’s inquest will begin.

Sey- 
watches showed that more than 
half an hour had elapsed from the 
breaking out of the fire until] the boat 
was run ashore, all the watches which 
were taken from bodies of the drowned 
stopping between 10:10 and 10:20. 

Estimates as to the number of dead 
still vary greatly and this may be ac- 
counted for the reason of the failure to 
report to the proper authorities on the 
part of many who, although officially 
registered as missing, were in reality 
saved. 

Already 539 bodies have been recov- 


ered, of which about 50 remain un- 
identified. These include 273 children, 


243 women and 23 men. Thirteen of- 
ficers of St. Lutheran’s church are 
among the dead, among them being a 
woman. 

The first funeral from among the 
victims was that of a young girl, whois 
believed to have died of heart disease 


from fright. No signs of death from 
burning or drowning were found. Her 


funeral was followed by a score of 
others, which were attended by thou- 
sands of persons. 

Many thousands of dollars have been 
subscribed to the relief fund, and 
money will continue to pour into the 


relief committee for the benefit of the 
widows and orphans. Within an hour 
or two after the subscription list was 
opened $12,000 had been collected.

Bow a British Officer Broke In One 
Belonging to King Edward. 

Zebras as carriage horses and for 
riding purposes may soon be a common 
sight, for a recent experiment at the 
London zoo has demonstrated that 
these beautifully striped animals can 
be easily tamed and that they are even 
more docile and easily managed, when 
broken in, than the gentlest of ordinary 
horses, says the London Black and 
White. 

After spending four hours in break- 
ing in a zebra Captain Horace Hayes 
is able to ride it handily. His first pu- 
pil was Jennie, a nine-year-old zebra 
presented to King Edward by the Em- 
peror Menelik of Abyssinia. When 
first led into the paddock she was 
fidgety and nervous. In order to soothe 
her Captain Hayes stroked her gently 
with a long rod. She stood quite still 
during this proceeding, seeming uot to 
resent it in the least. 

But when a man approached her with 
a halter she plunged and reared, racing 
madly around and around the paddock. 
Presently she quieted down, and the 
trainer got near enough to slip a rope 
around her right leg. She tried to kick 


| it loose, but in doing so got her left leg 


entangled in it. She was thrown for- 


| ward on her front legs in a kneeling 


position and then, with a gentle push, 
sent rolling on her side. Her four legs 
were then bound with ropes until she 
was utterly helpless. For an hour she 
was left in this plight; then the ropes 
were removed from her feet, and she 
got up a meek und submissive crea- 
ture. 

She stood still while a bit was placed 
in her mouth and a saddle strapped to 
her back. Captain Hayes climbed into 
the saddle, and Jennie consented to be 
ridden. She makes an excellent saddle 
horse, intelligent, fast and thoroughly 
to be relied upon.

Death List of Victims of Slo- 


cum Disaster Grows 


THREE HUNDRED MISSING 


More Than Six Hundred Bodies 
Have Been Recovered--Section 
of Deck Rail Brought Up, With 
Bodies of Women Clinging to 
It--Captain, Pilots, Engineers 
and Crew to Be Detained 


New York, June 20.—Sunday’s har- 
vest of dead from the steamer Slocum 
numbered 41, bringing the total number 
of bodies so far recovered up to624. Of 
these 550 have been identified, while 31 
of the victims now lying at the morgue 
have not been claimed by friend or 
relative. 

While the list of missing bas been 
cut down somewhat by identifications, 


11 new names have been added to that 
roll, leaving the total of missing some- 
thing more than 300. 

Eurly Sunday morning the searchers 
began anew the work of locating the 
Slocum’s dead. Within an bour they 
had recovered 13 bodies off the shore 
of North Brother island. Three of the 
bodies were found floating und it is the 
general opinion that many more will 
come to the surface during the week. _ 

Of those recovered during the first 
hour one was a man, six women, two 
boys and four girls, one an infant. A 
life-saver, grappling from a raft, 
brought up a woman of 30 and a girl of 
11 years locked in each other’s arms. 
A few minutes later he brought the 
bodies of a boy 9 years old and a girl 
of 6, apparently brother and _ sister, 
clinging tightly to each other. 

Divers who went to the wreck found 
the bodies of a woman, a girl and a 
boy and brought them to the surface. 
They were burned beyond recognition. 
The divers said that there were still 
more bodies ja the wreck. 

Three men working with an impro- 
vised grappler, consisting of a block of 
wood to which many blue-fish hooks 
were attached, drew up the section of 
the rail of the upper deck of the Slo- 
cum about 30 feet in length. The 
bodies vf fuur women were clinging 
to the rail, the fingers gripping the in- 
terlaced wire roping. ‘This is part of 
the rail which had given way just be- 
fore the steamer was. beached, pre- 
cipitating 100 persons into the water. 

The funerals of nearly 100 victims of 
the disaster were held yesterday. In 
many instances two caskets were car- 
ried in the same hearse and in some 
cases two and even three. hearses 
bore away the dead of a single family. 

Department officials, for the purpose 
of obtaining evidence, yesterday went 
over the exact course taken by the 
Genera! Slocum on Wednesday last. 
Coroner Berry said that he was entirely 
satisfied with the results of the trip. 
He said also that he had issued an or- 
der for the detention of the captain, 
pilots, engineers and crew of the 
Slocum. 

“I learned,” said he, “that they were 
trying to escape and I asked the police 
to detain as witnesses everybody who 
was employed on the boat. Some of 
them have escaped and we may never 
be able to get them. But we are after 
them and will leave no stone unturned 
to get them within our jurisdiction.” 

Secretary Cortelyou, of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, visited the 
scene of the disaster yesterday. He 
remained at Narth Brother island long 
enough to witness a number of bodies 
being taken out of the water. He re- 
fused to discuss the situation. 

The region in the vicinity of St. 
Mark’s German Lutheran church in 
East Sixth street was on Saturday the 
scene of 114 funerals, representing the 
burial of nearly 200 persons, almost all 
those of women and children. “Tnor- 
mous crowds thronged the street™ pf the 
quarters and a large force of police 
Was necessary to prevent disorc rand 
keep clear a passage for the long lines 
of hearses and carriages. Funeral ser- 
vices were held in no less than 37 
churches of yasious denominations in 
the quarter.

Special Addresses in 11 
Quincy Churches. 


Speakers Prominent in 
the Work. 


Benefits Well Summed Up by Fall 
River Secretary. 


In eleven of the local churches on 
Sunday the work of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association was presented by 
visiting Association men. 

The genera) thought was the need of 
such a work in any given community, 
especially in a community where there 
are sO many young mep as in Quincy. 
What could be accomplished in a well 
equipped plant, that all sections will be 
drawn cluser together by it, and- that 
the churches would be materially aided. 

The Association, it was claimed, is 
the church at work during the week in 
this special line. An instance was 
cited where in one city all the churches 
have a bulletin on their church build- 
ing stating that ‘‘The Institutional 
work of this church is done at the 
Young Men’s Christian Association on 
Blank street.’’? This is tbe attitude 
the churches should take and the result 
would be to each in proportion tc the 
energy put into it. 


Most of the young men who are 
working have at least 30 hours of 
leisure each week. The Association 


can do much in directing this time so 
to be of advantage to themselves and to 
the city. 

This is also true of the money earned 
by them. ‘Take for example an associa- 
tion with 300 young men earning an 
average of $50 per month, it makes a 
great difference to a city how that money 
is spent. An Association can by its 
influence over individnals and through 
economy clubs, current problem ®clubs, 
savings banks and other such influences 
greatly raise the economic conditions 
of the young men and thus of the entire 
community. 

At Bethany Chureb, Mr. W. D. 
Fellows, General Secretary of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association at Fall 
River, spoke for three quarters of an 
hour on various phases of Association 
work. He said that if he were to take 


of Zachariah ‘‘Rup, Speak to that 
young man.’’ His address was replete 
with story and illustration and was an 
earnest appeal in behalf of the work for 
young men. Some of the things he 
said were in substance as follows. 

We little realize the possibilities 
wrapped up in the boy. We are apt to 
push aside the newsboy or bootblack 
with little thought that before us may 
be one of the greatest men of the coming 


generation. Lincoln came from the log 
cabin, Grant from the tan yard. 
Moody, Dewey and Sampson were 


brought forth when needed by the coun- 
try in time of a great crisis. 

We need to become impressed with 
the value of work and tie responsibility 
of the men and women in the commu- 
nity for the welfare of the boys. 

I kew a business man who said, ‘‘As 
a taxpayer I favor the Y. M. C. A. and 
its work. As a believer in good morals, 
I endorse it; and as a patriot, I support 
it. ” 

Nothing costs a community so much 
as bad habits, idleness and immorality. 
As a business policy it pays to support 
societies to shield and protect our homes. 
We insure our homes against loss by 
fire; our ships against loss by storm; 
and our families against financial dis- 
tress in the event of our death. Why 
not insure our boys and girls? The 
Young Mens Christian Association came 
into existence to insure our young men’s 
characters. 

The young man does not usually go 
astray while at work. It is when rest 
time comes that boys and young men 
go wrong. When they dress up and 
say, [am going down town for a little 
time. There is great danger on the 
track of boys and girls when they go 
out into the night without protective 
oversight. The Y. M. C. A. is an 
agent which furnishes such protection. 
If we are to reach our young men 
through the association we must fur- 
nish and equip a place that will be as 
attractive as the attractive homes. 

Upon the Y. M. C. A. is to rest the 
future of our churches. The cry of 
the country is for strong young men. 
The great men of our coantry today 
are men with the spirit of God in 
theirlives. If you don’t turn the power 
of young men’s lives in the right direc-

The Y. M. C. A. has succeeded 
in directing this power as no other 
organization has succeeded in doing. 

Railroad companies all over the 
country have been putting up buildings 
for association work among its em- 
ployees. From $200,000 to $300,000 is 
contributed annually for running ex- 
penses, aud the companies consider this 
one of their best paying investments. 
President Roberts of the Pennsylvania 
System states that on that system 
wrecks have decreased 662-3 precent 
where Y. M. C. A. work is going on. 

In our educational institutions more 
than 50,000 men are connected with the 
association work and the moral of 
the institutions is better than ever be- 
fore. Our government welcomes the 
establishment of the Y. M. C. A. work 
in every vessel of the navy and among 
the soldiers. The Association has 
passed its experimental stage, it is 
fifty years old and is touching the lives 
of men all over the world. 

Dr. Wilbur Chapman is reported as 
saying that if the Association had 
nothing but a reading room he would 
believe in it for he would be sure that 
there would only be good reading mat- 
ter init. If it had nothing but a gym- 
nasium he would believe in it, for the 
gymnasium is a strong agency for keep- 
ing boys lives clean. The Y. M. C. A 
has had more to do with purifying ath- 
letics than any other organization. 

The boys’ work is one of the mightiest 
factors in the associations work. Three 
with the 
Fall River work. Of these more than 
100 are employed in the factories. 
The study classes, the gymnasium, the 
debates and Bible classes have a strong 
intluence on the lives of these boys, 
and if the association did nothing else 
it would be worth a thousand times 
what it cost. 

You have a city which you love. A 
city with a history; great men have 
gone forth from it. Thank God you 
stand true to your convictions on the 
rum question, If you lived in Fall 
River you would understand what I 
mean when I say, I thank God. $2,000 
000 will not pay the rum bill there for 


1904. You have about 7500 men be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 35. About 
4000 young men from 12 to 18. What 


are you doing for them? 

It will require work in Quincy to 
make the Association a success. A 
mighty responsibility rests upon you 
regarding the boys and girls of Quincy 
and unless you rise to the needs of the 
hour there will rest upon you the 
curse of the results of your neglect. 
Public sentiment may not be what it 
ought to be, but you can create public 
sentiment by furnishing a proper home 
for the young men. 

Before going to Fall River, I was told 
that there was no place in the United 
States as bad as Fall River for Associa- 
I believed God had a work 
there for me to do. The assets of the 
Association were a debt of $1,400 and 
an old building that would not keep 
out the water when it rained, and there 
was practically no membership roll. 
Now we have a plant valued at $175,- 
000 all paid for except about $14,000 
and a membership of 1,221. There has 
been an increase of about 500 in niem- 
bership since we got into our new 
building. We have 200 in our Bible 
class, and the last three months we 
have touched the lives of more than 
1,300 men in our shop work. We have 
more than 300 Catholics who are mem- 
bers of our Association, A Catholic 
priest recently said to me, after going 
through our building, ‘‘I wish all my 
young men could come here,’’ 

If you will give your young men a 
home worthy the nameof home they 
will come and will profit by what they 
receive there. 

Mr. Fellows closed with the hope that 
the community would make the work 
of the Y. M. C. A. one of the most 
helpful factors in the life of Quincy. 

Altogether the day was one of great 
interest and it is believed that with 
more perfect knowledge of the move- 
ment the people will continue to respond 
handsomely to the appeal for the balance 
of the fund for the building.

INSECT ARCHITECTURE. 


The Way Carpenter Bees Build Their 
Nests In Wood, 

Mr. Rennie in his “Insect Architec- 
ture” describes the work of a carpell- 
ter bee. First she chiseled a channel 
In a piece of wood with her powerful 
jaws and deposited each morsel at a 
distance. Then she made repeated 
journeys to bring in pollen and clay 
until she had collected enough to serve 
as food for the future grubs and to 
bar the entrance. 

Cutting open the post, he found a 
nest of six cells separated by partl- 
tions of clay as thin as cardboard and 
with sides as smooth as any joiner 
could have contrived. 

Reaumur tells us how the violet car- 
penter bee bores into wood obliquely 
for an inch and then perpendicularly 
for a foot, scooping out three or four 
buch passages. At the bottom she lays 
Bn egg, covers it with a paste of pollen 
hind honey and a protection of gnaw- 
Ings from the wood. This is repeated 
iintil the nest is filled, and a side door 
at the bottom enables the young bees 
to come out in due time.—Pearson’s 
Weekly.

KAMIMURA IS CRITICISED 


Not the First Time He Has Al- 
lowed the Enemy to Gain Suc- 
Nose of His 
Squadron--Oku’s Great Battles

Tokio, June 20.—The remarkable 
‘aid of the Russian Vladivostok squad- 
fon evidently is over. ‘The squadron 
disappeared Saturday off Cape Hana- 
shi, steering to the north, and it has not

Whether or not a portion of Vice Ad- 
miral Kamimura’s squadron is await- 
Ing the Russians off Vladivostok is a 
guarded secret. Assuming 
that Kamimura dispatched some of his

that the Russian squadron was off Ik‘ 
island, those ships would have ample 
time to arrive there ahead of the Kus- 
siaus and be ready to give battle. 

The transports Sado, Hitachi and 
Izumi were the oniy ones overhauled 
by the Russians. Japan bad 13 trans- 
ports in and near the Strait of Korea 
the morning the Sado and the Hitachi 
were caught and she was fortunate that 
only the three ships mentioned were 
overtaken by the enemy. 

it is impossible to get complete facts 
concerning the sinking of the Hitachi. 
She evidently failed to stop when 
signalled to do so by the Russians. It 
is suid that the Japanese officers on 
board the Hitachi declined to surrender 
and required Captain Campbell, the 
English master, to keep his ship going. 
The assertion that the Russians fired 
upon the lifeboats in which men were 
escaping from the Japanese transport 
has been substantiated. 

The raid of the Vladivostok squadron 
has brought an unwarranted amount of 
criticism upon Vice Admiral Kami- 
mura from the Japanese and bis failure 
to catch the Russians in the fog off 
Gensan, on the coast of Korea, when 
the Japanese transport Kinshiu was 
sunk on April 26, with a loss of about 
200 men, has been recalled. 
of these even declare that if 
Kamimura fails to catch the Russian 
vessels before they reach Vladivostok 
he should either résign from the navy 
or commit suicide. ‘The popular de- 
mand for his displacement is growing, 
but the public is wit..out information 
as to the nature of his orders or the 
plans of the naval campaign and fails 
to make allowances for the limitation 
of conditions. ; 

Kamimura’s squadron was lying off 
Tsu island when the raiding Russians 
reached Okino island. He immediately 
started in pursuit of the enemy, but 
rains obscured the sea and an electrical 
storm interfered with his system of 
wireless telegraphy. The only possible 
indictment against Kamimura is one of 
lack of good luck. The Russian raid 
Was a desperate venture and it is be- 
lieved here to bave succeeded only 
through blind luck. 

The Yawata and the Ansei, two sail- 
ing ships, were sunk by the Russians 
last Thursday off the west coast of 
Yezzo, Thirty-seven survivors reached 
Esashi on Thursday afternoon, This 
makes a total of five Japanese ships 
sunk or destroyed by the Russian

General Oku, the victor of the battle 
of Nanshan Hill on May 26, fought and 
won the battle of Telissu (Vafangow, 
according to the Russian designation,) 
on June 15. 

There is a strong similarity between 
the two fights. At Telissu the Japanese 
had to drive the Russians from two 
hills, while at Nanshan the enemy oc- 
cupied one hill. The Russians’ posi- 
tion at Telissu was superior to that of 
the Japanese and equalized the ad- 
vantage of the Japanese in having a 
larger force. The Russian position ex- 
tended from east to west and crossed 
the narrow valley through which run 
the Foo Chou river and the railway. 
From their positions on the right and 
left in the high hills which flank this 
valley, Oku drove the Russians down 
into the valley. The Japanese general 
carried first the enemy’s right and then 
his left. The fight at the left of his line 
was the most desperate of the day. 
The Russians held this position with 
desperate determination and only fired 
when they were almost completely en- 
veloped. The field had been disputed 
all day and when the Japanese 
reached it 600 of the enemy’s dead were 
found there. 

In his report General Oku says the 
Russians began the fight with 25 bat- 
talions of infantry, 17 squadrons of 
cavalry and 98 guns. They were rein- 
forced several times, but the number of 
reinforcements is not known. The 
Russian casualties are not known 
with exactitude. Seven Russian officers 
and 300 men were taken prisoners. The 
Japanese casualties reported up to noon 
on June 15 amounted to about 900 man, 
including eight officers killed and 14 
wounded. 


Transport Sunk by Russians 

Tokio, June 20.—The Japanese trans- 
port Izumi, which was reported missing 
a few days ago, was sunk by the 
Vladivostok fleet off Oshima island last 
Wednesday morning. 

The island of Oshima is situated near 
the northwest of the western entrance 
of the Tsungaru strait. The Izumi was 


retiring to Japan and was carrying 
108 passengers. The crew took to the 
outs When the Russian fleet was 
sighted. The armored cruiser Gromo- 
boi signalled for the boats to approach. 
They complied and all were taken on 
board and confined between decks ov er 
night. Thursday 


morning the non- 
combatants were released and sent 
aboard the Japanese vessel Unko, 
which brought them to Maizum. The 


Russian vessels are reported to have 


sailed in the direction of Hokkaido. 


Leaving Korea For Japan 
Seoul, June 20.—All ships which 
have been held in Korean ports, ow- 
ing to the presence of the Russian 
Vladivostok squadron in the Sea of 
Japan, have been allowed to depart for 
Japan.

“SICK FROM OVERWORK ' 


Walbridge, Yale’s Missing Stu- 
dent, Was In New York 
New Haven, June 20.—Leonard K. 
Walbridge, the Yale junior for whom 
considerable anxiety was felt on ac- 


count of his sudden disappearance from 


this city a week ago, returned to New 
Haven last night from New York, and 
by a strange coincidence it was less 
than an hour after his father, T. CG 
Walbridge, had announced that he 
would offer a reward of $500 for infor- 
mation which would lead to the loca- 
tion of his son. 

The elder Walbridge stated, soon 
after he saw his son, that the latter 
had been in New York since he \eft 
New Haven a week ago Saturday. He 
said that his son was taken sick from 
overwork and that he considered it bet- 
ter not to inform his parents under 
those conditions. 


Co-operative Bakery at the Hub 

Boston, June 20.—As a result of the 
strike of the bakers in this vicinity, a 
co-operative bakery, owned and op- 
erated by Boston Bakers’ unions 4 and 
53, was opened last night. The bakery 
is incorporated under Massachusetts 
laws with a capital stock otf $10,000 
and gives employment to 25 bakers. 
Branch stores have been established 
in various parts of the city. When 
the strike was first declared 1400 men 
quit work. All but 280 have returned 
to work under the wage scale demanded 
by the union. 


Teamsters Want State Council 

Boston, June 20.—Representatives 
from 56 local unions of cab drivers and 
teamsters were in convention here to 
discuss the advisability of forming a 
state organization in order to promote 
the general welfare of the unions. A 
temporary organization was effected 
and a committee was appointed to 
draft resolutions favoring the estab- 
lishment of a state council. These 
resolutions will be presented for the 
approval of the team drivers’ interna- 
tional convention at Cincinnati. 


A Wide-Open Sunday 

Revere, Mass., June 20.—The feature 
of the record breaking day at Revere 
beach yesterday, with its attendance of 
125,000 people, was the vaudeville show 
given under the auspices of a Lynn 
Baptist church. The novelty of the 
thing seemed to amuse the crowd as 
much as apything on the beach. Every 
amusement place on the boulevard at 
Revere beach, and all on Ocean avenue 
but one, was run wide open from early 
in the afternoon until closing time, 
last night, at 10:30. 


Maine Town Badly Scorched 

Presque Isle, Me., June 20.—A large 
portion of the business section of Mars 
Hill, a town 10 miles from here, was 
destroyed by fire. Twenty buildings 
were destroyed, entailing a loss esti- 
mated at $40,000. Among the build- 
ings destroyed were a small hotel, the 
Bangor and Aroostook freight and 
passenger depots and eight potato 
storehouses. Several loaded freight 
cars were also burned. The cause of 
the fire is unknown. 


Schooner Badly Battered 

Chatham, Mass., June 20.—The Bath 
schooner Harold L. Berry was dis- 
covered in the Pollock Rip slue flying 
signals of distress. The vessel was 
dismasted and badly battered as a re- 
sult of a collision in a thick haze with 
the schooner James L. Maloy. ‘The 
crew of the Monomoy Point life saving 
station succeeded in towing the dis- 
abled craft to Monomoy, where she is 
now at anchor. 


Seizure of Butterine Plants 
Providence, R. I., June 20.—The 
plants of two local butterine com- 
panies of this city have been seized by 
the United States internal revenue of- 
ficials on account of an alleged violation 
of the oleomargarine law. It is believed 
the alleged violation of the law lies in 
alleged failure to affix proper revenue 

stamps on packages of butterine. 


Boston Police Kept Busy 

Boston, June 20.—Between 8 o'clock 
Saturday morning and the same hour 
Sunday 301 persons were arrested in 
this city for various offenses. Not in 
Many months has such a record been 
entered on the police blotter. The 
drunks predominated, there being 236 
men and 20 women arrested for in- 
toxication. 


Family Worse Off Than Ever 

Boston, June 20.—Despondent be- 
cause his wife and two children were 
ill with diphtheria in the hospital, 
Patrick Carney, 30 years old, last night 
committed suicide. His body was dis- 
covered by his fellow-workmen hanging 
by a piece of rope attached to a coal 
pocket in the Roxbury train yards. 


Aged Woman Drowned Herseif 

Watertown, Mass., June 20.—The 
body of Mrs. Ellen Lee, aged 70, was 
found in the Charles river, it having 


been in the water several days. Mrs. 
Lee is believed to have committed 
suicide. She disappeared from her 


home on June 14. She had given eyvi- 
dence of mental derangement.

ter of His Sponsors 


THE OPINIONS OF BRYAN 


Says He Was Defeated by the 
Administration of Cleveland, 
“With Its Damnable Odium”-- 
One 


President” Is Enough 


“Traitorous Democratic 


New York, June 21.—W. J. Bryan 
last night addressed the antl-Parker 
convention called by the radical De- 
mocracy of New York. Before making 
his address Bryan said he woukl not 
name his favorite candidate for presi- 
dent, but he attacked the “reor- 
ganizers” and vigorously opposed the 
nomiuation of Judge Parker, who was 
held up as the candidate of the cor- 
porations and not of the people. 

Judge Seabury of the city court, who 
presided, spoke of Varker as the candi- 
date of the “plutocracy.” He advised 
the meeting to repudiate Parker and 
urged the sending of a delegation to St. 
Louis to protest against his nomina- 
sion and to assure the convention that 
if nominated he could not carry the 
state of New York. 

The platform adopted at the meeting 
opened by condemning the expansion 
policy of the Republican administra- 
tion. In speaking of state affairs the 
platform says that Judge Parker's 
nomination is discredited by the char- 
acter of his sponsors; that neither he 
nor those who speak for him have 
presented his candidacy so as even to 
deserve success. 

Mr. Bryan said in part: “I am en- 
titled to say that the doctrines we 
cherish in the west are not so unpopular 
here. Some people here have said that 
it was presumptuous for us to call this 
a convention. In 1892 you told the 
people that you wanted David B. Hill. 
The man whom the state convention 
did not want then was elected by the 
state. If there was a mistake made 12 
years ago might there not be a mistake 
made now? 

“I believe that the national conven- 
tion should not nominate the man 
whom your state convention has recom- 
mended. The great question this year 
is not the money question; but it is 
whether we are to have a plutocracy or 
a Democracy. My own position bas 
been and will be that I shall not at- 
tempt to decide upon the availability 
of Mr. Hearst or others. All I ask is 
that we have a man on whom there is 
not the taint of monopoly. 

“I want to give some reasons for my 
opposing Mr. Parker. I belleve that 
he would be s weak candidate in the 
campaign ara, if elected, a great dis- 
appointment to the people. We had 
one Democratic president who _ be- 
trayed his country—one who sold him- 
self to Wall street—and God forbid we 
should have another. 

“I was not defeated by the principles 
of the Chicago and Kansas City plat- 
forms; but because I had to carry the 
sins of a traitorous president who be- 
trayed his party. It was the Cleveland 
administration, with its damnable 
odium that defeated me. 

“Cleveland's tirst administration was 
not so bad. I think his four years’ 
residence in New York between his 
terms was bad for him. He threw 
away his opportunity and turned over 
to Wall street. My protest today 
against Belmont, Cleveland and the rest 
is that they are taking the party back 
to Wall street. 

“Corruption at the polls is increasing 
all over the country and even a United 
States senator has been convicted of 
bribery. Public conscience is being de- 
bauched. Parker is traveling as a 
negative quantity. He stands for 
nothing positive. 

“Let me appeal to you to consider the 
issue as plutocracy against Democracy. 
If I were able to paint a picture I 
would draw one of a wide spreading 
tree. On its trunk I would inscribe 
‘Democracy’ and on its branches the 
words ‘anti-Trust, ‘anti-Imperialism’ 
and the like. And to the acts of plu- 
tocracy aimed at that trunk, ‘woodman, 
spare that tree.’” 

Other speakers included Frederick 
W. Hinrichs, fusion candidate for 
comptroller last fall; A. J. Boulton of 
Brooklyn, and J. W. Forrest of Albany. 


“Bure to Be For Parker 
San Antonio, Tex., June 21.—The 
representatives of Texas Democracy 
convened here today to select dele- 
gates. The Parker sentiment is over- 
whelming and Instructions for him are 
considered a foregone conclusion. 


More Delegates For Parker 
New Orleans, June 21.—Louisiana 
Democrats held a convéntion at Baton 
Rouge last night and iustructed for 
Parker by unanimous vote. 


Shoe Workers Lose Strike 

Chicago, June 21.--The strike of 630 
members of the Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
union against Selz, Schwab & Co., 
which was responsible for the recently 
settled general lockout of 4000 men, 
has been called off. The 650 unionists 
will obtain their former places, if pos- 
sible, at the firm’s own terms. 


Unharmed by Great Jump 
New York, June 21.-Philip Krantz, 
an engineer, jumped from the Brook- 
lyn bridge and escaped unharmed. 
Krantz is under arrest, charged with 
attempted suicide, but denies that fie 
had any intention of taking bis life. 


DISAPOINTED IN LOVE 


Maine Man Kills a Woman and 
Puts Bullet Into His Head 
Rumford Falls, Me., June 21.—Be- 

cause Miss May Bunnell refused to re- 

ceive his attentions, John Luro, 26 

years old, last night killed the girl and 

then put a bullet into his own temple. 

Miss Bunnell, who was 20 years old, 

had been annoyed oy the persistent at- 

tentions of Luro. Sunday night the two 
bad a serious quarrel and Luro was in- 
formed that he must not again call at 
the girl’s home, He immediately went 

to his boarding house and borrowed a 

revolver from his room-mate. 

When he was ealled for dinner at 6:30 
o'clock last night Luro, instead of going 
to the dining room, left the house and 
went to the home of Miss Bunnell. He 
asked the girl to go for a walk with 
him and when she refused to do so 
Luro drew a revolver and fired at the 
girl. The bullet entered the base of 
the brain and Miss Bunnell died in- 
stantly. Luro then calmly placed the 
still smoking weapon against his left 
temple and pulled the trigger. The bul- 
let passed through ois head. 

He fell unconscious and was carried 
to a hospital, where it was said that he 
could not possibly survive, and his 
death was a question of only a very 
short time. Luro, whose home is in 
Orono, has been here about three 
years. A few weeks ago he lost his 
position at the Oxford paper mills and 
this, together with the refusal of Miss 
Bunnell to allow him to call on her, 
made him melancholy.

THE VAFANGOW FIGHT 


Russians Total Losses Said to 


Have Been Close to 12,000 

London, June 21.—Later reports of 
the battle of Telissu Vafangow) 
show that the Russians had fully 
2500 slain, that their total losses will 
be close to 12,000, and that General 
Stakelberg and his whole command 
barely escaped annihilation. 

The complete character of the rout 
is only coming to light in the late dis- 
patches, and these also indicate that 
the Japanese are massing for another 
big attack on the Russians. 

Word from Liao Yang that a general 
engagement is now in progress near 
Kai Chow falls in with the indications 
of the past few days. Just what forces 
are involved must be in part a subject 
of conjecture. It seems likely that the 
Japanese force which was at Vafangow 
on June 15 has followed Stakelberg’s 
retreat to the northward, while it is 
highly probable that another Japanese 
force kas moved in fram the east to 
attack the Russian flank near Tashi- 
chiao, or to take Stakelberg’s force in 
the rear. General Kuroki was reported, 
three days ago, as having 30,000 men 
at Siu Yen, about 45 miles east of Kai 
Chow, and these may have been brought 
into action.

DEATH LIST GROWS 


Recovery of 725 Bodies From 


the General Slocum to Date 


THREE HUNDRED MISSING 


Mate of the Steamer, Who Had 
No License For Holding the 
Position, Testiffies at Coroner’s 
Inquiry--Barrel of Sperm Oil 
and Empty Oil 
Room Where Fire Broke Out 
--Part of Crew Ordered to Free

Life Preservers and Boats 


New York, June 21.—The death list 
of those who perished on the General 
Slocum is growing at an alarming rate. 
Bodies came to the surface yesterday 
off the shores of North Brother island 
singly and in groups of twos and threes, 
until at dusk 93 additional had been re- 
covered. Every steamer 
seemed to churn up the water to such 
a degree that with its wash one or 
more bodies would be swept onto the 
beach. Between the hours of 3 
and 6 in the afternoon 45 bodies, some 
of them badly mutilated, were taken 
ashore by the searching party. 

This brings the total number of bodies 
recovered up to 725, and yet there are 
something like 300 persons unuc- 
counted for. A number of these are 
among the unidentified lying at the 
morgue and over on North

island, and the “unrecognizable” that 
have been buried in the Lutheran 
cemetery on Long Island. 

The coroner’s inquiry into the disas- 
ter has begun. Among those examined 
were President Barnaby of the Knicker- 
bocker Steamboat company, Secretary 
Atkinson of the company, Mate Flan- 
agan of the Slocum and several mem- 
bers of the crew. 

Edward Flanagan, mate for the last 
two seasons on the Slocum, who hired 
the deck crew of that boat, said that 
the forward cabin where the tire broke 
out was used to keep old lines and 
worn-out awnings and brooms in. He 
had one barrel of sperm oll there and 
there were some empty barrels that bad 
contained oil. 

“Were there any arrangements to 
turn steam into the lower deck?” 

“Not to my knowledge.” 

Flanagan denied any knowledge of 
the “false’ washer which blocked the 
fire hose. 

“Who coiled up that hose?” 

“I don't know. It was always coiled 
that way.” 

“But this was new hose?” 

“There was new hose on board. I 
don’t know if the new hose was used 
forward or not.” 

“What happened to your memory?” 

Nothing, but I have been through a 
good deal.” 

Flanagan said that as soon as_ he 
was aware of the fire he notified the 
captain by calling up the tube. He 
did not wait for any answer but went to 
the engineers to give him water. 

“What orders did you give your men?” 

“None up to that time. When I got 
back from the engineers I manned the 
pipes. Then when the water pressure 
came a coupler blew off and the hose 
burst. I then ordered some of the men 
upstairs to free the life preservers and 
lower the lifeboats. Then we tried to 
reach the other standpipe, but we could

According to Bulletin No. 9 of the 
U. S. Bureau of the Census,—Mines and 
Quarries— issued in May, the value 
of siliceous crystalline rocks quarried 
in 1902 was $18,257,944 against $14, 464- 
095 in 1889. 

The report says in part: 

The statistics for stone include those 
for limestones and dolomites, marble, 
sandstones and quartzites, silica sand, 
siliceous crystalline rocks, and slate, 

Under the classification of siliceous 
crystalline rocks are included the follow- 
ing: Granite, gneiss, mica schist, 
andesite, syenite, 
trap, basalt, 
gabbro. 

Under sandstones and quartzites are 
included sandstone, calcareous sand- 
stone, bluestone (New York and Penn- 
sylvania,) jasper (southern Minnesota, ) 
and volcanic tuff (Dvouglas county, 
Colorado. ) 

Under limestones and dolomites are 
included the limestone used for iron 
flux and in the manufacture of lime. 

Statistics for stone are found in the 
various censuses beginning as early as 
1850, but for most of the decades they 
are not comparable with those for 1902. 
At the Eleventh Census the number of 
quarries reported was 4,163 and the 
value of the product $53,035,620, The 
Statistics for 1902 are summarized in 
table Sl, of which the following is a 
part:

Another summary shows that in 
Massachusetts 204 quarries are operated 
which employ 279 salaried officials and 
3,395 wageearners. The salaried offi- 
cials in 1902 received $248,512, and the 
wage earners $2,045,340.

Orders have been prepared for the 
new cruiser Des Moines, built at Quin- 
cy, and now at the New York navy 
yard. The Globe says she will proceed 
to Guantanamo and report to Rear Ad- 
miral Sigsbee, commander in chief of 
the Caribbean sea division of the north 
Atlantic fleet.

Perhaps the most unexpected inci- 
dent was the continued refusal to an- 
swer questions of Henry Lundberg, a 
United States steamboat inspector, who 
Was supposed to have inspected the 
life preservers and the hull of the ill- 
fated steamer. His refusal was based 
on the ground that an answer might 
tend to incriminate him and he acted 
ou the advice of his counsel. The 
coroner committed Lundberg to the 
house of deteution, but later accepted 
$500 bail for his appearance at the hear- 
ing later, which was satisfactory to 
the assistant district attorney. 

Second Pilot Weaver of the Slocum 
testified that he had purchased the fire 
hose for that boat, and Mr. Garvan 
introduced evidence to show that the 
price paid was 40 cents a foot, less 60 
percent, or 16 cents a foot net. 

“Don't you know that you can’t buy 
good tire hose for less than $1 or $1.50 
a foot?” 

“I don't know anything about the 
price of hose,” responded Weaver. 

Weaver also declared that there had 
been no fire drill on the Slocum this 
year. 

Daniel O'Neill, who, according to his 
sworn statement, had never worked on 
a boat until he was hired on the Slo- 
cum a short time ago, admitted that 
he became frightened after the fire 
had gained great headway and had 
jumped into a rowboat filled with peo- 
ple from the Slocum, capsizing it. 
Asked if he saved anyone, he = said 
there were others there doing that and 
he was not an expert swimmer. He 
swam ashore himself, however. O'Neill 
declared he pever saw a fire drill on 
the boat. “If there had been one I 
would have been in it,” he added. 

Keferring to the efforts made to 
throw water on the fire when it was 
first discovered, O'Neill told of the 
bursting of the hose. When this hap- 
pened, he said, he ran and got the rub- 
ber washing hose, but the coupling 
would not fit the stand pipe. 

Miss L. C. Hall, bookkeeper for the 
Knickerbocker Steamboat company, 
told of erasures she had made with acid 
on certain bills for life preservers, and 
the substitution of the name “General 
Slocum” for “Grand Republic.” After 
various explanations had been made 
by Miss Hall as to the reason for this, 
Garvan asked her to say when the 
erasures were nade. The witness was 
uncertain as to the date, but denied 
they were made within ¢ month. She 
used acid, she said, because that had 
been her custom and she had substi- 
tuted the name “Genera] Siocum” for 
convenience. 

By the use of dynamite and heavy 
guns fired by men from the Second 
battery scores of bodies were broughc 
up from the bottom around the shores 
of North Brother island yesterday. 
From sunrise to sunset the searchers 
along the beach anu in the boats 
gathered in 112, bringing the number of 
bodies recovered to date up to the ap- 
palling total of 845. Of these 700 have 
been identified and the missing still are 
approximated at something more than 
800. Many of the bodies last found 
will never be identified because of the 
changes that have taken place during 
the week they have been under the 
water. 


An Independent Investigation 

Washington, June 22.—A commis- 
sion consisting of Lawrence O. Mur- 
ray, assistant secretary of commerce 
and labor; Major General Wilson, U, 
S. A., retired; Commander Cameron, 
U. 8S. M. C.; R. Winslow, U. S. N.: Her- 
bert K. Smith, deputy commissioner of 
corporations in the department of com- 
merce aud labor, and George Uhler, 
supervising inspector general of the 
steamboat inspection service, has been 
appointed to investigate the disaster to 
the General Slocum. The commission 
will report at once to Secretary Cortel- 
you. Thee commission's investigation 
will be entirely independent of the in- 
vestigation shortly to be made by the 
local board of steamboat inspectors 
under the provisions of section 4450 
of the revised statutes, which compels 
an inquiry to be made in such cages.

When the women of the suf- 
fragist party applied for a hearing 
Senator Lodge orderea the doors closed 
and took the sense of the committee on 
the question. The committee favored a 
hearing, and the women were ushered 
iin. 

Mrs. Catherine W. McCulloch of 
Chicago spoke for the delegation. In 
a word she said all that was wanted 
Yas a plank in the platform favoring 
a constitutional amendment preventing 
the disfranchisement of citizens of the 
United States because of sex. Shethen 
inttoduted Mrs. Harriet T. Upton of 
Ohio. As Mrs. Upton swept the room 
with a gaze she spied Senator Foraker 
in a far corner. 

“I think I will address my remarks 
to Senator Foraker,” she began, and the 
committee laughed. “I am not afraid 
of the senator, and besides I have had 
to listen to him speak.” 

Mrs. Upton admitted that she was in 
politica and liked it. She is an elected 
member of an Olio schoo] board and 
chairman of a committee. “We are 
not asking anything very hard,” she 
went on, “and if this committee was 
composed of real citizens you woud 
jump right out of that window todo our 
bidding.” 

Mrs. Clara Parker Wolley and the 
Rey. Olympia Brown of Wisconsin 
made a plea for the plank. Both 
speakers quoted President Roosevelt in 
favor of the movement. 


WILL MAKE NO CONTEST 


La Follette Men to Submit Their 
Case to Voters of Wisconsin 
The La Follette faction of the Wis- 

consin Republicans declined to make a 

contest before the credentials commit- 

tee, declaring that it refused to do so 
on the ground that the committee on 
credentials was not an unprejudiced 
body and making the flat statement that 
they understood that some members of 
the committee had been “approached.” 

What the nature of the “approach” 

might be, or by whom made, the La 

Follette people declined to state. They 

entered into no particulars, simply 

making the broad and general charge 
of an “approach,” and withdrew, 

The La Follette people were repre- 
sented by W. G. Conners, Gilbert E. 
Roe and Henry F. Cochems. The 
burden of proof was on the con- 
testants and they opened and closed 
the case with a single statement by Roe, 
who spoke as follows: 

“Several members of the committee 
on credentials, before which we are 
now asked to present our case, are mem- 
bers of the national committee which 
passed on this case before. We do not, 
therefore, consider this an unpreju- 
diced committee. We understand, 
moreover, that several members of this 
committee have been approached, and 
we, therefore, decline to present our 
case, preferring to submit it to the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin at the election next 
November. I will file with the commit- 
tee this paper containing the statement 
I have just made.” 

A dead silence tollowed the speech 
of Roe. Some members of the com- 
mittee scowled at him and others 
smiled sarcastically, but not one word 
was said in reply. Mr. Roe advanced 
to the clerk’s desk, handed up his 
paper, and then, in company with Con- 
ners and Cochems, left the committee 
As they were leaving Senater 


room. 


McComas, who was acting as Hine | 
of the committee, rose and said: “ 
have grave doubts as to whether we | 
should permit that paper to be filed | 
at all.” 

No furthb@® comment was made, how- 
ever, and the paper went in. | 

The La Follette people declined to 
make any statement as they left 
committee room. 

The “stalwart” faction, upon leaving | 
the committee room, was handed the |F 
statement turned in by Roe, and re- 
tired to fe office of the sergeant-at- | 
arms to formulate a reply. 

Senator Quarles said: “They were ! 
simply afraid to meet us on the floor of | 
the convention or before the commit- | 
tee on credentials. Then they insulted 
evefy member of the national commit- 
tee, and every member of the cre- 
dentials committee and went away.” 

The fight between the contesting dele- 
gates-at-large for Louisiana was long 
anil vigorous, terminating by the de- 
cision of the committee to seat all four | 
delegates-at-large from the “Lily | 
whites” and an equal number from the } 
“black and tans,” each delegate to have 
one-half of a vote.

Uncle Joe’s Aspiration 
Chicago, June 22.—At a dinner given 
last night by Thomas F. Walsh to the | 
Colorado delegation, at which men of 
prominence from all parts of the coun- 
try were present, Speaker Cannon re- 
sponded to the toast “The speaker of 
the house,” proposed by Mr. Walsh. In 
suggesting the toast Mr. Walsh said 
that Mr. Cannon could be vice presi- 
dent if he cared to be. Responding, 

Mr. Cannon said: 

“The speakership is a great office if 
worthily filled. Indeed, I consider the 
speakership the second office under our 
government. When I was elected to it 
your Uncle Joe Cannon was completely 
submerged and his position of repre- 
sentative exalted. In that position -I 
have gloried for the past 30 years and 
if my constituency continues to treat 
me as kindly for the next 30 years, I'll 
die a member of the popular body.” 

The speech was loudly applauded. 


Cortelyou Will Be Chairman 

Washington, June 22.—Advices re- 
ceived by President Roosevelt and other 
leaders here from the convention lead- 
ers indicate that doubt of Secretary 
Cortelyou's selection as national] chair- 
man has been removed entirely. Such 
opposition as existed to Cortelyou has 
been dissipated and the belief here is 
that he will be elected unanimously 
by the new national committee at its 
meeting subsequent to the adjournment 
of the convention. 


No Bookmaking--No Races 

Chicago, June 22.—The Washington 
Park directors have decided to call off 
all stakes scheduled for the meeting, 
which was to continue until July 16. 
This move followed the prohibition of 
the city of bookmaking at the tack. 
Attendance diminished steadily and the 
track officials decided not to make 
further efforts to finish out the meeting 
as scheduled.

IGHT-DAY — CLUISE 


Details of What WaSDone by 
the Vladivostok Squadron 


SUNK THREE TRANSPORTS 


Many Troops Had Kefused to 
Leave Vessels After Due Warn- 
ing--British Steamer Captured, 
the Neutrality of Her Cargo 
Being Doubted 


St. Petersburg, June 22.—Emperor 
Nicholas has received the following 
dispatch from Vice Admiral Skrydloff, 


dated June 21: 

On June 12 our squadron, consisting 
of the eruiser Rossia, flying the flag of 
Vice Admiral Bezobrazoff, and the 
cruisers Gromoboi and Rurik, left to as- 
sume the offensive against the marl 
time communications of the Japanese 
army. ‘The squadron returned to port 
on June 20. 

Its commander reports that on the 
morning of June 15 the cruisers sighted 
a ship which the Gromobol was onered 
to capture. The ship proved to be the 
transport Izumi. In spite of repeated 
orders to stop she refused to do 50 UL- 
til she bad been struck by several 
shells. She then stopped and men be- 
gan to jump overboard. The Gromoboi 
then signalled for those on board to quit 
the ship, which was done, the crew 
leaving in two boats. These, together 
with those who had jumped overboard 
and who were picked up by boats from 
the cruisers, were received on board the 
Gromobol. The Izumi, which was of 
3000 tous, was then sunk by our guns. 
Among the 105 taken on board the 
Gromoboi were 17 officers. 

After the sinking of the transport 
two wore steamers were sighted by the 
Gromoboi and they were chased. They 
proved to be the transports Sado and 
Hitachi, each of 6000 tons. In the for- 
mer, in addition to military stores, were 
men of the telegraph corps and 12 offi- 
cers and also pontoons. On the Hitachi 
were 1000 troops, besides military 
stores. 

The Rossia was ordered to capture 
the Sado and the Gromoboi the Hitachi, 
which tried to escape. After several 
shots had been fired warning the 
Hitachi to stop, without effect, our guns 
opened fire and she stopped. Those on 
board, however, paid no attention to 
the signal to abandon the ship, and 
after more shots had been fired they 
commenced to lower boats. The trans- 
port settled down very slowly and con- 
sequently the Gromoboi was ordered to 
expedite the sinking of her, which was 
soon accomplished. 

The Sado stopped after several shots 
had been fired across her bows and in 
accordance with our signals her boats 
were loweregl. Some of the boats 
were precipitately lowered and several 
capsized. The other boats, crowded 
with men, headed towards Tsu and 
Iki islands, which were visible in the 
distance. The weather was calm and 
the sea perfectly quiet. 

The Rurik was ordered to pick up the 
officers, soldiers and crew, but it was 
only possible to capture four foreigners 
engaged on the transports and 25 offi- 
cers. The other troops did not leave 
the transport and the Rurik was then 
ordered to torpedo and sink her, which 
was done, 

Our squadron tnen, considering the 
matter ended, and in view also of the 
growing darkness, proceeded on _ its 
cruise, a Japanese cruiser watching all 
the time. 

On the following day in the Tsugaru 
strait our squadron stopped the British 
steamer Allanton. Her captain de- 
clared to the officers sent to examine 
her that he was proceeding from Mu- 
roran to Singapore with 6500 tons of 
coal, An examination of the crew, an 
inspection of the ship’s papers and 
certain irregularities in the log, coupled 
with the fact that the steamer had 
previously conyeyed contraband to 
Japan, led us to doubt the neutrality of 
her cargo, and she was sent to Vladivo- 
stok under guard. There her case will 
be examined by a prize court. Noother 
ships were seen during the cruise.

SOCIETY TO UPLIFT LABOR. 


Order Founded by an Illinois Man 
to Be Made National. 
George H. Center, a miner of Du- 
quoin, Ill, has gained considerable dis- 
tinction by founding an order for the 
uplifting of people in general and min- 
ers in particular, says a dispatch from 
Duquoin. “It reaches men,” says Mr. 
Center, “that the churches ean’t reach 
and that the secret societies won't 

have.” 

The order is known as the Knights 
and Ladies of the Cross, and so great 
has been its success in Duquoin that 
Mr. Center has decided to send out gen- 
eral organizers. The order has 340 
members, 200 of whom are miners. The 
members bind themselves to meet their 
fellow members as equals, not to injure 
one of them, not to gamble or carry con- 
cealed weapons and to use theirinfluence 
against the use of alcoholic drinks. Mr. 
Center says few of the members fall, 
and that when they do they are helped 
up and on agan. ” 

Outsiders at Duquoin are astounded 
at Mr. Center’s success in raising men 
from the gutter, and he is almost an 
obpect of worship by the families of 
many men and by the men themselves 
whom he has helped to their feet. 

There are three degrees in the order 
—Faith, Hope and Charity—the first of 
which is public. The order maintains 
a public reading room at a cost of 
$1,200 a year, which is paid from vol 
untary contributions and money raised 
by giving socials and entertainments. 
No dues are asked of the members and 
there is no initiation fee. 

Mr. Center’s personality is out of the 
ordinary. He began work in a coal 
mine at St. John’s, north of Duquoin, 
thirty-eight years ago, when he was 
eleven years old, and mining has been 
his life work. He is now manager of 
two mines owned by a coal and coke 
company. 


JAPANESE PATRIOTISM. 


A Sample of It Described by George 
Kennan, 

The patriotism of the Japanese peo- 
ple strikes even an American as some- 
thing extraordinary and phenomenal, 
says George Kennan in a recent issue 
of the Outlook. I have seen women 
stick little cotton flags in the fists of 
the babies on their backs and stand 
for hours beside a railroad track wait- 
ing for a trainload of troops, satisfied 
if they could only throw a package of 
cheap cotton towels into an open win- 
dow or even wave their handkerchiefs 
once to the men who were going to the 
front. Soldiers who bid their friends 
or their families goodby bid them good- 
by forever, with the expectation and 
,the assurance of death. A few days 
ago an English lady living on the 
“bluff” in Yokohama received a letter 
from a Japanese boy who had been 
employed in her house as a servant 
and who had gone to Korea with the 
first reserves. After giving her some 
news of his health and his movements 
he concluded by saying, in quaint and 
imperfect English: 

Please remember that, though I will die, 
Nippon Teikoku (Great Japan) should 
have victory and honor. Youth who un- 
fear death, HIRO YAMAMOTO. 

Of such “youth who unfear death” 
are the armies of Japan made up, and 
behind them is the flaming patriotism 
of a proud, brave and united people. 
Discouraging Statehouse Courting. 

For years and years the statehouse 
steps and lawn of Montpelier, Vt., have 
been the Mecca toward which the lin- 
gering footsteps of the “two hearts 
that beat as one” variety have tended, 
says the Montpelier Journal. Ethan 
Allen has for years held up his hand in 
token of silence as he bas listened to 
the cooing of wingless doves that for 
years have held their spooning match- 
es at the base of his pedestal. Now all 
will be changed. The edict has gone 
forth that courting days on the state 
bouse steps must end. To those who 
heed the warning all will be well. But 
the one who disobeys may be awak- 
ened rudely from “‘love’s young dream” 
by “brass buttons,” and instead of the 
honey tones of his beloved he may 
hear a raucous voice saying, “Five dol- 
lars and costs and stand committed till 
the same is paid,” when his case comes 
up in police court. 


Exploit of Cossacks. 

Two wounded Cossacks, each wear- 
ing the cross of St. George, who re- 
cently arrived at Liaoyang, tell a thrill- 
ing story of the fight near Takushan. 
Thirty-nine Cossacks were sent to 
; reconnoiter the enemy’s position, and 
when about five miles from Takushan 
they were suddenly surrounded by 
Japanese. The Cossacks charged with 
lances and were met with a volley 
from the Japanese which resulted in 
the dropping of twenty horses, the kill- 
ing of two Cossacks and the wounding 
of six. The dismounted Cossacks 
scrambled behind their comrades’ sad- 
dies. With nearly every horse in the 
command carrying two men the Cos- 
sacks charged three times, and, al- 
though covered with wounds, they cut 
their way out and rejoined the sotuia,

Not Been Examined--River 
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SENATE'S OLD MEN

Washington, June 23.—The death of 
Senator Quay following so soon after 
that of Senator Hanna emphasizes the 
fact that the senate chamber of late has 
had an unusual number of feeble men.

--883 Bodies Recovered 


New York, June 23.—That the ill- 
fated steamer General Slocum had no 
life preservers aboard less than nine 
years old was admitted by counsel of 
the Knickerbocker Steamboat company 
at the inquest. Miss Hall, the book- 
keeper of the company, had testitied 
concerning several bills for preseryers, 
in which she had erased the name 
Grand Republic, the sister ship of the 
Slocum, and substituted that of the 
latter. Notwithstanding this, counsel 
for the company said tuey would make 
the admission as to the age of the belts, 
as they were unable to prove to the 
contrary. Evidence was also brought 
out -that the United States inspectors 
did not examine the fire hose and 
standpipes, and that the preservers 
were not in good shape. 

Rey. George Schultz, who was on the 
steamer, said he attempted to put on 
a life belt, but that the strap broke and 
he threw it away as useless. 

Benjamin F. Conklin, chief engineer 
of the Slocum, said there had been no 

| fire drills on the steamer this year and 
| that the United States inspectors had 
| not tested the fire hose. Conklin said 
| the equipment of the Slocum favorably 
compared with that of any excursion 
boat in the harbor. 

Although admitting that he had gen- 
eral supervision over the Slocum, Cap- 
tain Pease, commander of the Grand 
Republic, denied responsibility for the 
fire-fighting apparatus or life preserv- 
ers of the burned vessel. He sald Cap- 
tain Van Schaick should have examined 
them. He examined some of the pre- 
servers and found them stuffed with 
good cork, and from personal observa- 
tion knew that the life boats were in 
working order. Pease denied having 
told Miss Hall that 35 new preservers 
were needed for the Slocum, although 
he said he might have misunderstood 
the question, owing to deafness. The 
captain contradicted Tuesday's testi- 
mony of the assistant pilot of the Slo- 
cum, who said he purchased fire hose 
for the steamer for 16 cents a_ foot. 
Pease was of the opinion that it would 
| 


be impossible to buy hose at that 
figure. 

General T. H. Barrett, United States 
inspector of boilers for the port of New 
York, testified that steampipes, run- 
ning into the hold for the purpose of 
turning steam on in case of fire, were 
not a part of the Slocum's equipment, 
as excursion steamers do not have 
holds. His interpretation of a vessel's 
hold is a place where freight is stored. 

Although a week has elapsed since 
the steamer went to destruction on 
North Brother island, the bogies of its 
victims continue to be found in the 
waters adjacent to the scene of the 
disaster. Yesterday 37 bodies came to 
the surface, making the total number 
recovered 883. Of these 778 have been 
identified. Despite the fact that the 
police are bending every energy towards 
getting a complete list of those who 
went on the ill-fated excursion, definite 
figures as to the number missing cannot 
be given. From present indications, 
however, it is apparent that the death 
roll will total nearly a thousand. A 
hundred policemen who speak German 
will begin a house to house canvass for 
the purpose of verifying the accuracy of 
each name. A report embodying the 
names and fates of the owners will 
then be prepared. 

The Knickerbocker Steamboat com- 
pany, according to Alpheus S. Frank, 
has been guilty of such negligence in 
the protection of the General Slocum 
that it has made itself amenable to 
sufts that must Inevitably drive it into 
bankruptcy. Not the mere value of the 
Slocum’s hull, but the extent of the 
owners’ assets, says Frank, constitutes 
the limit of the company’s liability. 

“On behalf of injured persons and 
relatives of victims of the disaster,” he 
told a reporter, “we shall bring imme- 
diately in the state courts suits for 
damages. The suits that will be 
brought by those concerned will ag- 
gregate more than $6,000,000.”

While every other Industry has prospered 
under the fostering aid of Republican legis 
lation, American shipping engaged in for 
eign trade in gompetition with the low cost 
of construction, low Wages and heavy sub 
sidies of forelgn governments has not for 
many years recelved from the government 
of the United States adequate encourage 
ment of any kind. We therefore favor leg- 
islation which will encourage and build up 
the American merchant marine and we cor 
dially approve the legislation of the iast 
congress which created the merehant ma- 
rine commission to investigate and report 
upon this subject. 

A navy. powerful enough 
United States against any attack, to up 
hold the Monroe doctrine and watch over 
our commerce is essential to the safety and 
the welfare of the American people. To 
maintain such a navy is the tixed policy of 
the Republican party. 


Chinese Must Keep Out } 


We _ cordially approve .the attitude of 
President Roosevelt and ‘congress in re- 
gard to the exclusion of Chinese labor and 
promise a continuance of the Republican 
policy In that direction. 

The civil service law was placed on the 
Statute books by the Republican party, 
which has always sustained it, and we re 
new our former declarations that it shall 
be thoroughly and honestly enforced.

States. We cordially commend the policy

ident Roosevelt. 

We favor such congressiong! action as 
shall determine whether by special diserim- 
inations the elective franchise in any state 
has been unconstitutionally limited, and, if 
such Is the case, we demand that represen- 
tation in congress and in the electoral col- 
leges shall be proportionally reduced as dl- 
rected by the constitution of the United 
States. 

Combinations of capital and of labor are 
the results of the economic movement of 
the age but neither must be permitted to 
infringe upon the rights and interests of 
the people. Such combinations when law-

erackers. Another witness, Reuben H.

To 
test one of them, he sald, he pulled it 
to pieces with his fingernail. He still 
had that life preserver in his posses- 
sion and promised to send it to the dis- 
trict attorney’s office.

CHAIRMAN CORTELYOU 


Glad to Receive Advice, but Will 
' Not Accept Dictation 
George B. Cortelyou was unani- 

mously chosen chairman of the Repub- 

lican national committee at a meeting 
held just after the adjournment of the 
convention. 

In thanking the confit ee for the 
honor, he told the mexhbers that while 


he would be glad # have the benefit 


or low. He told them tbat the friends 
of the late Chairman Hanna were his 
friends, and he asked for the same 
measures of confidence and support that 
had been gtven to the last chairman. 
In conclusion, he sought the advice of 
both old and new members. 

Mr. Colrtelyou made no formal state- 
ment of his plans. He resigned as sec- 
retary of commerce and labor as soon 
as he was elected chairman, the resig- 
nation to take effect as soon as his sue- 
cessor qualifies, which will be about 
July 1. Secfetary Cortelyou will not 
give any active time to political mat- 
ters until he retires from the cabinet. 

No vice chairman will be appointed 
and the new chairman will divide his 
time between the New York and Chi- 
cago headquarters, although some 
member of the committee will no doubt 
be designated to take charge of the 
headquarters in this city. Headquar- 
ters will not be opened In either city 
until the last part of July. Meanwhile 
Cortelyou expects to select the execu- 
tive committee and make his_ prelim- 
inary arrangements for the campaign.

Another High School Not 
Needed.

Put Up the Bars for 
Entrance. 


Quincy Has No right to Indulge 
Unstinted. 


Editor of the Daily Ledger: 

Isn’t there someone able to call 
‘* halt’? with accent so strong fbhat our 
City Council and School Committee 
both pay respectful attention to the 
warning sound ? 

If desirable property in three differ- 
ent sections of this city sells at only 50 
per cent., 66 per cent., and 75 per cent. 
of its assessed value, is there any 
Councilman who is not yet alive to the 
fact that the taxpayers are already bear- 
ing a greater share of burden than 
ought to be forced upon them, and that 
no unnecessary addition of expense 
should be contemplated ? 

Quincy does not need another High 
school building. What she does need 
is a respectful realization from her 
young people of the privileges of High 
school work. Let the grammar pupils 
understand that a course in the High 


is not to be obtained by simply the 
asking for it, but put up the bars of a 
fair examination before them. Let 
those who want the advanced work 
earn it by earnest effort in the grammar 
schools, 

Then we shall have better work in 
the first eight grades and a body of 
High school students workiog with a 
definite aim and faithful purpose; with 
teachers able to concentrate all their 
forces toward work and not distracted 
by a body of boys and girls who are in 
schoul for fun, or just because they like 
to get out of doing anything more 
difficult and whose parents feel that it 
is the proper thing to run their chil- 
dren through the gamut of city priv- 
ileges. 

The last school report states that 
there are six hundred pupils in the 
High school, and that last year’s grad- 
uating class numbered sixty. The 
entering number of this graduating 
class was probably at-least one hundred 
and twenty. ‘The difference between 
these is far too great—many of those 
who dropped out should never have 
been entered, and the time and money 
spent upon them was surely a bad in- 
vestment. 

It may do for wealthy cities and 
towns to furnish freely all that the 
most liberal feel should be accorded 
the children and young people for the 
most complete education, but a city 
whose finances are in the state of those 
of Qnincy should bring to this crisis some 
sound business sense and tact. Quincy 
has no. more right to indulge unstinted 
what she considers the High school 
need, than a man on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy has aright to order diamonds, 
automobiles and steam yachts for his 
wife and daughters. 

Pay day comes fur the municipality 
as well as for the individual and tax- 
payers have certainly a right to protest 
most strenuously when they are called 
to pay taxes on athird or half value 
that will not be realized to them in any 
ordinary disposition of their property. 

They have an indisputable right to 
call the councilmen to sharp account if 
with facts as clearly demonstrated as 
they have been through property valua- 
tions and values, and business transac- 
tions here, they now vote to deliberate- 
ly expend a large sum of money for an 
assumed need that does not exist.

OPEN T0 CAMPERS 


The westerly end of Peddocks island 


will remain open to campers and picnic! 


parties as in the past. The Globe says: 
In connection with the work of extend- 
ing Boston harbor defences the U. S. 
government has issued orders of evacu- 
ation affecting Peddocks island, and 
the few permanent residents and the 
summer visitors who occupied the 
group of cottages at the Easterly end 
have been compelled to seek other hab- 
itations. 

By purchase from the Gov. Andrew 
estate the federal government has be- 
come owner of more than half the 
island, its reservations including the 
two hills at the eastern end and ex-

The purchase was made in two 
sections, the total price paid being 


$92,000, 

That part of the islind west of the 
reservation boundary will remain open 
to campers and picnic parties, for whom 
Peddocks has been a favorite ren- 
dezvous for years. But there can be 
no landing without permissioa, on the 
section which Uncle Sam has added to 
his defence property. 

The fortifications are being erected 
on the easterly end, overlooking Hull 
gut and the waters outside. Wher com- 
pleted they will be manned by three 
companies of coast artillery. At present 
one company, recently arrived from 
Porto Rico, is stationed there. For 
the work an allotment of $158,000 has 
been made,

: Polar Plants. 

Climate affects the inhabitants of 
the sea just as it does those of the 
land. As arctic land plants cannot 
flourish at the equator, so in the Arc- 
tic and Antarctic oceans marine plants 
are found which are unable to survive 
in warm water. Among the most re- 
markable of these cold water plants 
are the laminariaceae, a kind of sea 
weeds which sometimes attain a gl- 
gantic size, exceeding in length the 
longest climbing plants of the tropical 
forests and developing huge stems like 
the trunks of trees. Investigations 
lave shown that these plants flourisi: 
in the coldest waters of the polar seas 
and that they never advance farther 
from their frigid homes than to the 
limits of “summer temperature” in the 
ocean. The genial warmth destroys 
them, just as a polar blast shrivels the 
flowers of a tropical garden.

Fleet—Much Interest Taken In the 


Race. 


Three Gloucester (Mass.) skippers 
will their fishing 
glory and a three dollar hat,

York Herald. The course is from 
Gloucester to Fox Bay, Cape Gaspe, 
Quebec. 


Captain Henry M. Atwood of the, 
Fannie Belle Atwood, Captain William 
Thomas of the Elmer E. Gray and 
Captain Henry Curtis of the Mary F. 
Curtis are the captains who have 
agreed to try the speed of their craft 
in this novel race. 

The schooners are the newest and 
speediest craft of their type afloat, and 
the question as to which is the fastest 
can only be determined by a long race 
under equal conditions. 

The competing boats are fast, 
within limits. Built to carry : 
cargo of fish they were designed with 
an eye to speed, and many a valuable 
hour have they clipped off in their 
runs home to port with their leads of 
fish. Older boats have been left be- 
hind, and, although 
were only launched in September,

fishing region of the north Atlantic. 

Naturally the rivalry soon expressed 
itself, but it was friendly rivalry and 
hurt no one. The captains all hail 
from Gloucester, and whenever the luck

It was only a few days ago that the 
three skippers met all together. Then 
the question of a race was talked over 
in earnest and it took but a ‘short time 
for the three to come to terms. 

What about a prize to the winner? 
Deeds, not tokens, are the big things 
in the lives of these men. And so 
when it comes toa 700 mile race for the 
the 
rivals decided that a three dollar hat 
would be a sufficient reminder of the 
event. 

The course was easy to decide. The 
three vessels are in the habit of going 
for their frozen

That will not 
take long, for it is not to be expected 
that it will be hard to pick the winner. 
It is hardly possible that the three 
boats will finish within a few minutes 
of each other. It is well within the 
bounds of probability, however, that 
the three will anchor at their destina- 
tion within a few hours of each other. 
The only other officials will be those 
who superintend the firing of the start- 
ing gun at Gloucester. Meusurers, offi- 
cial timekeepers and other familiar 
terms to the yachting man will not be 
heard of in connection with this race. 
Gloucester will turn out in force to see 
the schooners weigh auchor and set 
sail on their unique race. But there 
will not be many to view the finish. 
The Atwood, the Gray and the Curtis 
were built at Essex. Each is of 120 
tons, estimated according to the new 
government regulations. The Fannie 
Belle Atwood is named after the skip- 
per’s wife, and is largely owned by E. 


A. Rich & Co., of T wharf, Boston. The | 
Elmer E. Gray is named after one of | 


her principal owners. The Mary F. 
Curtis is named after the captain's 
wife, and is owned by John Pew & 
Son of Gloucester. 

Those not acquainted with the 
Gloucester fishermen hardly realize that 
the seamen are as fond of a good race 
as is the most enthusiastic yachtsman. 
The races for the Lawson prize in 1901 
showed what sportsmen the fishermen 
can be. The trouble is that they get | 
few opportunities to indulge their 
fondness. 

In the race for the Lawson prize a 
Boston boat, the Benjamin F. Phillips, 
beat out a Gloucester boat, the Priscil- 
la Smith, by six minutes and fifty-eight 
seconds. That was close work, even 
for the short course which the boats 
took. The interest which fishermen of 
the T wharf colony took in the races 
was tremendous, and the ovation to 
crew was something ex- 
hilarating. ‘ 

The race to Fox Bay has two Gloucas- 
ter boats and one Boston boat compet- 
ing, and Boston men trust that history 
will repeat itself and the Beston boat 
again prove victorious.

He 
is the owner of over 100 estates, all of 
which supply him with private reye- 
nues, but he is also the possessor of 
100 palaces and castles, which have to 
be waintained in imperial style at a 
great expense to their owner. He has 
more servants than any one else in the 
world, for a veritable army of over 
80,000 domestics, cooks, pages, butlers, 
grooms, gardeners, etc., is employed 
on his hundred or more estates. He 
possesses over forty residences which 
he has never seen, a score of homes 
which he has viewed externally, but 
never inhabited even for one night and 
| another score in each of which he has 
slept on only one occasion. His private 
stables contain over 5,000 horses be- 
longing to him, and the herds of cattle 
feeding on his own lands are estimated 
to number over 50,000 head. His wealth 
is enormous, yet there is no doubt that 
|he extracts very little pleasure out of 
, his life of perpetual toil and worry. 

He habitually rises at 6 and eats a 
characteristically English breakfast of 
ham and eggs, bread and butter, with 
marmalade specially and privately pre- 
pared for him, and tea. This predilec- 
tion for English manners and customs 
is common to both the ezar and czari- 
na, for both like English fare best, pre- 
fer using English to their respectiv?

The Tokushi Kango Fujinkai (Volun- 
tary Society of Women Nurses), un- 
der the presidency of her imperial 
highness Nashimoto and Fushimi and 
with the patronesses the Marchion- 
ess of Nabeshima, Shimatsu and oth- 
ers, undertook to contribute 10,000 
roller bandages to the army, navy and 
the Red Cross society, says a Japanese 
correspondent of the New York Globe 
writing from Tokyo. The members are 
meeting in the upstairs rooms of the 
Red Cross society building in Shibuya, 
Tokyo, and engaging busily in manu- 
facturing. A few days ago | visited 
them and carefully observed the ladies 
of the highest society in Japan work- 
ing like girls who cannot afford a pair 
of tabi (sacks) regularly. I was im- 
pressed by their mighty demonstration 
of patriotism. Just think of the honor- 
able ladies of the royal family working 
from 9 o'clock in the morning till 5 
o’clock and with only a rice ball (mu- 
subi) or one or two of sandwiches 
for their luncheons! 

On the day I visited them I saw 

H. I. H. Nashimoto and Fushimi, Mar- 
chioness Nabeshima, 
kugawa, Marchioness Matsudaira, Mar- 
chioness Hachisuka, daughter of Mar- 
quis Mori, and other ladies with great 
titles sitting or standing in a row, with 
scissors in hand or moving a rolling 
machine. There were some 150. The 
members were divided into three par- 
ties, and the date was fixed for each 
party to appear to work, but they 
could not wait, Mr. Takagi, a member 
of the Red Cross society, assured me, 
for their turn of day. So all the ladies 
attend every day without taking any 
rest. 
The room was tremendously large. 
There was only one stove, and the 
weather was still cold. When the mo- 
tion to put some more stoves in was 
brought before H. I. H. Nashimoto, 
she said that they should not wish 
such a luxury when the soldiers and 
So 
they are gladly working in the bare, 
cold room. 

It is forbidden to talk in the room. 
They have one hour for rest at noon. 
Before they enter the workroom they 
are obliged to undergo the process of 
disinfection. They wash their hair 
and trim their finger nails. Everybody 
does it, even the ladies of the royal 
family. And H. I. H. Nashimoto is 
said to be the cleverest worker, pro- 
ducing daily more than fifty rollers, 
Even the slowest lady can make some 
twenty or so. There is no waitress 
when they have luncheon. I was told 
that her imperial highness will help 
herself with her tea and even 
her own dishes. 

And the kazoku jogakko (the peeress 
school) will not be behind in patriet- 
ism. If you drop in in the late after- 
noon after their hours of you 
will see all the girl students, 426 in 
all, with fifty teachers, wearing white 
caps and aprons, working hard at 
bandage making. It is said that they 
make 1,000 rollers every day. Among 
the students there is fhany a princess 
who will not fail to work with the oth- 
er girls. The students have stopped 
playing tennis or any other games at 
home as well as at school, and they 
are hurrying to make rollers. 

One of the Tokyo papers reported a 
story of Miss Mino Kuwakami, who 
lost her parents some years ago and 
inherited considerable money. When 
the war began she decided to go with 
the army as a nurse. She divided her 
fortune into three parts, oue of which 
she contributed to the army, and the 
others she left to her relations and 
asked her uncle to give one part to 
somebody who should be udepted to 
take her family name. She had been 
seeing many influential people in To 
kyo for such a purpose. She called 
an the Red Cross society and was told 
that no inexperienced woman would be 
taken, She called at a newspaper of 
fice in tears and asked for advice. 

There are a thousand and a thousand 
stcries like that. Here is a story which 
!s superstitious, but at the same time 
sows an admirable spirit and patriot- 
ism. The story came from the proviuce 
of Shiga. Some time ago a traveling 
priest stopped at the temple of Shin 
Zenkoji, of the Oshitate village, and 
preached before the old women and 
roung girls. He told’them that it was

What Police Investigation of 
Slecum Disaster Reveals 

New York, June 27.—That upwards of 
1000 persons perished in the burning of 
the excursion steamer General Slocum 
is now practically certain. According 
to an exhaustive report made by Po- 
lice Inspector Schmittberger on the 
number of dead, missing, injured and 
uninjured in the disaster, it appears 
that 938 bodies have been recovered

Death of Papal Diplomat 

Manila, June 27.—Mgr. Guidi, apos- 
tolic delegate to the Philippines, died 
yesterday of heart failure. He was 
sent to the Philippine islands nearly 
two years ago as the representative of 
the Vatican in the negotiations with 
the Philippine commissioners for the 
sale of friar lands to the American 
government. An agreement was 
reached, $7,250,000 being paid for 403,- 
000 acres, comprising all of the friar 
lands in the islands.

» had just entered the drawing room 
ati dinner and, hearing a noise 
among the servants, he and Cromwell 
Varley, the British subject who also 
Was captured hy Raisuli, went to in- 
vestigate the cause. They were im- 
mediately surrounded by armed Moors, 
who bound and maltreated them. Var- 
ley resisted and was struck on the head 
with the butt of a rifle and a knife 
was slashed across his hands, making a 
serious wound. At first it was thought 
Varley’s skull had been fractured. 

Perdicaris and Varley were then car- 
ried away on horseback. They were 
bound with ropes and roundabout 
roads were taken in order to avoid vil-

and Rai-

dent, 24 hours from Tangier, 
suli allowed Perdicaris to write 
wife next morning and also to the 
shereef of Wazan, asking t! em to inter- 
vene for himself and Varley. 

At Tsarradent the captives lived ina 
filthy hut. They were not allowed to 
go 100 yards away from it and were 
strongly guarded. When the shereef 
of Wazan arrived a tent was placed at 
the dispisal of the prisoners and in 
other ways the shereef was the means 
of considerably alleviating their con- 
dition. The attitude of the Moors 
changed from insult to fair treatment. 
Spies of the pretender who were in the 
camp all the time tried to induce Varley 
to accept a post under the pretender. 

Raisuli daily held conversations with 
the prisoners. He said anarchy was 
reigning in the country. ‘The = ani- 
mosity of the people, he was not 
directed against the suttan, but against 
his governors. 

Raisuli’s father, Perdicaris said, 
him much property and cattle,

induced the bashaw, 


imprison him for four years. On his re- 
lease Raisuli interviewed Mohammed 
ei Tores, representative of the sultan at 
Tangier, concerning the restitution of 
his property, and this being without 
avail, Ralsuli swore to take the law in- 
to his own hands with the results al- 
ready known. Raisuli said that the 
only way to bring the Moorish govern- 
ment to its senses was by capturing 
Europeans until the foreign powers 
awaken to a realization of the existing 
conditions. 

Perdicaris said that Raisuli is posing 
as a patriot who wants to see the 
country happy and peaceful and he is 
offering to accept the responsibility for 
maintaining the country from Tangier 
to lez and clear it of robbery and crime 
if he is backed by the powers. He 
found in Raisuli a man of education 
and intellect. 

The only time the prisoners were 
anxious was during the last two days, 
when they were at Barabin, the village 
of the governor of the Beni M’Sara 
tribe. When the exchange occurred 
over three hours were lost in the ex- 
change of compliments, Raisuli refus- 
ing to talk business until the last mo- 
ment, being apparently very suspicious 
of an attempt to capture him. When 
he received the money and the men 
turned over to him by the ransom 
party, he burried away towards his 
village. 


The Daily Telegraph has nearly a 
column interview with Perdicaris, in 
which he impliedly defends Raisuli, 
who, he says, is suffering under great 
wrongs. Raisuli, he says, wishes good 
goverument for the Moors and desires 
to be on the best of terms with Eu- 
ropeans. He fully understands that he 
cannot hope to wrest the seaports from 
the control of Europe and that if the 
Moors are cut off trom the seaports 
they are doomed to a sterile, poverty- 
stricken existence. 


Good Offices of France 

Paris, June 27.—The American au- 
thorities are hopeful that the Washing- 
ton government wil] take steps to 
recognize the good offices of France 
leading up to the release of Perdicarts 
and Varley. The diplomatic plans 
which Foreign Minister Delcasse set in 
motion were responsible for the final 
liberation of the prisoners. Moreover, 
France practically furnished the money 
from which the ransom was paid, as 
the recent French loan of $12,500,000 
gave the sultan the means to meet 
Raisull’s demand for $70,000 ransom. 
Delcasse’s energy throughout has been 
due to his earnest desire to acquiesce 
to the American request that France 
exercise her good offices.

THE YOLKS OF EGGS. 


Those of a Reddish Hue Better Than 
the Pale Yellow. 

There is most probably an important 
dietetic difference between two eggs 
the yolk of one of which is a very pale 
yellow color and that of the other a 
rich, almost reddish color. It is a no- 
torious fact that the country produced 
egg may usually be placed under the 
latter description, while the egg pro- 

ced by the hen that is under an un- 
healthy and limited environment shows 
an anaemic color, generally a very pale 
yellow. The eggs of wild birds—as, 
for exampie, the plover—show a yolk of 
a rich reddish color. 

The substance which contributes col- 
or to the yolk of the egg is iron, just as 
{t is iron which gives color to the 
blood, and there seems to be little 
doubt that the fron compound in the 
yolk of the egg is of a similar nature 
to that of the blood. It is easily as- 
similated, and eggs are regarded as a 
suitable food for the anaemic person, 
as they present a concentrated and 
generally easily digested form of nu- 
triment rich in fron. The tron com- 
pound of the egg has, in fact, been 
termed a “haematogen,” because it is 
probable that from it the blood of the 
chick is derived. The amount of iron 
in the yolk of an egg would appear to 
increase with the intensity of its color, 
and there can be little doubt that the 
maximum is reached in the richly col- 
ored yolk of the egg produced by a 
fowl existing in healthy suroundings, 
for then its processes of nutrition would 
be working under very favorable con- 
ditions.

age any kind of cartridges.

The three armies prob- 
ably aggregate 800,000 men and their 
outposts are in touch all along the line. 

The Japanese evidently tried 
draw Kuropatkin as tar south as pos- 
sible, holding out as an incentive a 
check to the advance of Oku’s main 
army. Meantime Oku swung sharply 
to the eastward to join Kuroki toward 
the Chapan pass, Kuroki at the 
time moving a strong force by the right 
flank toward Hai Cheng. Tbe main 
Japanese advance continues along the 
wain Feng Wang Cheng-Liao Yang 
road, avoiding the Mao ‘Tien pass by a 
detour to the northward. ‘The advance 
in all points is being attended by con- 
stant skirmishing. 

Nothing is known here of the exact 
point at which Kuropatkin’s main force 
is concentrated, though it is believed 
that a large part of the Liao Yang 
force has been moved to a point be- 
tween Kin Chau and Ta Chee, Kaio. 

According to a dispatch from ‘Ta 
Chee Kaio, a large force pushed 
southward from Ta Chee Kaio against 
Oku While Kuropatkin is thus ex- 
tending himself the with 
great mobility, seem to be trying to 
concentrate for the purpose of striking 
the Russians in tlank and rear.

Closing In For Battle 

London, June 28.—There are indica- 
tions that the Japanese and Russian 
plans of campaign have been fully de- 
veloped and that both armies are clos- 
ing in for battle. For the Japanese, 
Kuroki seems to be aavancing toward 
Hai Cheng along a front of about 39 
miles, extending from a point east of 
Siu Yen to a point west of Ta Ho Pao, 
where the Pi Li river crosses the road 
leading northwest to Kai Chow. 

On the other roads leading from Fung 
Wang Chang, the field base of Kuroki’s 
army, the Russians seem to be in touch 
with the Japanese outposts to within 
a few miles of that base. On the south, 
the Japanese, under Oku, appear to 
have fallen back six or seven miles 
from the position they occupied 10 
miles south of Kai Chow. Kuropat- 
kin’s forces are at Liao Yang, Hai 
Cheng and Tashichiao, and according 
to St. Petersburg he is moving large 
bodies of troops south from the latter 
place. 

The situation is thus fraught with 
tremendous possibilities. Kuropatkin, | 
in moving men southward, must have 
either the confidence due to adequate 
forces to Hold Kuroki in check while 
this operation is taking place, or he is 
executing a desperate move to extri- 
cate the remnant of Stakelberg’s force 
from the converging armies of Kuroki | 
and Oku. If it is the latter case, and 
Kuropatkin has weakened his long 
right flank to assist his imperilled 
column, he has but invited disaster. 
Any lengthening of his front, which is 
parallel with his line of retreat, cannot 
be justified except on the basis that he 
has a great many more troops in the 
field of operation than he has been 

given credit with having.

Philadelphia, June 28.—Three _ per- 
sons lost their lives and a half dozen 
others were injured as the result of 
the explosion of a small bundle of fire- 
works in the store room of the Dia- 
mond Fireworks company. The cause 
of the explosion is not known. A mem- 
ber of the firm was wrapping up a small 
bundle of fireworks for a customer 
when it exploded. Almost instantly 
the entire roomfull of fireworks became 
ignited from tlying rockets and __ fire- 
crackers. 


Thibetans Not Easily Whipped 

Gyang Tse, Thibet, June 28.—Gen- 
eral MacDonald, with reinforcements 
entered Gyang Tse June 26 after 8 
somewhat severe fight with the Thibet- 
ans at the Naini monastery, six miles 
distant. The Thibetans were only 
driven out after four hours of artillery, 
infantry and hand-to-hand fighting. 
The British force lost five men killed 
and six wounded. The Thibetan loss 
Was considerable, but the estimated 
uumbers were not given out. 


World’s Fair Finances 

St. Louis, June 28.—The uational 
commission for the World’s Fair last 
hight forwarded to Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw the monthly financial 
statement of the exposition company 
for April.

Old Fishing ones Revived 

St. Johns, June 28.—Newfoundland 
fishing vessels occupied the French 
stations on the treaty coast in the 
mistaken belief that the treaty ratifica- 
tions had been exchanged. The Frencb- 
men appealed to the British com- 
modore, who dispatched a warship to 
the scene to warn offending colonial 
vessels from the coast. The incident 
is the occasion of much concern.

Obviously these ac- 
tors must have talked about their ad- 
ventures in Denmark, and so Shake- 
speare became well acquainted with 
Elsinore and when he wrote “Hamlet” 
naturally placed the scene in a place 
which he knew by description rather 
than In a place of which he knew noth- 
ing.

Cambridge, Mass., June 29.—In an 
extended and careful address Secretary 
of. War Taft, speaking before the Har- 
vard law School eX. 
pressed the government's views and at- 
titude towards the Philippine islands. 
After minutely reviewing the circum- 
stances which introduced the United 
States as a factor in the history of 
the islands, after defending the gov- 
ernment’s subsequent and current ac- 
tion there, and after citing the manifold 
improvements along public, educational 
and judiciary lines, he concluded with 
an emphatic declaration that the duty 
of the United States is to continue to 
exercise sovereignty. He thought it 
unwise to promise a condition of inde- 
pendence that should wean the people 
away from the importance of the pres- 
ent government. 

“I am in favor of teaching the peo- 
ple how to govern themselves,” said he, 
“and I cannot assume that such a les- 
son, so difficult to learn, can be taught

IN. SWIFT PURSUIT 


Japs Close on the Heels of 


Retreating Russians 


DECISIVE BATTLE NEAR 


Mountain Barrier Which Has 
Protected Russian Line Seized 
by 
Northern Passes Has Greatly 
Increased the Russians’ Peril 


Japanese--Penetration of 


St. Petersburg, June 29.—No further 
advices from the front have been re- 
ceived up to midnight, though news 
from General Kuropatkin is eagerly 
awaited. The 
fighting pervade the city, 
based wholly on the fact 
urmies are in close touch. 

Though it appears now from General 
Kuropatkin’s tactics that a heavy en- 
gagement may be deferred for some 
days, it is possible that the Japanese 
may rush matters, but it is not gen- 
erally expected here that Kuropatkin 
will give battle until he reaches a po- 
sition of his own selection. 

The country in which the armies are 
now coming into contact consists of a 
series of mountain chains running 
parallel with the railway alongside of 
which the Russians are fallin. back 
as the Japanese are advaucing. Fen 
Shui, Mo Tien and Dalin are all passes 
which take their names from the moun- 
tains over which they run. General 
Kuroki, who has heretofore been east 
of these mountains, is advancing to the 
westward from Siu Yen through a very 
rough country, and his columns must 
traverse the rumed before 
emerging into the more open country 
along the railway, approximately 
abreast of Tai Tsche Kiao, Hai Cheng 
and Liao Yang. 

The Russian outposts and the Jap- 
anese advance are now in close touch 
with all these passes. The Russians 
are falling back on Kuropatkin’s main 
body, which is supposed to be some- 
where between Liao Yang and Ta Tche 
Kiao. 

General Kuropatkin is now moving 
slowly northward along the railway 
and whenever he makes his stand there 
will be precipitated what is expected 
to be the decisive battle of the cam- 
paign. 

In the meantime General Oku is ad- 
vancing along the railroad on the heels 
of the withdrawing Russians. He is 
backed by a powerful army. How 
large a portion of this army he has de- 
tached to join Kuroki has not been de- 
veloped, but it is probably large enough 
to add severely to the fighting before 
the Russians finally abandon the 
mountains, 


The Dalin Hill Fight 

Hai Cheng, June 20.—The total losses 
in the Dalin hill fight are not yet 
known. The fighting lasted the whole 
of June 26 and June 27 and the Japan- 
ese successively pushed the Russians 
from three positions, orcupying them 
with artillery as the defenders retired. 

Wounded Russians recounting the 
two days’ fight say that the Japanese 
again demonstrated their reliance on 
their artillery, and that they were 
greatly superior, both in number of 
mien and in guns. On the second day of 
the fight they brought up a heavy bat- 
tery which silenced the lighter Rus- 
sian guns and caused severe loss. 

The fight started at dawn, 10 miles 
southwest of Dalin hill. A Russian 
rifle brigade held the position until noon 
in the face of a heavy artillery fire, but 
the Russians were finally outflanked by 
infantry and cavalry, the Japanese 
actually getting a field battery in the 
rear of the Russian position. Then the 
brigade fell back. 

The Dalin hill fight continued from 
4 o'clock until dark. The Japanese 
worked furiously all night long and em- 
placed two batteries on the vacated Rus- 
slan position. The fighting was re- 
sumed at 3 a.m.on June 27. The Rus- 
sians silenced the two Japanese bat- 
teries, but the Japanese brought up a 
train of big guns and silenced the 
lighter Kussian artillery, which was 
again running out of ammunition, and 
the Russians were once more forced to 
retire. The Japanese cavalry and in- 
fantry, threatening to surround the 
Russian position, forced a general re- 
treat. 

The Russians carried off all their 
guns and got revenge on the Japanese 
cavalry column, whic. was caught in 
close formation, and was shelled with 
terrific effect, being forced to scatter.

Japs Seize Northern Passes 

London, June 29.—Japan’s seizure of 
Fen Shui pass, some 20 miles northwest 
of Siu Yen, is another serious breach 
in the mountain barrier which has pro- 
tected the Russian line in the region of 
Kai Chow and Tashichiao. The turn- 
ing of the Russian position at Motien 


pass, on the road from Fung Wang

St Louis Corporations Held Up 


by Crooked City Offictals 
St. Louis, June 29.—Charles A. Gutke, 
former member of the house of dele- 
gates, convicted on a charge of bribery 


and soon to be tried on another similar 


charge, has made a complete confession 
to Circuit Attorney Folk, in which he 
declares that former Delegate Kelley 
had told him he had received $50,000 
for going to Eurone when his presence 
in St. Louis jeopardized men of prom- 
inence. Gutke says that, yielding to the 
pleadings of his wife, he determined to 
do all he couid to atone for his sins 
against the public. 

“The first bill that came up after I 
had become a member of the combine,” 
says Gutke, “was the Suburban Loop 
bill. The combine got $20,000 for their 
votes on this bill, on the Union Avenue 
bill we got $18,000, on the Central 
Traction $75,000, on the Third Street 
line bill $15,000, on the lighting Dill 
$47,500; on the suburban bill we were 
to get $75,000, which is now in the safe 
deposit box of a trust company, being 
placed there with the agreement that 
it should be turned over to us when 
the bill had been passed. 


Sharp Eyes on Americans 

Halifax, June 29.—The Newfound- 
land customs department is taking ac- 
tive steps against captains ef American 
fishing vessels who have violated the 
revenue law by smuggling tobacco and 
stores to the local fishermen. Two 
vessels were captured last week and 
fines of $200 imposed on each. The 
Mabel R. Hines was wanted, but her 
skipper, on learning this, hoisted sail 
and left port. The customs officers 
sent the cruiser Fiona in search of the 
Hines and she was captured in Trinity 
bay. Captain Hines was brought be- 
fore the local magistrate there, who 
fined him $400 for smuggling and evad- 
ing the customs by leaving port with- 
out a clearance.

Quebec, June 29.—Hundreds of peo- 
ple, powerless to aid the victims, saw 
Nicholas Ansaloin and two unknown 
women swept over Montmorency 
falls.

His companions fol- 
lowed his example and a moment later 
all three lost their balance and fell 
headlong into the swiftly moving 
waters, being carried over the falls and 
into the whirlpool below. The bodies 
were not recovered. 


An Open Shop Combine 

Grand Rapids, Mich., June 29.—One 
hundred and fifty corporations of this 
city have united to form the Employers’ 
Association of Grand Rapids, in con- 
nection with which a free employment 
bureau has been established. The as- 
sociation’s policy is not to be antag- 
onistic against union labor, yet to in- 
sist upon the open shop. 


Woman Perished In Fiames 

Carbonnear, N. F., June 29.—The 
postotiice and eustoms building here 
were destroyed by fire and Miss Try- 
phena Nicholl, postmistress, was 
burned to death. Those who lived in 
the postoffice building had a narrow es- 
cape and Miss Nicholl, in her effort to 
save the occupants, perished in the 
flames. 


High Officials Held Responsible 

Kingston, Jam., June 29.—General 
Manager Lewis and Electrical En- 
gineer Douparrouzel, both Canadians, 
have been arrested on a charge of man- 
slaughter in connection with the loss 
of 33 lives of workmen employed in the 
railway pipe line. The funerals of the 
83 victims were heid yesterday.

Temperance People Should Be 
Guided by Issues of Republi- 
cans and Democrats 


Indianapolis, June 29.—The national

national convention Homer L. 
Pittsburg. 

The first session of the convention 
begun at 10 o'clock this morning and 
was called to order by National Chair- 
man Oliver W. Stewart. After the 
temporary organization and the rollcall 
of states for committees the convention 
adjourned till 2 p. m., when the commit- 
tees will report. The resolutions com- 
mittee will report at the evening ses- 
sion. The nominations will be made 
Thursday. 


The letter written by General Nelson 
A. Miles to John G. Woolley of Chicago, 
dated from Washington city, June 20, 
which was made public last night, is 
believed by National Chairman Stew- 
art and others to be final and to elim- 
inate General Miles from considera- 
tion as a presidential candidate, though 
the Pennsylvania delegation and others 
who insist upon General Miles’ nomi- 
nation have made no statement. A 
movement has been started to make 
Oliver W. Stewart the presidential 
nominee. General Miles’ letter fol- 
lows: 

“The many kind expressions of favor- 
able opinion in the editorial columns 
of your paper and in letters from your- 
self and many other prominent leaders 
I cannot permit to pass unnoticed or 
without expression of the appreciation 
and deep gratitude that I feel. The 
high character of the writers and 
those whom they represent and their 
unsought approval of acts of my official 
life render their words much more than 
a compliment. The approval of such a 
large class of patriotic high-minded peo- 
ple I hold in the highest estimation as 
substantial reward and valued posses- 
sion. 

“In justice to the writers and to my- 
self, there is another reason why I 
should write you at this time. Fre- 
quent mention bas been made by you 
and by others of a proposal to place me 
in nomination by the convention to 
meet in Indianapolis on the 29th inst. 
As stated by me ina previous letter 
that has been published, my judgment 
strongly favors the postponement of ac- 
tion by that convention until the nomi- 
nations at Chicago and St. Louis have 
been made. This was suggested, not as 
denying or questioning the importance 
of the subject of temperance, but in the 
hope that such limited action in that 
matter as can be taken by national au- 
thorities could be co-ordinated with 
action regarding the many and import- 
ant subjects upon which the American 
people must pass judgment and which 
must have the attention of the chief 
executive in the near future. These 
excellent and patriotic people whom 
you represent cannot be less interested 
in these other great national . ques- 
tions at this critical period of our his- 
tory than are the great mass of their 
fellow-citizens, for these questions con- 
cern the very fabric and form of our 
government as well as the integrity and 
efficiency of its administration. 

“The nomination at Indianapolis on 
the 29th inst., although an added and 
greatly valued token of approval and 
confidence, would not, in my judgment, 
afford that opportunity for efficient and 
important public service which would 
be the chief motive for my resuming 
official life. Nelson A. Miles.”

A PATRIOTIC MEAL. 


How a Fourth of July Luncheon Is 


A patriotic luncheon or a patriotic 
meal of some kind is decidedly the 
thing for the Fourth of July. It is not 
| so very difficult to get up such an af- 
fair either, only, of course, it requires 
a little thought and planning. 

The table itself may be trimmed in 


any desired fashion with red, white | 


and blue ribbon. Between each plate 
there may be laid two tiny flags, cross- 
ed. If you have cards at each place 
bearing the names of the guests, they 
may show on One corner a miniature 
painting or pen and ink sketch of a 
cannon; on another perhaps some fire 
crackers in the very act of exploding. 
If you cannot command the services 
of some amateur artist, the cards may 
be simply decorated with tiny bows of 
ribbon or with a shield made of crape 
paper in the national colors. 

The plece de resistance in the way of 
decoration, if you can manage it, would 
be a ball made of small flags. You can 
use a ball of wire mesh or an ordinary 
gum ball pierced all over with a piece 
of hot steel—anything globular in 
which the flags may be stuck. Stick 
them in closely and at regular inter- 
vals, and the effect will be very pretty. 

Suspend the flag ball when completed 
directly over the center of the tuble 
and fasten to % streamers of red, white 
and blue ribbon, attaching the other 
ends of each to the tablecloth opposite 
each plate. 

Paper napkins combining the nation- 
al colors are easily obtainable. So 
much for decoration. Refreshments 
cannot be prescribed, but they may be 
as elaborate or as simple as suits the 
mood of the housekeeper and that of 
the weather —the simpler the better, 
in our opinion, and we would also ree- 
ommend cold viands. 

Instead of slicing the bread cut it in 
thin sticks and tie in little bundles with 
ribbon. Decorate the ham sandwiches 
similarly. Have cold sliced beets and 
cut each slice star shape. Ice cream 
may be-appropriateiy molded to repre- 
sent the American eagle, etc. If you 
serve it In more homely fashion with 
a dipper, stick a tiny flag in each plate. 
With a brush dipped in chocolate you 
can trace on the iced surface of ‘the 
cake the date 1776, with any other em- 
Llematic device your skill may be equal 
to.—Philadelphia Ledger.

Little Time for Play for Massa- 
chusetts Militia Men. 


It is a busy week for Capt. Kincaide 
of Quincey according to the following 
dispatch of Tuesday from West Point 
to the Herald: 

The visiting officers of the Sth in- 
fantry, M. V. M., together with taree 
officers of the 5th infantry, reached this 
post Saturday evening about 8 o'clock. 
The run from Boston was made _practi- 
cally useful to the officers through the 
holding of a school, shortly after 
leaving that city, on outpost and 
advanced guard work. Col. Pew 
established an imaginary situation 
with a solution open to criticism, and 
the officers were called upon to correct 
the errors and give the proper methods 
to be used under the circumstances, 
The school took up three hours and was 
then dismissed. 

At Williamstown the officers were 
again called together and a short coun- 
cil held, and then were dismissed for 
the afternoon, Garrison's station, oppo- 
site the military academy, was reached 
at 7.50 P. M., and the party ferried 
across the Hudson to the Point. Here 
the party was met by Col. Treat, com- 
mandant of the post, and assigned to 
quarters usually occupied by senior ca- 
dets who are now incamp. Taps were 
dispensed with on Saturday night, as it 


took until late for the visitors to get 
settled. Hereafter calls will be sounded 


in the visitors’ quarters, in addition to 
those sounded in the camp and plebes’ 
quarters, commencing with reveille at 
6.30 o’clock, 

Breakfast is served at 7 o’clock, offi- 
cers of the Massachusetts contingent 
falling in after the cadets had marched 
to theirs. At 9 o’clock Sunday, Lieut. 
Ketlee, U. S. A., assembled all the vis- 
itors at the gymnasium and put them 
through a one and one half hours’ 
limbering up drill. 

Yesterday the real work of the visit 
commenced. AtS A. M. the officers 
assembled in the lecture hall and listened 
to a long and interesting lecture on ad- 
vance guard and outpost work by Capt. 
Thompson, U. 8. A., tactical officer. 
Taking each step carefully, explaining 
the objects of every formation, the cap- 
tain carried the class through the theo- 
retical work as adopted at West Point 
and taught in the army schools. At- 
tention was called to the changes re- 
cently made in the regulations and the 
reason for them given. 

After the lecture Col. Pew asked 
many pertinent questions suggested by 
the lacturo, following which every offi- 
cer had opportunity to do likewise. 
At 11 o’clock the visitors attended the 
funeral of Maj. Edgerton, which was 
held in the post chapel. 

The new drill regulations are being 
followed here, and the militiamen were 
being constantly on the alert to gain 
new points in this drill, which will 
soon be taken up by the national guard 
of the country. At 2.30 o’clock Capt. 
Thompson formed the officers into a 
company of infantry, and gave them a 
couple of hours’ work in the new regu- 
lations. 

Every one in the oatfit is well, and is 
on the alert to see how things are dons 
here that will be of value in the work 
at home. There is little time for play, 
for this is in fact, as wellas in name, a 
tour of instruction.

The official reorganization plan of the 
Fore River Ship and Engine Co., has 
been issued by Kidder, Peabody & Co. 
The plan, says the Globe, provides for 
the organization of a new corporation 
under the laws of the state of Massa- 
chusetts (if it be deemed wise to 
organize under the laws of this state, ) 
which is to acquire the property and 
business of the present company, in- 
cluding the benefit of all existing con- 
tract free from bonded indebtedness, 
but subject to all other indebtedness ex- 
isting at the time of transfer. The new 
corporation is to have, in addition to 
such property, $1,250,000 paid in cash 
It is to be capitalized as follows: 


6 per cent. noncumulative preferred 
stock $2,400,000 


Common stock 2,400,000 


Total $4,800,000 

The preferred stock is tv be preferred 
in case of liquidation and to be entitled 
to 6 percent noncumulative yearly divi- 
dends, and to have equal voting power 
to thatof the commonstuck.

Japan’s Armies In Manchuria 


Have Effected a Juncture 


CESSATION OF DISPATCHES 


Believed to Indicate That De- 
cisive Fighting Has Actually 
Begun--Rumor of Capture by 
Japanese of Three Forts Near 
Port Arthur Probably Untrue 


London, June 30.—The Tokio corre- 
spondent of The Morning 
that the Japanese second army has ef- 
fected a juncture with the first army 
and that the whole force now has a 
fighting front of 120 miles. 

The Tokio correspondent of 
Daily Telegraph says that 
fighting took place at Kai Chauon June 
25, which resulted in the capture of 
that place on the morning of June 26.

The sudden cessation of all dis- 
patches from the seat of war suggests 
that the long expected general engage- 
ment between Kuropatkin and the Jap- 
anese armies has actually begun. ‘The 
latest reports, which carried affairs 
through Monday, showed the Japan- 
ese advance and flanking movements to 
be bringing the bostile forces into close 
contact. 

The Motien and Ta passes from 
which the Russians were driven are not 
more than 30 miles from the railroad 
which forms Kuropatkin’s line of com- 
munication and retreat. To hold this 
line, the Russians must occupy and de- 
fend the lines of hills which lie nearest 
to the railway, and roughly parallel to 
it on the east. This necessary line of 
defense must be close to the Japanese 
positions, and in all likelihood already 
the scene of sharp skirmishing, if not 
om more serious fighting. 

The rumor that the Japanese have 
captured three forts southeast of the 
town of Port Arthur does not recom- 
mend itself. The only works in that 
direction are on the coast, and well 
covered by the heavy guns of the main 
fort ou Golden hill. 


Submarine Was Overloaded 

St. Petersburg, wune 30.--ITwenty- 
two sailors were drowned at the Baltic 
works during experiments with the 
torpedo boat Delfin, which had been 
converted into a submarine boat. Four 
officers and 30 men were on board when 
the signal was given to submerge the 
boat without first properly closing the 
manhole. The result wes that the 
vessel] sunk. The ship’s capacity was 
only 10 men, and the extra 22 caused 
the tragedy. 


Ironclad Rammed Battleship 

Cronstadt, June 80.—The Russian 
battleship Navarin, while returning to 
her anchorage here, was rammed by 
the Russian ironclad Netron Menia, 
which struck her amidships. The dam- 
age to the Navarin is not serious, 
though it may be necessary to dry-dock 
the vessel. 


Conditions at Port Port Arthur 

Chefoo, June 30.—-Fifty Europeans 
who left Port Arthur June 23 have ar- 
rived here from Pigeon bay, where they 
embarked on a junk June 28. They 
say that in the naval engagement of 
June 23 the Russlam battleship Sevasto- 
pol was slightly damaged. Fifteen days 
will be required to repair her. The 
torpedo dispatch boat Amur was also 
badly damaged. 

It is said that the Russian sailors 
at Port Arthur have no confidence in 
Rear Adimrai Withoft, but think if 
Rear Admiral Skrydloff was in com- 
mand the fleet could successfully en- 
gage the Japanese. The Russian fleet 
is now reported to consist of six bettle- 
ships, five crulsers and 24 smailer ves- 
ecls. 

A Frenchman who has been in Port 
Arthur since the war began states that 
there are 50,000 fighting men there, 
including soldiers and sailors, 500 
women and 150 non-combatants. The 
women and non-combatants are walting 
for a steamer on which the Russians 
have promised to take them out of the 
besieged fortress. 

The food supply is sufficient. The 
only sufferers are the Chinese, who are 
without money. 

On June 28, the day on which the 
Europeans left, the Japanese were re- 
ported to be trying to capture Wefu 
Mountain, a strongly fortified position, 
15 miles from Port Arthur.

His friends can ask no better 
fortune, Since Lincoln no suck power- 
ful personality has come into our poli- 
tics, and to attack it is only to empha- 
size its attractiveness, As a Presidental 
candidate, Theodore Roosevelt can well 
afford to dispense with ordinary politi- 
calcampaign methods, and leave his case 
with the American people.—Writer in 
American Monthly Review of Reviews.
